RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


The Heroic Record of the British Navy, by Archi- 
bald Hurd and H. H. Bashford (Doubleday, Page and 
Co.: New York). Any work on naval subjects by such 
competent writers as these authors is entitled to serious 
consideration. In the present book they have well justi- 
fied the expectation that they would write interestingly 
and intelligently about the British navy and its fine 
record. All the fights of the Grand Fleet and its allies, 
from the battle of the Bight, through the Coronel fight, 
the battle of the Falkland Islands, the tragic attempt to 
force the Dardanelles, the battle of Jutland, the sealing 
of the harbors of Zeebrugge and Ostend, and to the com- 
ing of the American Fleet, under command of Admiral 
Sims, U.S.N., are described in.a vivid and very enter- 


taining way. 

Modern Germany: Its Rise, Growth, Downfall and 
Future, by J. Ellis Barker (E. P. Dutton and Co.: New 
York). This work has appeared in five previous edi- 
tions. The bulk of it has also appeared in various mag- 
azines and other publications, but such parts as re- 
quired it have been revised and brought up to date. 

Temporary Crusaders, by Cecil Sommers (John Lane 
Co.: New York). As a British officer serving in France 
the author wrote a number of letters to his daughter, in 
which his experiences are’ brightly related. In speak- 
ing of a camp which he and his command had just 
reached he said: “Half of this camp is occupied by 
Americans. They are the first we have seen, and they 
look a good lot and very keen. Their officers are bent 
on picking up all the information that they can. One 
of them told me that what struck him most about the 
British troops in France was their lack of interest in 
the war. On the whole, it was just criticism. A Yan- 
kee will walk a mile to read the war news. I am afraid 
that we hardly cross the street for the same purpose. 
The first question an American officer will ask you will 
probably be, ‘What is the correct position for the sec- 
ond-in-command of a company in the attack?’ whereas, 
‘What hope of leave? is the most ordinary opening of a 
conversation between two of us. It’s a case of famil- 
iarity breeding contempt, I suppose.” 

Hints on Horsemanship, by Lieut. Col. M. F. McTag- 
gart, D.S.O. (J. B. Lippincott Co.: Philadelphia). Col- 
onel Taggart, who dedicates his book to his old cavalry 
chief, Gen. Sir Julian H. G. Byng, of the British army, 
and who served with him in that crack cavalry regiment, 
the 5th Lancers, is well qualified to write on the horse 
and horsemanship. He is not unknown to American 
horsemen, both of the Army and of civil life, for with 
his bay gelding Surprise he made an excellent record at 
high jumping in the international horse show held at 
Madison Square Garden, New York, in 1913. In his 
present work he makes no attempt to write exhaust- 
ively, preferring to explain the more obtuse points in 
the theory of horsemanship. Horse management is only 
lightly touched on, nor is the handling and breaking of 
horses considered. His endeavor is chiefly to help those 
who would like to ride better to hounds, who are inter- 
ested in training horses to jump and who wish to under- 
stand the art of sitting a horse. For cavalry he de- 
clares that troops should never walk; that when 
mounted the pace should always be at a trot, but when 
it is necessary or desirable to go at a walking pace it is 
preferable, whenever possible, to dismount and lead your 
horse, which rests both rider and horse, “and the dis- 
tance is accomplished in about the same time.” For 
cavalry work he regards this as “very important,” and 
says that whenever he did a long march in command of 
a squadron he always made the march on those princi- 
ples and found that he not only covered the distance 
-quicker but both horses and men were much fresher. 
The sketches which illustrate the work were drawn 
while Colonel McTaggart was a prisoner in Germany. 

Dover During the Dark Days, by a “Dug-Out,” Lieut. 
Comdr. Stanley W. Coxon, R.N.V.R., with contribu- 
tions by other officers of the Dover Patrol (John Lane 
Co.: New York). The author, who was in the British 
navy before the World War and who returned to the 
Service for the emergency, served with the patrol fleet 
whose base was at Dover during the war, a most im- 
portant point in the British naval operations. He says: 
“In Dover we relied implicitly on our navy, and the 
navy was never caught napping. Being of the navy, and 
yet not in it, it is my privilege not only to say what I 
think, but also to dedicate my book to that portion of it 
with which I was so closely associated during four 
vears of war—the Dover patrol; and included in the 
Dover patrol are not only our naval ships, but our aux- 
iliaries, mercantile transports and colliers.” Not only 
is the work of the Dover patrol related, but also the loss 
of some large British warships in the North Sea, fights 
off the Belgian coast, German air raids on Dover, the 
sinking of the British hospital ships by German mines 
and other interesting incidents of the part taken by 
British war craft, as told by fellow officers of Com- 
mander Coxon who took part in various engagements. 
There are many excellent photographs of these officers.

Goop ARTILLERY SHOOTING. 

“Shortly after the armistice was signed I took a trip 
up the Meuse river as far as Consenvoye, then north- 
west through Etraye to the Damvillers-Etain road, then 
down the valley to Etain,” writes Col. M. H. Barry, 
C.A.C., in an article “Observations of a Coast Artillery 
Officer in France,” printed in Liaison of Sept. 20. He 
continues: “After descending from the heights east of 
the Meuse, I entered a very deep valley which appeared 
to have been occupied by large forces of the enemy for a 
long period. On the south side of the road following the 
base of the continuous line of hills, dugouts, log shacks 
and various forms of billets, including stables, formed a 
continuous irregular line for several miles. There was 
a small river and a narrow-gauge railroad on the north 
side of the road. The accuracy of our Artillery and the 
destruction accomplished by our medium and major cali- 
ber guns in this valley was wonderful. Practically every 
building in the whole valley had been destroyed, some of 
them having received two direct hits. The road, and the 
railroad were cut to pieces in many places. The de- 
struction of this stronghold called for the most scientific 
adjustment of fire and in my opinion it is one of the 
best samples of our Artillery efficiency that I have seen 
in my travels over here. I do not know what units of 
the C.A.C. participated, but have been informed by offi- 
pana of —s gg Division that several batteries of rail- 
road artillery, from a position just east of Charny, ov 
the Meuse, had been assigned to the work.’ "

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DISTINGUISHED MARKSMEN IN U.S.M.C. 

Orders have been approved by Major Gen. -Comman- 
dant George Barnett, U.S.M.C., and will shortly be 
issued, relative to a new classification in the Marine 
Corps, that of distinguished marksman. This is in con- 
formity with the revision recently announced by the 


War Department relative to marksmen. The Marine 
Corps order reads: 

MARINE CORPS ORDERS NO. — (Series 1919). 
Headquarters Marine Corps, Washington, Sept. 30, 1919. 
Marine Corps Distinguished Marksman.—Any officer or en- 

listed man of the Marine Corps, who, since 1906, has won a 
medal in a division or Marine Corps competition, and, in- 
cluding such medal, has won any three of the following 
authorized medals, shall be classed as a distinguished marks- 
man and awarded a medal as such: 

Division competition, Marine Corps. 

Marine Corps competition. 

National individual match. 

National team match, as team captain, coach, member or 
alternate, of the highest team representing the Marine Corps. 

Expert team rifleman, U.S. Navy. 

In addition to the above medals, any officer or enlisted man 
of the Marine Corps who, while serving in the Army, or while 
detached for service with the Army, has been awarded a badge 
fer representing any branch of the Army on a team at a 
national match as team captain, coach, member or alternate, 
or has won any of the badges authorized in the Small Arms 
Firing Manual, U.S. Army, as a credit towards a distinguished 
marksman, shall include such badge among those which will 
count in determining eligibility for classification as a dis- 
tinguished marksman, Marine Corps. 

Officers and enlisted men of the Marine Corps who have 
won three of the above medals will make application to the 
Major General Commandant for classification as a distinguished 
marksman, giving full data concerning their eligibility for 
such classification, in order that a medal may be awarded.

Graves of A.E.F. Aviators. 


Only seven graves of American Army aviators who 
met death in aerial combats, out of 150 who fell in 
France and Germany, remain to be located, says an 
Associated Press dispatch from Paris. The search for 
those graves not yet located is being prosecuted by an 
Army officer and a representative of the American Red 
Cross. Thousands of kilometers of ground have been 
covered in the search for the resting places of those who 
fell. The graves located have been decorated according 
to the requirements of the A.E.F., and photographs sent 
to relatives. 


Civilian Aircraft Barred from Fortified Areas. 


The Secretary of War directed on Oct. 3 that the 
commanding general, Panama Canal Department, be in- 
formed that it is the policy of the War Department not 
to permit civilian aircraft transporting civilians to oper- 
ate over and in the vicinity of fortified areas. There- 
fore, the War Department desires that aircraft engaged 
in non-military and non-naval flying and manned by 
non-military and non-naval United States personnel be 
not allowed to fly over the Panama Canal Zone. What- 
ever law Congress may pass eoncerning civil air naviga- 


tion will undoubtedly carry therein a prohibition against 
non-military flying over prohibited zones. Recognition 
of this necessity is included in the International Con- 
vention on Air Navigation, which convention partakes 
of the nature of a treaty, being prepared by representa- 
tives of twenty-three nations and now about ready for 
submission by our State Department to the Senate for 
ratification. Although no law now exists prescribing 
prohibited zones, it is deemed extremely inexpedient to 
permit civilian flying to take place now over zones which 
will soon legally be made prohibited zones. To act 
otherwise would be to endanger the military secrets 
which this country must guard from any possible enemy. 


Airplane Assists Mevicans. 


Brig. Gen. F. C. Marshall, U.S.A., commanding the 
Brownsville military district, has received a communi- 
cation from Lieut. Col. Manuel Bernes, of the Mexican 
army, and commander of the Matamoros district, ex- 
pressing his thanks for the sending of an American 
Army airplane to Reybosa, Mexico, in answer to an ap- 
peal from the authorities of that place asking for aid in 
strengthening the levees near that town, which is on the 
Rio Grande river, and which it was thought might not 
withstand the flood which threatened it. The Army 
machine flew over the town and dropped 1,000 empty 
bags needed to build up the levee so as to secure the 
safety of the residents. It was reported a few weeks 
ago that the Mexican government had ordered its troops 
to fire on American airplanes seen flying over Mexican 
territory. The Mexican government later denied that 
such an order had been issued.

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VIEWS OF A YOUNGER OFFICER. 
A communication on the subject of Army 
sent to the Senate and House Military 

Lieut. H. G. Shockley, Engrs., U.S.A., 
with the idea, it is stated, that while Congress is now 
engaged in “giving the ‘Dads’ of the Army a hearing” 
on the subject “there are some of the ‘boys’ whose opin- 
ions are also well worth considering.” The writer has 
served in the Army just over two years and was over- 
seas for seven months, including the St. Mihiel and 
Meuse-Argonne offensives. “These two years,” he says, 
“have been excecdingly full ones and have, indeed, com- 
prised a liberal education in themselves, but while his 
views on this subject have been much modified in par- 
ticular details, they remain essentially the same as be- 
fore the writer entered the military service.” 

In brief, Lieutenant Shockley contends that our Army 
“should become a bulwark of strength and utility in 
peace as in war. Its first function, he believes, “is 
that of the military training of our young American 
manhood for national defense and developing the proper 
of discipline.” The second function “should be 
vocational training of every boy able to

take his part in our Army.” Training in selected trades 
or professions and term of enlistment only limited by the 
time each individual needs for the consummation of this 
object. As a third function, he would have the Army 
“put our great armies of boys in training actually to 
work for certain definite periods on all our great public 
projects and works.” These would include reclamation 
of unused lands, development of our public forests, con- 
struction of national and state highways, harbor im- 
provements, development of public sanitation; and in 
connection with a similar system for the Navy, develop- 
ment of trained personnel for our merchant marine. Also 
“the development and maintenance of a reasonable arm- 
ament kept up to date for any possible exigency of war.” 
Training in some lines might necessitate close co-oper- 
ation with private industry. 

“A small but efficient permanent military corps to this 
enterprise would be necessary, with a proportionately 
larger number of officers for the training and adminis- 
tration of the large number of temporary personnel,” he 
writes. “Complete corps of educational and vocational 
instructors under their own administrative chiefs would 
also be necessary.”” He would allow about three months 
for getting a boy outfitted and elementary military in- 
struction completed. Then six months of intensive mili- 
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tary and physical training. After this, assignment to 
vocational training corps where military discipline is 
retained, but the work to be industrial “with the mini- 
mum of military forms for the maintenance of proper 
morale.” 

The candidates for permanent commission he would 
select “competitively from those who had taken a full 
term of both military and vocational training, after which 
a thorough course in military science and classical edu- 
cation should be given in the Military Academy. No 
officer material should be selected who had not first 
served in the ranks.”

CASUALTIES FROM GAS IN U.S. 

According to the latest figures received by the Chemi- 
cal Warfare Service, less than and three-quarters 
per cent. of the total number of men in the U.S. Army 
gassed during the World War died from gas effects. Of 
the 74,573 gas cases in the hospitals, 1,194 proved fatal. 
The computation. of one and three-quarters per cent. 
allows for those who died in action from the effects of 
gas. Of course the exact number of the latter will never 
he known, but a fairly accurate approximation may be 
made by eliminating those who died on the field of battle 
from known causes. That chemical warfare is more 
humane than is popularly supposed is proven by the 
figures when contrasted with the percentage of deaths 
from bullets and high explosives. In detail the figures 
reported by the Central Records Office, A.E.F., to 
June 3, 1919, follow:

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DISPOSITION OF COLORS AND STANDARDS. 

The Secretary of War directed on Oct. 3 that all in- 
structions relative to the disposition of colors, stand- 
ards and guidons of demobilized organizations be han- 
dled by The Adjutant General’s Office without reference 
to General Staff, according to the following principles 

1. Any that were used by organizations and which 
were brought into the Service from the National Guard 
of any state will be returned to that state. 2. Any that 
were donated will be returned to the donor, if he so de- 
sires. 3. All others will be sent to the state which fur- 
nished the majority of men of the organization at the time 
of its formation. 4. Where original composition cannot be 
determined or where any particular organization was so 
cosmopolitan in its original makeup that it could not 
be said to be identified with any particular state, the 
colors will be turned in to the Quartermaster General, 
Director of Purchase and Storage, for national use. 

In all cases title will remain in the United States, the 
colors, standards and guidons being merely intrusted to 
the state or donor for safe keeping. Only in excep- 
tional cases which cannot be handled by the above rule ; 
will papers on this subject be referred to the Chief of 
Staff for decision. 
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D.S.M. DIsPLACES CERTIFICATE OF MERIT. 

Officers holding Certificates of Merit in the Army will 
exchange them for Distinguished Service Medals, fol- 
lowing the approval by the Secretary of War of the plan 
to do away with the Certificate of Merit. On Oct. 2 
the Director of Operations informed The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army that the Secretary of War approved 
the opinion of the Judge Advocate General, dated Sept. 
8, 1919, to the effect that officers holding Certificates of 
Merit will exchange them for Distinguished Service 
Medals, and directed that extracts from this opinion be 
published to the Service. 
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WARRANT RANK FOR REGULAR ARMY. 
The Senate bill, S. 2596, introduced by Senator 
Gronna, and a similar bill, H.R. 8823, introduced in 
the House by Mr. Crisp, which provide for the estab- 
lishment in the Army of the grades of chief warrant 
officer and warrant officer, are now before Gen. Peyton 
C. March, Chief of Staff, for his consideration. The 
bills, which attempt to solve the~problem of providing 
for the old non-commissioned officers who received tem- 
porary commissions—some as high as colonel—have the 
approval of many Regular Army officers of high rank. 
Under existing law, these temporary officers, with years 
of pre-war service, will be discharged from commission 
or re-enlisted in their former rank by Nov. 1. Unless 


some preventive measure is passed, this will entail un-- 


necessary humiliation and financial embarrassment to a 
class of men who, as one department ehief said, are the 
“backbone of the Army.” It would not be ah easy 
thing for a man who was receiving $300 a month as a 
major to drop to his old position of quartermaster ser- 
geant at $85 emergency pay, $79 peace-time pay. In 
addition he is faced with the possibility of a position 
under a non-commissioned officer who had an inferior 
rating before the war. The grades of chief warrant 
officer and warrant officer, as provided in the bills un- 
der consderation, command an initial pay of $125 and 
$100 per month respectively. The bill authorize the 
immediate appointment of men of stated rank to these 
grades, and in addition, provide an eligible list for pro- 
motion as vacancies occur in both grades. 
ther provide for reasonable allowances and for retire- 
ment. 

In the gpinion of military authorities, these men, if 
appointed warrant officers, could be used largely in re- 
placing commissioned officers in positions of lesser re- 
sponsibility and also in capacities they cannot fill either 
as civil service clerks or as enlisted men disassociated 
from the other grades by a line of demarcation not strong- 
er than a mere classification of grades in Army Regula- 
tions or in increased pay. In the line, it is said, they 
can be detailed in administration offices as assistant ad- 
jutants, as personnel officers, post exchange officers, po- 
lice, prison, mess and recruiting officers, instructors of 
non-commissioned officers, etc. In the staff corps they 
can be detailed as assistants to zone camps, post and 
other supply offices. They can be detailed as assistants 
to transportation officer~,and Army transport agents. 
In addition, according #' those in favor of the legisla- 
tion proposed, they @#h be detailed to perform duties 
removing the need for an equivalent number of junior 
commissioned officers, positions which.cannot be filled 
by the-same men in a non-commissioned grade not par- 
ticularly distinguished from other non-commissioned 
grades. One deyartment chief pointed out to a repre- 
sentative of this paper that the. Government’ must pro- 
vide. an incentive for men to stay in the Service in or- 
der that the Army may have at all times numbers of 
veteran “non-coms.” “In the old days’ the love of ad- 
venture,.was the object of a man’s re-enlistment. This 
no longer‘ ‘forms a strong incentive. The establishment 
of the grade of warrant officer would provide a reward 
for years, of, faithful “service,” said this officer. 
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LEAVES FOR EMERGENCY OFFICERS. 

According to instructions issued by the War Depart- 
ment emergency officers retained in the Service will be 
placed im the same status with Regular officers with

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WORK OF NAVY. MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 


One of the sections of the forthcoming annual report 
of Rear Admiral William C. Braisted, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery, Navy Department, will 
give in detail the work of the Medieal Department in 
caring for the sick and wounded returned from overseas 
by the Cruiser and Transport Force during the six 
months from January to July, 1919. The grand total 
shows 117,339 cases cared for, all by the Medical De- 
partment, aboard 130 battleships, cruisers and trans- 
ports engaged in the work. The detailed figures in- 
cluded in this total are:

The demobilization of Medical Corps men is going on 
apace. On Nov. 15, 1918, there were 16,564 of the 
corps, of the Regular Navy and Reserve Force, on duty. 
On Oct. 1, 1919, this number’ had been reduced by 
11,220, leaving on Oct. 2 about 5,000 of those who were 
in service when the armistice was signed. During No- 
vember this residue will be further reduced twenty per 
eent., which will mean approximately a demobilization 
of seventy-five per cent. In the meantime the hospital 
work of the Navy has been actually reduced only fifty 
per cent., which provides a problem now engaging the 
attention of Admiral Braisted and: his staff. While the 
situation cannot be said to be alarming, it is giving 
much concern .to adjust the personnel so that no hos- 
pital case will be neglected.

Navy OFFICERS FOR ENGINEERING DUTY. 

The Board on Selection which was to convene at the 
Navy Department on Oct. 6 will probably recommend, 
as a result of the designation of certain officers to engi- 
neer duty, these additional officers for promotion: Two 
permanent commanders, one temporary captain and 
eleven temporary lieutenant commanders. The officers 
designated for engineer duty by a board on selection 
composed of Rear Admiral C. W. Dyson, Capt. Willis 
McDowell and Comdr. N. H. Wright, are: Capt. An 
drew Graham, Comdrs. Milton E. Reed, Joseph Hileman, 
Francis J..Cleary, Austin 8S. Kibbee, Paul E. Dampman, 
Robert Irvine, Arthur K. Atkins, Halford R. Greenive, 
Hollis M. Cooley and Miles A. Libbey, Lieut. Comdrs. 
Edmund D. Almy, Alexander Charlton, Joseph J. Bros- 
hek, Edward H. Loftin, Harry B. Hird, Sidney M. 
Kraus, Charles C. Ross, William C. Owens, Harold T. 
Smith and Claude S. Gillette. In recommending a policy 
for adoption by the Navy Department relative to the 
selection of officers for engineer duty aboard ships, the 
board advised that the total number of officers for such 
duty only, including officers of the former Engineer 
Corps but excluding those now being appointed from 
civil life, be limited to one hundred until experience has 
demonstrated that a change in this number %s desirable. 
It was stated that at least two years after the present 
assignment is made be taken to bring the number up to 
the one hundred advised. After this number is reached 
only sufficient assignments would be made to fill vacan- 
cies which exist in this number and it was suggested that 
no definite length of service before selection be set, but 
that, in general, assignments be made from officers who 
have had at least two years’ sea duty subsequent to their 
first tour of shore duty. The board considered that it is 
the primary object of the assignment to engineer duty 
to obtain specialized officers for design and technical 
The board concluded that engineer officers of 
ships should be detailed from available officers according 
to their qualifications, irrespective of whether they have 
been assigned to engineer duty only or not, because this 
duty is considered as essential to the proper training of 
line officers for duty in the higher grades, as is naviga- 
tion or ordnance. 
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Srupy OF THE GENERAL STAFF. 

The board of officers composed of Cols. John McA. 
Palmer, H. C. Smither, E. S. Hartshorn, Walter S. 
Grant and Alexander B. Coxe, General Staff, appointed 
on Aug. 19 for the purpose of making a study with a 
view to a reorganization of the General Staff of the 
Army, has in the last few weeks held frequent confer- 
ences with the heads of the various branches of the Ser- 
vice. The board, which represents each division of the 
General Staff and the co-ordination section, was con- 
stituted primarily with a view to taking advantage of 
the lessons learned from experiences of the war. Its 
work was begun while the records were readily avail- 
able and matters which had come to the attention of 
the officers who served actively during the war were still 
fresh in their minds. Considerable progress has been 
made, but the program is still far from complete, in 
fact the conferences are likely to continue for weeks to 
come. The study is not to be confused with matters now 
before the military committees of Congresa, and it is in 





no. manner an investigation. Heretofore the administra- 
tive procedure in the General Staff- has not been con- 
trolled by law, but has been governed by such regulations 
as may have been prescribed by the Secretary of War. 
The results of the labors of the board will therefore 
have no direct bearing upon legislation. The study un- 
dertaken is essential, since the administrative organiza- 
tion of the General Staff should be flexible in order to 
meet the constant changes in the development of meth- 
ods of warfare existing in modern times. 
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REDUCTION of SANITARY CorPs OFFICER PERSONNEL. 
Reduction in officer personnel of the Sanitary Corps 
to a minimum of 283 officers has been ordered by the 
Surgeon General, effective on or before Oct. 31. This 
corps was authorized as a branch of the Medical De- 
partment of the Army during the war and Was made up 
largely of non-medical men whose services were -required 
in this branch of the Service. A maximum of 2,919 offi- 
cers were in this @orps at one time, which has gradually 
been reduced since the armistice was signed. The 283 
officers of the Sanitary Corps to be retained in service 
after Oct. 31 have been designated by name by the Sur- 
geon General in orders just issued, following selections 
made by a board of officers appointed for the purpose. 
The large majority will continue on duty at Army hos- 
pitals, with a few on duty with the Purchase, Storage 
and Traffic Division. Under the Surgeon General 
proper 173 officers will continue in servite; 86 with the 
Purchase, Storage and Traffic Division and 24 on physi- 
cal reconstruction. By rank the number of officers to 
be retained are: Two lieutenant colonels, 49 majors, 
146 captains, 54 first lieutenants and 32 second liew

DISCHARGE OF EMERGENCY OFFICERS. 

The Secretary of War directed on Oct. 4 that, effect- 
ive Oct. 10, provisions of Paragraph 9, Circular No. 420, 
are revoked. After that date emergency officers may be 
discharged without concurrence from any source. Be- 
fore Oct. 10 each camp and department commander will 
be furnished with the names of emergency officers under 
their jurisdiction selected under allotments for reten+ 
tion in the Service. On or before the above date steps 
will be taken to cause discharge of all emergency oficers 
under various jurisdictions and not selected for reten- 
tion in the Service. Commanding generals will person- 
ally investigate that all emergency officers under their 
jurisdictions or coming under their jurisdictions not se- 
lected for retention in the Service are actually dis- 
charged prior to Nov. 1, 1919, unless they are disabled 
officers awaiting discharge upon completion of treatment 
for physical reconstruction. 
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SELECTION AND MORALE, 

Commenting on promotion by selection an Infantry 
officer writes: “There is no one. thing that could so 
effectively destroy the morale and spirit of the officers 
of the Army as this sinister provision of selecting offi- 
cers to be promoted in time of peace. There is no step 
that owyild be taken that would so successfully intro- 
duce Sut ~picion, hatred, jealousy, hard feeling, envy and 
a host of like evils. Can a junior captain jumped to the 
command of a battalion, where his company commanders 
are his former seniors expect that loyal obedience, co- 
operation and spirit to ‘play the game” It is not 
human, never has been and never will be and the ‘edu- 
cation’ suggested to make officers accept promotion by 
selection will have to be completed in heaven, or such 
other place as we are all expected to eventually go.” 
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CHANGES IN’ ARMY COMMISSIONED PERSONNEL. 

Between Nov. 11, 1918, and Sept. 29, 1919, a total of 
232 permanent and 1,459 provisional officers resigned 
from the Regulor Army. Of these, 599 resigned be- 
tween Aug. 1 and Sept. 29. During the month of Sep- 
tember 4 total of 8,726 Army officers were reported Gis- 
charged. A total of 51,470 officers had been commis- 
sioned in the Officyrs’ Reserve Corps to Sept. 30. Of 
these, 1,597 were grated commissions during September. 
There were 795 Regular Army officers with the American 
Forces in France on Sept. 30, according to a cabled re- 
port. Of this number, 170 were medical officers. The 
highest Regular Army grade represented in the aggre- 
gate number is that of colonel. 
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“THe Wor~tp Wak” 1s OFFICIAL DESIGNATION, 

In accordance with instructions from the President, 
the War Department has officially adopted the name 
“The World War”- for the war with Germany and Aus- 
tria. The Chief of Staff, on Oct. 2, directed that the 
letter for the Secretary of War from the President, 
dated Sept. 31, be referred to the Director of the War 
Plans Division for necessary action to issue to the Ser- 
vice instructions to the effect that the official designa- 
tion for the war ’ will be “The World War:” 
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PREPAREDNESS LEss COSTLY THAN Wag. 

“Jt is certainly strange,” writes a correspondent, 
“that all of Congress cannot see without any aid save 
their own eyes and brains that the result of the war 
affirms that West Point and Amnapolis brought home 
the ‘bacon,’ the cost of utipreparedness added. They can 
do it again at the same high cost, but why pay this cost 
when preparedness will be a tenth part of 1?” 
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AERIAL Poros or Coast DEFENSES. 

The Secretary of War advises the Chief of Engineers 
that a requisition that aerial photos of all coast defenses 
within the United States be made is approved and au- 
thority for the making of these photos is hereby granted. 
However, department commanders. within the United 
States, except in case of the Southern Department, have 
under their commands no Air Service service units. Fur- 
thermore, at the present time, it is impossible immedi- 
ately to undertake this work in the case of only one or 
two coast defense districts. Immediate action in the 
ease of the other coast defense districts is not now pos- 
sible, but should be undertaken as rapidly as possible, 
The Chief of Engineers will furnish to the Air Service 
maps showing the exact terrain which it is desired to be 
photographed and a list showing priority desired in the 
photograpl ‘ng of the various coast defenses. Details for 
the taking of these aerial photos will be arranged be- 
tween the Director of Air the Chief of Engi- 
neers and the Chief of Coast Artillery. The Director of 
Air Servige is responsib!e for the completion of this pro- 
ject as soon as possible. The Chief of Engineers having 
turned over to him maps and priority list, his responsi- 
bility there ceases. The Director of Air Service is re- 
sponsible for the taking of photus and the making of 
satisfactory mosaics which will then be turned over to 
the Chief of Engineers. From this point, the responsi- 
bility of the Director of Air Service ceases and that of 
the Chief of Engineers is again taken up. As the Di- 
rector of Air Service become able to execute a project 
within a department, he will so inform The Adjutant 
General, who-will notify the department commander to 
facilitate the execution of this work.

U.S. TANK Service Trainrne 600 MEN. 

Six hundred men are now training for the U.S; Tank 
Service at Camp Meade, the tank training center for 
the United States. Aside from instruction in tank oper- 
ation and in use of machine they 
practical instruction in engine work in the Ordnance re- 
pair shops, where the small one-man tanks completed 
immediately before the armistice are undergoing modi- 
fication. The largest and most powerful tanks ever 
built are now being constructed at Rock Island Arsenal. 
These tanks, known as the Mark VIII, embody the ideas 
of all the Allies. Euch tank, carrying a crew of 
one officer and ten men, is equipped with a Liberty mo- 
tor and epicyclic gears, which enable it to develop a 
speed of seven miles an hour and to operate cither track 
independently. Each member of the crew must be effi- 
cient as a machine gunner, a six-pounder gunner, and a 
motor mechanic. In addition to thousands of rounds of 
ammunition, each Mark VIII tank carries 240 gallons 
of gasoline, sufficient to operate it for twelve hours in 
action. A self-starter, a compartment separated from 
the motor and veuatilated by a forced draft, and interior 
electric lights are among the latest improvements de- 
signed for the comfort of the crew. It is proposed that 
a smoke device be installed on each tank which will en- 
able it to create a smoke barrage at will for its own pro- 
tection and for the protection of the Infantry following. 
Equipped with this device a platoon of five tanks could 
screen a one-mile front, permitting the Infantry to ad- 
vance without being observed by the enemy. The smoke 
would come from the exhanst in dense white clouds and 
would lie close to the greund. 
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No Issue or ANIMALS AND Motors TO INSTITUTIONS. 
The War Department has adopted the policy of not 
issuing animals to preparatory schools and institutions 


that cannot qualify for senior units of the Reserve Offi- 


cers’ Training Corps under the provisions of Paragraph 
9, Special Regulations 44, as We noted in our issue of 
Oct. 4, page 134. Institutions of this class which have 
received public animals for Cavalry and Field Artillery 
units will be permitted to retain such animals during 
the present school year, at the expiration of which time 
the animals are to be withdrawn. Beginning with the 
school year 1920-21 only Infantry units will be author- 
ized in junior or preparatory institutions, as indicated 
in Paragraph 10, Special Regulations 44. In essen- 
tially military schools additional instruction in any arm 
or service may be given subject to the approval of the 
War Department, as indicated in Paragraph 88, Special 
Regulations 44, and additional equipment required for 
such instruction, under provisions of this paragraph, 
may be issued upon requisition of an institution, but 
the issue of animals or motor transportation will not be 
included in such additional equipment. 





TANK BATTALION FOR NATIONAL GUARD. 
«The Secretary of War directed on Oct. 4 
Four light tank battalions be included in plans for re- 
organization of the National This number of 
battalions is based on an allowance of one battalion to 
each corps of four divisions; battalions to consist of 
three companies of twenty-five tanks each; strength of 
each battalion, thirty-two officers and 456 enlisted men. 
The Chief. Militia Bureau, will apportion tank units 
so that they may be utilized to the best advantage in 
training with the Infantry and so that when united the 
companies will form complete battalions at the rate of 
one battalion per corps of four divisions. It is under- 
stood that the tanks are available at the present time 
for issue to those states to which allotments are mad». 
(b) There should be included in any estimate that are 
being prepared for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1920, 
items for the personne! of these units and for equipment 
other than tanks.

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CLosine Up Army Work IN FRANCE. 

The commanding general, Service of Supplies in 
France, under date of Sept. 26, cabled The Adjutant 
General of the Army as follows: “Repatriation of Ger- 
man prisoners of war is proceeding satisfactorily and 
will probably be completed Oct. 3. This enables us to 
close out intérmediate section on Sept. 24, Base Section 
No. 2 on Sept. 30, Advance Section Oct. 5. Base Sec- 
tion No. 1 will close about Oct. 10. Temporary per- 
sonnel from all these sections will be returned to the 
United States. This will leave Brest and Paris the 
only active American garrisons in France. There will 
be for some time small outlying detachments on rail- 
road and construction work, Signal Corps work and 
Graves Registration work, and approximately fifty-five 
officers and men in England on liquidation work. Sys 
tematic reduction and evacuation will continue as 
rapidly as possible.”

U.S. Army Reserve or GAs MATERIAL. 
The Chemical Warfare Service has in storage at its 
central plant at Edgewood, Md., 3,000,000 gas masks, 


3,000,000 gas shells, 1,000,000 gas hand grenades, 600 
tons of white phosphorous for smoke materials, several 
hundred tons of chlorine, phosgene and mustard gas. A 
great quantity of the chlorine has been shipped to Pan- 
ama and other places for water purification purposes. 
\ market has been found for phosgene in the dye indus- 
tries and in optical glass industries, where it is used in 
extracting iron oxide from sand. The mustard gas, 
which has been in storage for some time, was found 
upon examination recently to be in good condition. This 
refutes the prevalent belief that mustard gas could not 
be stored for any length of time, in the view of officers 
of the Chemical Service.

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ARMY REORGANIZATION HEARINGS. 
HOUSE HEARINGS, 
General Black Continues Testimony, | 


Major Gen. William M. Black, Chief of Engineers, rev 
sumed his testimony before the House Committee om 
Oct. 2 in response to a request from the members that 
he give full expression to his views on reorganizatior 
matters. He said the strength of the Corps of Engis 
neers should be fixed at nine per cent. of the total 
strength of the Army. Explaining his position in regard 
to the proposed bill, he said: “I have been criticizing a 
measure introduced at the request of the War Depart- 
ment. I think it is due the Secretary of War and the 
members of the committee for me to say that I went to 
the Secretary and told him I was not in favor of many 
of the things contained in this bill. He told me he was 
anxious to have me appear before the 
Congress, and that I should fully give my views on this 
matter. "He said he was anxious that whatever bill was 
reported by the committees should be drafted after the 
members were in possession of all the facts.” General 
Black said also that while he might be criticizing the 
measure before Congress he and the entire Corps of En- 
gineers had accepted the existing state of affairs during 
the war and had accepted and executed orders they had 
received without any complaint; his discussion was en- 
tirely free from any spirit of acrimony or personality. 

General Black expressed his belief that all construc- 
tion work of the Army should be done by the Engineers. 
He was opposed to the creation of a special Construc- 
tion Corps and also to the continuation of the pre-war 
system whereby the Quartermaster Corps was in charge

of camp construction . work. Mr. McKenzie asked 
whether vast sums would not have been saved if the 
building of camps and cantonments during the war had 
been left to the Corps of Engineers. General B!ack said 


it was his firm conviction that such a saving wonld have 
been effected. The cost-plus system of building, he said, 
was a dangerous one from the standpoint of economy. 
General Black and Mr. Kearns had a long colloquy about 
the cost of bungalows at Camp A. A. Humphreys. The 
latter declared that the expenditure of the money for 
the houses could not possibly be defended. General 
Black said the contract was let after open bids had been 
received and that while the price was high it was no 
higher than the present cost of materials and labor madé 
necessary. Ti bangalows had been constructed under 


a contract let Ly the Construction Corps. He said the 
Corps of Engineers could do such work more cheaply 
and better than any other Army agency. Mr. Kearns 


suggested that all Government building be done by the 
Corps of Engineers. General Black replied that there 
was a distinct difference between having the corps do 
enough civil work to keep them in touch with engineer- 
ing practice and having them do all the construction 
work of the country, thus requiring a huge force of engi- 
neers at all times. 


Labor Units for Army 


Mr. Greene expressed the idea of establishing labor 
units as a part of the Regular Army in peace times ‘n 
order that the labor duties performed by soldiers in time 
of war might become an accepted part of a soldier’s life, 
thereby gaining in prestige. At the same time, he said, 
such a system would provide an organization that could 
be easily expanded to undertake necessary construction 
projects in time of war. General Black said he had 
been in favor of conscripting labor at the outbreak of 
the nt war, in order that money might be saved to 
the Government on construction projects. In this con- 
nection, he said, it was not possible for Congress’ to 
have an Army without paying a living wage and pro- 
viding an opportunity for enlisted men to have homes. 
The organization of labor units under a plan whereby 
extra pay would be given might be feasible, he thought, 
provided sufficient remuneration were given to satisfy 
the ambition of the enlisted man. 

At the afternoon session Bishop Samuel Fallows, of 
the Reformed Episcopal Church, of Chicago, who served 
as lieutenant colonel, colonel and bitgadier general in 
the Civil War, appeared before the committee to urge 
the adoption of a system of universal military training. 
Bishop Fallows stated that for fifty-four years he had 
been an advocate of a thorough system of military pre- 
paredness and that he had taken the matter up with the 
President and the Secretary of War prior to the entry 
of the United States into the World War. He said 
he was glad to notice that there had been a change in 
sentiment on the part of the higher authorities since the 
close of the war toward universal training.- He felt 
certain the general sentiment of the country was favor- 
able to this method of preparedness; the churches of 
the country had gone on record in their conventions as 
favoring universal training. In response to a question 
by Mr. McKenzie he said there was no danger under 
the proposed scheme of creating a militaristic spirit in 
the United States. 

Howard E. Gross, president of the Universal Military 
Training League, who followed, made a strong appeal to 
the committee to champion the military training plan in 
Congress. The country in general was in favor of uni- 
versal training, he said. He had canvassed audiences in 
many parts of the country and, in general, he found a 
decided sentiment in favor of the plan. For ten days 
he had questioned soldiers returning from France, and 
the majority favored military training for the young 
men of the nation. 

General Black Opposes Selection. 


Major Gen. William M. Black completed his hearing 
on the proposed Army Reorganization bill before the 
House Committee on Military Affairs on Oct. 3. Mr. 
Greene asked whether it would not be wise to commis- 
sion officers upon their first entry into the Army in the 
Army at large rather than in any branch thereof and 
then give them an opportunity to demonstrate their in- 
terest and ability to perform the duties of some one 
branch. General Black brought up the objection that 
this would give an opportunity for the exercise of 
favoritism, saying that certain arms of the Service were 
sought in preference to others as being preferred 
branches. He added that he was opposed to promotion 
by selection, and doubted the unvarying success of the 
system in France; even though it had been entirely sue 
cessful the conditions in war were different from those 
of peace. During war interests of the individual had to 
be subordinated to gaining the desired military objective: 
in peace it was necessary to respect the rights of the 
individual officer in order that there might be a minimum 
of dissatisfaction. He urged the adoption of some sort 
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of rigid elimination scheme coupled with a“graded re- 
tirement provision in order that the drones might be dis- 
posed, of. 

Major Gen. Merritte W. Ireland, Surgeon General of 
the Army, who followed, was asked whether the Medical 
Department had been represented at the time the meas- 
ure was prepared. He said he had no part in framing 
the bill, and that while there were two officers from the 
Medical Department on the General Staff it was not 
fair to assume that the department had been represented. 
In response to an order to recommend an officer for Gen- 
eral Staff duty he had recommended Col. Reuben B. 
Miller, who was assigned to the War Plans Division 
and told he would act as liaison officer, and that he 
should return to the office of the Surgeon General until 
called. General Ireland said that that occurred more 
than a month before and since that time Colonel Miller 
hadn’t done “ten cents worth of work,” indicating that 
the time of this officer, whom he considered one of the 
most valuable in the Medical Corps, was being wasted 
because he was not given opportunity even to present 
matters affecting the Medical Department to the Gen- 
eral Staff. 

General Ireland called attention to the fact that the 
office of Surgeon General was abolished by the bill. Mr. 
Greene commented on the fact that the chiefs of all bu- 
reaus were dispensed with and asked whether it was not 
apparent that “the General Staff is trying to absorb the 
duties of the various departments” by this means. Gen- 
eral Ireland said he could speak only for the Medical 
Department, but he thought the General Staff was carry- 
ing on more and more administrative duties all the time. 
He added that he did not think this was to the interest 
of the Service. 


Surgeon General Analyzes Bill. 


The Surgeon General said he hoped the committee 
would not adopt the language of the section providing 
for the granting of original commissions as it repealed 
the law regulating the granting of commissions in the 
Medical Department which had been in effect since 1834. 
He also requested that the proportion of Medical officers 
to the strength of the Army be expressed in percentage 
rather than by setting an arbitrary figure; the propor- 
tion of officers should be seven-tenths of one per cent. 
and of the enlisted men five per cent. of the entire 
strength of the Army. The proposed promotion plan, he 
said, would revoke the present excellent promotion sys- 
tem’ of the Medical Corps, which would injure the Ser- 
vice to a great extent. The present system should be 
continued. He requested that the period of service for 
promotion of lieutenants, Medical Corps, be changed 
back to three years, instead of five as at present. He 
also recommended that officers who were not over forty 
years cf age at the time of our entry into the war be 
allowed to enter the Medical Department at suitable 
ranks with full credit for time in the Service. Mr. San- 
ford spoke of the unfair treatment of a number of our 
Medical officers attached to the British army who were 
lost track of and received no promotions. General Ire- 
land said every effort had been made to rectify this, but 
the War Department had not permitted their promotion 
after the armistice on the strength of their records dur- 
ing the war. He had been arxious to give them all pro 
motions before they returned home. -Mr. Sanford re- 
marked that the promotion stop order was one of the 
most absurd regulations he had ever seen. The Surgeon 
General agreed with this. 

General Ireland asked that the lowest grade in the 
Dental Corps be continued at that of first rather than 
second lieutenant as proposed in the bill. He suggested 
the advisability of making first lieutenant the minimum 
grade for the Veterinary Corps alse on account of the 
expense of education prior to entry into the Service. He 
spoke of the plan he suggestéd to the Senate committee, 
of creating a Medical Service Corps to provide for com- 
missioned personnel to act as adjutants of hospitals, 
pharmacists, storekeepers and commanders of ambulance 
trains, thus relieving the professional Medica! officers. 
Such a corps should be establisled and officers commis- 
sioned from the ranks front men who had seryed five 
years, three years as non-commissioned officers; com- 
missions to include the rank of major. He thotght the 
Medical Department could function better under the Na- 
tional Defense Act and other existing law than under 
the proposed bill. He favored universal military train- 
ing on account of its effect on the health of ‘young men 
as well as a military measure. He told the committee 
the last thing he wanted to leave with them was the fact 
that the entire Army was losing some of its best officers 
through resignations. The reason given by the 112 in 
the Medical Corps who had offered their resignations 
was that they were unable to support their families on 
the pay they received. The number of graduate doctors 
had decreased markedly in the last ten years. and‘ op- 
portunities-in civil life were therefore greater, the result 
being that it was difficult for the Army to obtain a 
proper sumber of good officers. 


General Squier Opposes Bill. 


Major Gen. George O. Squier, Chief Signal Officer of 
the Army, told the House committee at the hearings on 
the proposed Army~- Reorganization bill on Oct. 4 that 
the Signal Corps was not at all satisfied with the pro- 
visions of the War Department bill. Replying to a 
question by Mr. Kearns, General Squier said that be- 
yond the holding of several consultations with General 
Staff committees, the officers of his department had had 
no part in formulating the policies included in the bill. 
Practically all the recommendations made by them had 
been overruled. General Squier was in favor of enumer- 
ating. the number of officers to be assigned to various 
tactical organizations of the Signal Corps rather than 
giving the total number for the entire department. Mr. 
McKenzie asked what per cent. of commissioned and en- 
listed strength should be in the Signal Corps, adding: 
“My humble judgment is that this bill will never see the 
light of day.”” The Chief Signal Officer said the pro 
portion -should be “very close to four per cent.” Ey¥r- 
perience of the war showed that troops in the Infantry, 
Cavalry and Field Artillery doing signal work should be 
transferred to the Signa] Corps, he said; and the same 
thing held true with regard to the Air Service and Tank 
Corps. He had held conferences with officers of the 
Signal Corps, both those who had been in this country 
and iv France, for the purpose of obtaining their ideas 
and as @ result had prepared a section which he sug- 
gested be substituted for Seetion 13 of the bill. The 
substitute section would make- provision for a signal unit 
with each Infantry, Cavalry and Artillery organization 
and for each corps and army; also for an indefinite num- 
ber of signal troops for duty with the Air Service and 
the Tank Corps. General Squier asked that the Signal 
Corps officers and men who served with the divisions be 
considered as a part of the line of the Army. This 
branch of the Service had suffered the second highest 
rate of casualties of all the arms during the war; Sig- 


nal Corps men when they went to war wanted to be 
considered “as soldiers and not as staff troops.” 

General Squier suggested that the Chief Signaf Offi- 
cer be made ex-officio a member of the General Staff. He 
was not particularly anxious to have that plan adopted, 
he said, but thought it was one manner in which the 
Signal Corps might have some opportunity to be heard 
on the General Staff; it was not represented at all on 
the staff at the present time. He believed in a strong 
General Staff, but said it should be limited to General 
Staff functions; the limitations under Section 5 of the 
National Defense Act should be continued. Under the 
proposed bill the Chief Signal Officer would be made re- 
sponsible for the work of the corps, but if his responsi- 
bility was “taken away and farmed out to various 
nebulous committees” the system was fundamentally 
wrong. 

There followed a long discussion as to the means of 
obtaining a hearing by the Secretary of War. Members 
of the committee were interested to know whether there 
was any bar preventing department chiefs from taking 
matters up directly with the Seeretary. General Squier 
said it was the customary courtesy to ask the Chief of 
Staff for permission to speak with the Secretary, but 
that generally this was merely a matter of form. He 
had no difficulty in presenting his views to the Secretary 
of War.. He was in favor of universal military training, 
he said in reply to a question, and thought it highly de- 
sirable for.a young man to devote several months of his 
life to develop himself physically; the military value to 
the country would be inestimable. A period of six 
months should be the minimum for training. Mr. Dent 
asked whether he knew of any Regular Army officer who 
was not in faver of universal military training. The 
Chief Signal Officer replied that he did not. 


Opposes Selection and Detail System. 


General Squier was opposed to the adoption of promo- 
tion by selection during peace times. Drastic elimina- 
tion measures should be adopted, he said, coupled with 
graded retirement and promotion by seniority. After 
thirty-six years of experience in the Army he was con- 
vinced that selection could not be worked justly; recom- 
mendations from boards whose opinions were based on 
efficiency reports were “laughable.” As to taking emer- 
gency officers into the Regular Army, he favored having 
Signal officers passed upon by a board of three officers 
of the Signal Corps; opposed allowing officers to come in 
in their emergency ranks. Experience of the war had 
proven to the satisfaction of all Signal Corps officers, 
he said, that the detail system for that arm was a fail- 
ure. The duties were of such a technical nature that it 
was essential that officers of the grade of captain and 
higher should be commissioned permanently in the Sig- 
nal Corps. He emphasized this, saying that the detail 
system had been tried but had failed. He would provide 
for periodical details to the line, although he said the 
Signal Corps troops were with the line at all times, and 
he again urged that they be considered as a part of the 
line of the Army. 

General Mitchell on Air Service. 


Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, Director of Training and 
Operations of the Air Service, told’ the House commit- 
tee on Oct. 6 that he did not think the military program 
eutlined in the War Department bill fitted the needs of 
the country in any way. The General Staff organization 
was too complicated; the size proposed was too large; 
it did not provide for a satisfactory system of obtaining 
an industrial census of factories capable of producing 
war materials, and three months of training under a 
system of universal military training was too short. The 
General Staff, he believed, should act in a merely ad- 
visory capacity. The size of the Army should be limited 
to the number sufficient to garrison the outlying posses- 
sions and territories and furnish a force at home ready 
immediately to meet any emergency. He was of the 
opinion that a Regular standing Army of 250,000 officers 
and men would be sufficient. General Mitchell said six 
menths’ training should be given to the young men of 
the country as a minimum, and they should be kept in 
an organized reserve for ten years. He did not favor 
universal military service-as distinguished from univer- 
sal training. In his opinion there were two great ele- 
ments of the national defense that needed especial at- 
tention in the future, the training of all the boys of the 
country and the development of an adequate Air Service. 

Mr. Kahn spoke of the recent transfer of anti-aircraft 
artillery to the Coast Artillery Corps. General Mitchell 
thought the anti-aircraft defense should be under the 
control and supervision of the Air Service as one of its 
units. The provisions in the War Department bill would 
have the effect-of practically destroying the flying ser- 
vice in the Army, he said. By making it a detail corps 
there was no opportunity given to officers to have a 
career in that service, and that this would make it un- 
popular in the Army. He said no age limit had been 
determined for flying and that any flying officer who 
was any good should be able to fly until he was fifty or 
sixty years of age; in his opinion the best flying officers 
in the country at the present time were past thirty years 
of age. 

Speaking concerning the suggestion for the establish- 
ment of a separate air department, he thought if the 
Air Service was allowed to expand naturally, it would 
soon be able to put navies under the water, and it would 
also have a marked effect on the land forces. Under the 
plan proposed by him, there would be three main de- 
partments under such a separate service, namely, civil 
aviation, military aviation and a production branch. He 
laid stress upon the importance of maintaining large 
scale producton of airplanes. As to amalgamation with 
the Navy he was certain the flying personnel favored a 
separate service, but that the officers were all juniors 
and they hesitated to express their opinions. The tech- 
nical section of the Air Service had developed pursuit, 
observation and bombing planes second to none in the 
world, he said. There had been practically no develop- 
ment along lighter-than-air lines. General Mitchell de- 
clared that 300 planes were now stationed along the 
Mexican border and that the squadrons there were be- 
coming expert in their work. He thought the United 
States should join the Inter-Allied Aircraft Commission 
in’ order that it might benefit from the regulations and 
recommendations adopted. Mr. Miller asked whether 
the Zeppelin type was valuable to 4 degree commensurate 
with its cost. General Mitchell said it was, decidedly. 

Major Foulois Criticizes Air Program. 

Major Benjamin D. Foulois next appeared and em- 
phasized points brought out by General Mitchell. He 
severely criticized the War Department's stewardship of 
the Army Air Service during the last eleven years and 
said: “The War Department can claim no right to fur- 
ther handle the air program, On Noy. 11 there was 
built up in the United States a good airplane industry. 
Now it has dwindled to such a point that it would iake 
the country six months to get back on a war basis. On 


~ 


Nov. 11. there was a wealth of trained personnel. Mow 
these officers are scattered all over the country and are 
entirely unorganized. The War Department is_pri- 
marily responsible for this critical situation. And it ts 
a situation so critical that I fear that no matter what 
remedy is applied the patient will die on our hands.” 

Major Foulois referred to the statement made by the 
Chief of Staff before the House committee on May 29, ~ 
1919, to the effect that the Air Servie was a fourth arm 
of equal importance with the Infantry, Cavalry and Ar- 
tillery and that it should be developed as such. He 
asked whether the subsequent actions of the General 
Staff and the War Department as a whole had borne 
out that statement. He drew the conclusion that in- 
stead of making it a branch ro-ordinate with the major 
arms it had been placed by the proposed legislation én a 
more unfavorable position than the Dental Corps and 
Army Nurse Corps, inasmuch as it was not to de pro- 
vided with a permanent personnel. He said the detail 
system would make it impossible for officers of the Air 
Service to do more than learn the names of the various 
tools and instruments. He maintained that a studied 
effort was being made by the General Staff to prevent 
the flying officers from having a voice in the affairs 
the Air Service. There was not one practical flying offi- 
cer able to fill the grade of colonel under the provisions 
of the bill, he said; only two to fill the grade of li¢uten- 
ant colonel and not one eligible for the rank of major. 
In other words, out of the 193 officers of the rank of 
colonel, lieutenant colonel, and- major, 191 would have 
to be provided from inexperienced officers of the Regu- 
lar Army. If such a provisidh were enacted it would be 
advisable for Congress to add the proviso that all officers 
in the Air Service above the grade of captain should 
have had flying training. He said under such conditiong 
the positions left opeti would not be very desirable. If 
the above provisions were passed ninety-nine per cent. 
of the officers in the flying section of the Air Service 
would leave it im:nediately. The strength of. the Air 
Servic? should be equal to that of the Field Artillery ; 
during the war there was no time when the number of 
Air Service officers was more than half enough to meet 
the needs. Development of the Aviation Section of the 
Army, he said, had been brought about in the last eleven 
years by the flying officers themselves and no assistance 
had been given by officers of the General Staff or of_the 
Army at large. Ninety per cent. of the aviation work 
was technical, mechanical or industrial, leaving but ten 
per cent. that was purely military. He asked whethe= ~ 
it was conceivable that untrained officers might be ex- 
pected to take hold of the technical, mechanical and in- 
dustrial problems that have heretofore been handled by 
the trained officers themselves. 

Major Foulois then spoke of the necessity of protect- 
ing the life of the aviators by making it certain that ali 
policies and plans adopted by the heads of the Air Ser- 
vice were practical and for the od of the Service. 
There would be a storm of protest if all the higher offi- 
cers in the Service were untrained, detailed from other 
branches and entirely unacquainted with the needs and 
problems of flying. The Secretary of War, he stated, 
had sent out a telegram to more than fifty officers of ex- 
perience in the Army, including commanding officers. of 
divisions and officers of staff assignments in the A:E.F., 
to ask their opinion as-to the advisability of establish- 
ing a separate Department of Aeronautics. This tele- 
gram went to only two flying officers; he prophesied 
that seventy-five per cent. of the replies would be in the 
negative. There was a large number of flying officers 
themselves who had had from ten to twenty years of 
experience in the Regular Army, he said, and their ex- 
perience would enable them fo offer opinions on this 
question which would be of more value than that of the 
Army at large. An amalgamated service would tend to 
cut down rather than increase expense, by the consolida- 
tion of command, purchasing and research. ; 

Major Foulois cited instances during the war in which 
there was a serious disagreement between Army and 
Navy Air Services, saying that a system which had al- 
lowed the Navy priority over the Army in obtaining 
motors and planes in France had caused serious diffi- 
culties with other governments. These matters, he ex- 
plained, would be smoothed out if there were only one 
department of aeronautics. He spoke also of the carry- 
ing on by the Navy of a separate bombing offensive, 
which, he declared, was undertaken without considera- 
tion of the situation on the Western front. 


General Sibert Upholds Use of Gas. 


Major Gen. William L. Sibert, Director of Chemical 
Warfare Service, told the House committee on Oct. 7 
that it would be criminal for the United States to refuse 
to develop the use of gas in offensive and defensive war- 
fare’ on the supposition that no nation would ever use that 
method of fighting again. He said figures recently .com- 
piled showed that twenty-seven and a half per cent. of the 
American casualties were caused by gas. The Chemical 
Warfare Service was composed of specialists who must 
be engaged in the duties of that service constantly... He 
reiterated the statement made to the Senate committee 
that Engineer officers who were assigned for a tour of 
duty on rivers and harbors work, a tour with construc- 
tion \projects, and a tour with the line of the Army, 
would not be equipped to handle the probfems-of the 
Chemical Warfare Service when detailed to that duty. 
Asked whether it might not be possible to combine the 
arm with the Ordnance Department, the reply was that 
Ordnance officers were engaged in mechanical engineer- 
ing problems quite different from those of chemistry, 
Functions later combined in the.Chemical Warfare Ser- 
vice were originally divided among the Ordnance 
Department and the Medical partment and other 
branches, but such a system had not proven satisfactory. 
Development of chemical warfare must keep pace with 
other branches. In his opinion no corps, such as the 
Engineers or Ordnance, should be enlarged by the addi- 
tion of new and separate services to an extent greater 
than any one man could intelligentiy operate the entire 
branch. He suggested a force of 125 officers and a regi- 
ment of troops as a minimum for the Chemical Warfare 
Service, regardless of the size of the Army. 

In response to a question, by Mr. Kearns, the General 
said the activities of the Chemical Warfare Service at 
present were the moving of experimental properties and 
equipment to the Edgewood Proving Ground and the 
providing of -gas officers for Infantry divisions. Asked 
whether it would be the policy to keep in touch with uni- 
versities and colleges, General Sibert replied that it 
would be necessary to keep in touch with all chemical 
research and development, but from its nature chemical 
warfare research must be kept secret, which would not 
be possible unless important developments were made 
known to no one except officers of the-Army. There was 
no military field that had the same element of surprise 
as gas warfare. It was desirable to obtain one scientist 
of international reputation to have charge of the research 
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ACCELERATION VS. SELECTION. 


To rue Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Some form of selection seems to be demanded by forces 
outside the Army, who are in position to enforce their 
wishes in spite of ‘all opposition from within the Army 
and who seem determined to throw wide open the paths 
to promotion with no protection to the faithful and effi- 
cient officer who may be lacking in the necessary op- 
portunity and influence to gain the coveted goal. Selec- 
tion seems to have resulted in friction and discontent in 
the Navy and undoubtedly would so result in the Army. 

I have a plan to offer which is not original with me, 
but which, I am of the opinion, is better than either 
rigid seniority or wide open selection in that it offers a 
chance for the brilliant and ambitious officer to gain 
reward and advancement, and at the same time assures 
the faithful and efficient officer that he wil! not be passed 
over by men with pull alone. 

I suggest that promotion in the line of the Army be 
governed by a law something like this. Promotion to the 
grade of colonel shall be by seniority on a single list. 
subject to examination (more strict than at present) ; 
with the exception that not to exceed 100 officers per 
year may receive acceleration not to exceed 100 files in 
any one case. This acceleration to be the result of (1> 
recommendation by immediate superior; (2) approved 
findings of a board of five officers appointed by the regi- 
mental or other unit «© mmander senior by more than 
100 files to the offic being examined; and (3) ap- 
proved findings of a eens of five general officers ap- 
pointed by the President. ‘Provided, that notice of such 
proposal to accelerate shall be published in general 
orders at least three months before it i proposed to call 
the officer before the board appointed by the President. 
Any officer over whom it is proposed to advance the 
officer named shall have the right to apply te appear 
before the same board. Upon such application he shall 
be brought before a court of five officers appointed by 
the regimental or other unit commander and senior by 
more than 100 files. Upon approved recommendation by 
this board he shall be brought before the board appointed 
to examine the first officer, and the examination sball 
be competitive. 

In case the officer designate, ‘or acceleration is found 
to be the better man he shall be accelerated not to ex- 
ceed 100 files as the board may recommend and the 
President may approve. In case the challenging officer 
is found to be the better he shall so be accelerated. Pro- 
vided, that no officer may receive acceleration more than 
once in any one calendar year, unless he be the challeng- 
ing officer; in which case his acceleration in any one 
year shall not exceed 100 files. 

I believe that this plan would offer all the induce- 
ment necessary to keep the ambitious man on his toes, 
and guard against abuse of the power to select for ac- 
celeration. Any officer who fears to compete with the 
officers whom he seeks to jump admits the unworthiness 
of his claim to preferment. _With the above limitations 
I believe that the present almost unanimous opposition 
to selection would turn to approbation of acceleration. It 
is a plan which appears to me to have all the strength 
of both systems without the weakness of either.

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NAVY SELECTION. 


To rue Epiror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

As the Navy Selection Board convenes for the pur- 
pose of considering officers for selection for promotion, 
quite naturally the thoughts of the Service are cen- 
tered upon this very important subject. It affects for 
better, or for worse, the naval careers of quite a num- 
ber of officers. The new experiment of having certain 
officers as seniors reporting upon the juniors of the next 
lower rank will be tried at this time. 

From conversation with a number of reporting seniors, 
it is found that they are having considerable difficulty 
in making nominations, due to the fact that they have 
never served on the same vessel with the officers upon 
whom they are reporting and at best the nominations 
will be a guess. This comment is not intended in the 
way of criticism, but merely indicates the difficulty that 
every selection board must have in the selection of offi- 
cers for promotion. While undoubtedly service reputa- 
tion should have some weight, in the majority of cases 
it amounts to practically “hearsay evidence” which 
would work a grave injustice to the individual concerned. 

While the fitness reports of officers may be faulty in 
a number of ways, it is believed that they are the fairest 
solution of the question of selection for the individual. 
If the vote of the Service were taken to-day there would 
be an overwhelming majority in favor of the old Selec- 
tion Board methods of “plucking out”; a number of 
officers have so expressed themselves to the writer of 
this article. The period through which we are now 
going is one of considerable unrest in the Army, Marine 
Corps and Navy, and it is believed that for the good of 
the Service it would be better to have officers selected 
out and placed upon the retired list, thus removing them 





from active service with their wrecked career and am- 
bitions; rather than to continue them im service. Other- 
wise it is believed that the Service will be dissatisfied 


and this cannot have a beneficial effect on initiative and 
efficiency, both of which are required fof a successful 
Navy.

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NAVY PAY AND THE JUNIOR OFFICER. 
To THE EpiToR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I have been interested in the discussion anent 
officers’ pay, but must take exception to the view of one 
correspondent, that present conditions bear hardest upon 
senior officers. Being below the rank of commander I 
cannot say anything concerning the seniors’ condition, 
but I do know that the younger officers live a hand-to- 
mouth existence that borders perilously: upon continual 
debt. It is true that junior officers have only young and 
small families.

We all grant that officers’ pay should be raised. I 
have advanced the above arguments merely to show that 
a junior officer’s pay is as inadequate to his needs as is 
a senior officer’s. If any increase is made it should be 
made to at least approximate the increase in living, for 
we cannot expect any material or permanent decrease in 
prices. 





INTERESTED. 
NEED OF NAVY PAY INCREASE. 


To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

I beg to take exception to the reported attitude taken 
by the Secretary of War in not advocating an increase 
in pay because the Government departments should fol- 
low the lead of the President on account of the Presi- 
dent’s reply to the request of railroad employees for an 
advance in wages. The two cases are not parallel. The 
railroad employees are “producers” and any increase 
which they receive will affect the cost of living. Freight 
rates and passenger rates are bound to rise if an in- 
crease in wages is given railroad employees. _If freight 
rates are increased a rise in the price of commodities 
shipped by freight must naturally follow. 

Navy officers are not “producers,” and an increase in 
their pay will not affect the cost of living. Railroad 
employees have received increases in salary since 1908. 
Navy officers have not. If Congress has,the interest of 
the Navy at heart it will pass legislation granting. an 
increase now and not wait until December. The per- 
sonnel of the Navy is becoming more dissatisfied, wor- 
ried and anxious each day and the indifferent attitude 
of Congress toward this very serious question is doing 
much to lower the morale of the Service. 

LIEUTENANT, U.S.N. 
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DETAILS FROM THE STAFF CORPS. 
To THe Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The chairman of the Military Affairs Committee of 
the Senate is quoted as asking General Sibert, Chief of 
the Chemical Warfare Service, whether the line should 
not be maintained by details from the staff corps. Does 
this net bring up a matter of the most vital importance, 
and « .otaining the secret of an army to make war with 
machiues, which is unquestionably the basis for the suc- 
cessful army of the future? 

Is it likely that an Infantry officer of twenty-five 
years’ service, holding appropriate rank to be the com- 
pany head of a technical service, will design a new gas, 
a new tractor, a new truck, a new airplane, or any other 
new machine for making war, as the result of his mili- 
tary training? No; productive work in the design of 
machines with which future wars will be conducted will 
be done in our new Army by specialists. Twenty years’ 
service with the line in the Cavalry of our Regular 
Army, for example, is not nearly so good a training for 
the head of a department of the Motor Transport , tome 
as five years or ten years’ experience as an exécutive in 
the automotive industry. The colonels in the Motor 
Transport Corps have had just the command of troops 
experience. Tank Corps, Motor Transport Corps, Chemi- 
cal Warfare Service, Air Service, Engineers (perhaps 
least of all), Ordnance Department, are all branches of 
the Service where you must have both real technical 
specialists and leadership. In the line you need only 
leadership. You cannot assign officers from tbe line and 
expect them to be specialists. 

The only solution is to take specialists and commis- 
sion them in their departments, and require them to serve 
two years out of six in command of troops in the line; 
in reality maintain the line by details from the staff 
corps and departments.

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CHINA EXPEDITION MEDAL SUGGESTED.

GAS FIRE EXTINGUISHED BY CONCUSSION. 


Bakersfield, Calif. 
To ruse Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Perhaps it would interest your readers to know how 
the great gas well fire, in Standard Oil Company well 
No. 7 near Bakersfield, Calif., was extinguished by the 
use of the concussion of explosives. This fire had burned 
for eight days, consuming 190,000,000 cubic fect of gas 
daily, and making nécessary the expenditure of about 
$1,000 per day for labor and-thaterial in fighting it. Ac- 
cording to the Bakersfield Californian, at the close of 
the eighth day the company had used every known mceth- 
od in fighting the fire, viz., steam, chemicals and mud 
from twenty boilers, but to no avail, and it was feared 
that the fire would change into a volcano and destroy 
eatitely the supply of natural gas in this region: 

I could sce this tire from where I lived, thirty-five 
miles away and made up my mind that, where the best 
known methods had failed, it was up to some one to 
suggest something new, and it might as well be myse'f. 
In the past I had noted how flames acted when subjectc-d 
to the concussion of artillery, and made up my mind that 
concussion was the thing to use. I immediately sub- 
mitted a“plan in writing, for the use of concussion to 
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the Standard Oil Company people. It was substantially 
as follows: 

_ The concussion was to be produced by guns of suffi- 
cient size, which were to be aimed at the lower edge of 
flame. The steam battery wag to be used as an auxiliary, 
and steam turned on just as guns were fired. 

What happened was as follows: he Standard Oil 
people used concussion on the tenth day. They had no 
guns, so improvised one by using 150 pounds of dynamite 
in a box. This improvised gun was slung from a cable 
and pulled over the well. It was then lowered till it 
reached the lower edge of flame. Then, just as steam was 
turned on, the “gun” was fired. 

Result: The concussion of this explosion immediately 
extinguished the fire.

Here are some cases: 

A brigadier general returning from France is demote 
to major, F.A., and ordered to a post commanded 
lieutenant colonel (temporary) several years his junior. 
A lieutenant colonel commanding a large wakes up 
one fine merning demoted, and ordered to remain on 
duty as a captain at this same post, where at least seven 
temporary majors are senior to him. Put yourself in his 
place and imagine the embarrassment. Several-of the ma- 
jors have been in the Service not more than eighteen 
months, while the demoted lieutenant colonel has been 
in the Service twenty-six years. One of the most absurd 
cases of all is that of a lieutenant colonel with seven 
years’ service, twenty-nine years old, who now ranks 
demoted majors and captains of the Regular Army who 
were in the Service before he was born. Several lieu- 
tenant colonels less than thirty years old, not yet de- 
moted, are junior captains of Cavalry, while veteran 
captains and majors of fifty or thereabouts were demoted 
four or five months ago. 

If the War Department’ or General Staff think this 
will add to the efficiency of the demoted or favored ones 
they are mistaken, as most of the young captains will 
not be any higher than captains for ten or fifteen years 
to come. Other cases too numerous to mention could be 
cited. In the past six months I have seen some of our 
best officers hum#iated—more so than if court-mar- 
tialed for some serious offense. I have in mind a cap 
tain tried several years ago and sentenced to dismissal 
with a term in Leavenworth, but the President com- 
muted the sentence to a loss of twenty-five files in rank. 
To-day you can see some excellent officers lose 500 files 
overnight and wake up to find their former second lieu- 
tenant senior to them. Why the demotions were not 
started at the bottom with the juniors and avoid al) this 
unpleasantness is.more than any fair-minded man can 
figure out. 

I wish to add that I am on the outside looking in, 
perfectly neutral; but I can state without fear of sue 
cessful contradictions that the old-time “‘square deal” for 
which the Regular Army is noted is woefully lacking in 
this case.

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PAY IN FRANCS; SHIPPING ALLOWANCES.

This release law, as interpreted, is neither more nor 
less than the old practice of absolution of guilt by pur- 
chase. It may be on the statute books, but it cannot be 
found in the Constitution of the United States. It does 
not need a lawyer to know that. In plain terms, it 


simply means that if it pays to be careless or criminal, 
it will operate to promote such practices. A law fail- 
ing to reckon with the extent of culpability is an ab 
surdity.

ARMY FLIERS IN TRANSCONTINENTAL RACE.

are American, there are also English and French en- 
trants, which gives the contest an international aspect. 
The affair is under the direction of Major Gen. Charles 
T. Menoher, director of the Air Service, U.S.A. The 


race was started from the New York end by Major Gen. 
T. Hi. Barry, U.S.A., who was assisted by Brig. Gen. 
Wiiliam Mitchell, director of -military aeronautics, Air 
Service, and Col. Archie Miller, Air Service, U.S.A. 
commanding the flying fields on Long Island. 

It had originally been intended that the race should 
be only a one-way contest, in which case the distance to 
be flown would have been only 2,700 miles, but later the 
War Department decided that a round-trip flight should 
be made, which increased the distance to 5,400 miles:

The rules require that for safety, opportunity for 
plane inspection, refuelling and rest for the fliers, a stop 
of thirty minutes shall be made at each of the twenty 
stations between the two starting points. No Sunday 
or night flying is permitted. 

The stations are located at Binghamton, Rochester, 
Buffalo, Cleveland, tryan (Ohio), Chicago, Rock 
Island, Des Moines, Omaha, St. Paul (Neb.), North 
Platte, Sidney, Cheyenne, Rawlins, Green River, Salt 
Lake City, Salduro (Utah), Battle Mountain, Reno, 


Sacramento. From Omaha west the route closely fol- 
lows the line of the Union Pacific and Southern Pacific 
railways. The types of machines to be used include the 
DeH-4, Martin bomber, Thomas-Morse, Vought and Le 
Pere, all built in the United States; SE-5 (scout ex- 
perimehtal) and Bristol fighter, British; Spad and Neu- 


port, French; and Fokker, German.

Many of the machines carried non-commissioned offi- 
cers as observers. The first pilot to hop off was to have 
been Commodore Chariton, but engine trouble prevented 
him from leaving first, and his place was taken by Lieut.

Fatal Accidents. 


The first bad news from those who had started for 
San Francisco came when it was announced that Com- 
medore Chariton’s machine, with Lieut. P. E. Traill, 
R.A.¥., as observer, had developed carburetor trouble, 
and in descending at Ovid, near Ithaca, crashed into a 
fence and was wrecked. Commodore Charlton and Lieu- 
tenant Traill were unhurt. Word came from Deposit, 
N.Y., that Colonel Brant’s machine had fallen, injuring 
Sergt. W. H. Nevir, U.S.A., so badly that he died soon 
after. Colonel Brant’s injuries were not serious. 

Late in the afternoon word came from Salt Lake 
City that Major D. H. Crissy and Sergt. Virgil 
Thomas, U.S.A., his observer, had fallen from a 
height of 150 feet at Buena Vista Field, while trying to 
land, and both had been killed. Major Crissy was born 
in Michigan on Dec. 9, 1883, and was appointed to the 
U.S.M.A. on June 15, 1905. He was commissioned a 
second lieutenant in the Coast Artillery Corps on June 
11, 1909, and a first lieutenant on March 11, 1911. He 
was promoted to captain on July 7, 1916, and appointed 
a major (temp.) in the Signal Corps on Aug. 5, 1917. 

The machine piloted by Lieutenant Gish, and carrying 
Captain de la Vergne, of the French air service, mili- 
itary attaché of the French embassy, Washington, burst 
into flames at Canadice, forcing the. machine to land. 
The occupants were not hurt. Lieutenant Gish returned 
to Roosevelt Field and made a second start. Lieutenant 
Smith’s machine was wrecked at Lockport, N.Y., on 
Oct. 10. . Lieutenant Roberts and his observer, Lieut. 
M. Elliott, fell into Lake Erie, but were rescued. Lieu- 
tenant Langley fell unhurt at Quaker Valley, Pa. Lieu- 
tenant Wales, flying from’ San Francisco and his ob- 
Lieutenant Goldsborough, fell in Obert Pass,

Wyo. Lieutenant Wales was seriously and Lieutenant 
Goldsborough slightly hurt. Lieutenant McDonald’s 


machine was wrecked in a crash at Plymouth, Pa. 
Twenty-six of the Roosevelt Field entrants had reached 
Buffalo by evening, while Lieutenant Maynard, flying at 
the approximate rate of two miles per minute, arrived at 
Chic at 5:53 p.m., his flying time being six hours and 
forty-five minutes. He reached Cheyenne, Wyo., at 
6:25 o’clock in the evening of Oct. 10. Capt. L. H. 
Smith, from San Francisco, and Lieutenant Maynard 


met at North Platte, Nebr. Captain Smith reached 
Omaha late in the evening of Oct. 10. 
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CONSOLIDATION IN Q.M. OFFICE RESCINDED. 


The reorganization in the office of the Quartermaster 
General which consolidated the offices of Director of 
Purchase and of Director of Storage was disapproved 
by Assistant Secretary of War Crowell, as Director of 
Munitions, and accordingly rescinded. Major Gen. H. L, 
Rogers, Quartermaster General, under date of Sept. 16, 
issued ‘‘Purchase and Storage Office Memorandum No. 
90,” as follows: 

“1, With a view to making more efficient the procure- 
ment and distribution of supplies for troops, the office of 
the Director of Purchase and the organization pertaining 
thereto, and the office of the Director of Storage and the 
organization pertaining thereto, are hereby consolidated 
and will be designated as the Supplies Division, office of 
the Director.of Purchase and Storage. 

“2. Col. W. S. Wood is hereby designated as chief of 
the Supplies Division in the office of the Director of 
Purchase and Storage. 

“3. Col. A. M. Davis will report to the Director of 
Purchase and Storage for duty-as his assistant.” 

Secretary of War Crowell, as Director of Munitions, 
issued the following order, under date of Sept. 26, which 
was published in memorandum No. 97, issued by General 
Rogers : 

“Purchase and Storage Office Memorandum No. 90, of 
Sept. 16, 1919, is in conflict with theeorganization pre- 
scribed for the office of the director of Purchase and 
Storage by authority of the Secretary of War and sets 
up a form of organization for that office which had to 
be abandoned under the stress of emergency. The issu- 
ance of Purchase and Storage office memorandum No. 90, 
of Sept. 16, 1919, is disapproved and it will be immedi- 
ately revoked and: the prescribed organization will be 
continued unless and until changes therein have been 
approved by proper higher authority.” 

General Rogers declined to comment on the order, ex- 
cept to say that there was no controversy over the mat- 
ter. It is understood that Major Gen. George W. Burr, 
Director of Purchase, Storage and Traffic, was opposed 
to the changes proposed by General Rogers. Under the 
rescinding of the consolidation order Col. W. 8S. Wood 
is again designated as Director of Purchase, and Col. 
William R. Grove as Director of Storage. Officers who 
discussed the subject expressed the opinion that the 
consolidation of offices had been made under authority 
held to be attached to the Q.M. General’s office as an in- 
dependent bureau of the War Department, which it was 
held by that office was still in effect. It lay with the 
War Department, however, it was added, to decide 
whether such guthority existed under present regula- 
tions, and to approve or disapprove the action taken. 
Some officers opposed to enlarged powers for the General 
Staff regarded the incident as an evidence of a purpose 
not to allow any of the departments to go beyond au- 
thority at present held to be authorized. 
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EX-SERVICE MEN FOR CENSUS WORK. 
Honorably discharged soldiers, sailors or marines will 
be employed as far as possible by the Government in 
taking the 1920 census. The U.S. Civil Service Com- 
mission issued the following call to the War Department 


on Oct. 2: 

“Nearly ninety thousand persons will be engaged in 
the work of collecting the facts and figures about Uncle 
Sam’s gigantic family after Jan. 2, 1920, as that is the 
date set for beginning the enumeration of the popula- 
tion of the United States. In this project nearly eighty 
thousand workers will be engaged ir field work, while 
the balance will comprise the Washington office force, 
where the tabulation, classification and statistical work 
will be done from the information secured from repre- 
sentatives of the Census Bureau in the field: In this, 
as in every other Government activity, soldiers, sailors 
and marines will be given preference in appointments. 
This is accomplished by giving all Service men prefer- 
ence on the eligible list of the Civil Service register. 
The majority of the appointments of the Census Bureau 
are governed by the Civil Service rules and regulations, 
and the Civil Service Commissioner announces an ex- 
amination for Census Bureau clerks on Oct. 18 and 
Nov. 15.” 

This is made possible as a result of the Veteran Pref- 
erence bill recently passed by Congress, which gives pre- 
cedence in original appointments in clerical and other 
positions in the Executive branch of the Government in 
the District of Columbia and elsewhere to honorably 
discharged Service men, or their widows, and to the 
wives of injured soldiers, sailors or marines who them- 
selves are not qualified, but whose wives are. The of- 
fice of the Assistant to the Secretary of War has issued 
this bulletin: 

“Ex-Service men who desire such appointments should 
make inquiry at the local Board of Examiners of the 
Civil Service in their city, where full information will 
be obtained. There are 3,000 of these boards, one in 
nearly every city of the United States. Men living in 
communities where there are no boards should write 
the nearest one or to the U.S. Civil Service Commission, 
Washington, D.C. These boards have a complete list of 
all Civil Service positions and are posted up to date on 
all changes.”

NAVY AVIATION NOT KILLED. 


Secretary of the Navy Daniels on Oct. 7 made a 
statement replying to the declarations of Brig. Gen. 
William Mitchell and Major Benjamin D. Foulois, Air 
Service, U.S.A., before the House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs on the previous day that the Aviation Divi- 


sion of the Navy had been killed as a separate arm in 
that Service as a result of the order of July 22 discon- 
tinuing that division of the Office of Naval Operations 
and distributing its various activities among the bu- 
reaus of the Navy Department. Mr. Daniels said: 
“There is some difference of opinion among naval offi- 
cers as to what is best to do in order to develop aviation. 
The order of July 22 did not kill aviation in the Navy, 
nor impair it. One flier who returned from Europe 
urged me to create an Air Service entirely distinct from 
every other branch or bureau of the: Navy. He ad- 
vances strong arguments in support of this plan, which 
has many supporters. For example, he doesnot want 
the Bureau of Construction and Repair to bave any.

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CONSOLIDATION OF OFFICERS’ DUTIES. 

The Secretary of War, it was announced Oct. 7, di- 
rects that— 

(a) Due to large reduction in commissioned personiel 
which must be effected by Nov. 1, commanding ofticers of 
ports, camps and other stations will in some cases find 
that on account of discharge and transfer of staff offi- 
cers of various operating services the duties of two or 
more of the officers of Supply, Transportation, Finance, 
Motor Transport, Ordnance and Signal Corps must be 
consolidated and placed under one officer, who in some 
instances may be a line officer detailed by the station 
commander under the Act of March 2, 1913. 

(b) Where it becomes necessary to assign any two or 
all of these duties to one officer, such duties wil! be per- 
formed as at present, with separate offices of record and 
operations for each. The officer so assigned will he 
officially addressed as the Supply Officer, Finance Off'r », 
Transportation Officer, etc., of the station. He wi! ‘so 
report in his various capacities direct to respective 
chiefs of services on those matters which these officers 
are now required or authorized to report on direct. 

(c) In order to effect these consolidations station 
commanders are authorized to assign any of these duties 
to any staff officer of the activities named above who 
may be left on duty at their respective stations, when 
in their judgment the duties so assigned can be efficiently 
performed. When necessary, commanding officers wil! 
make use of officers on duty as regimental and battalion 
staff officers for carrying out these activities at their 
stations. 

(d) When at least three officers have been assigned 
to duty at a station for these activities the duties of 
Supply and Finance will be assigned to the first; the 
duties of Transportation and Motor Transportation to 
the second ; and the duties of the Signal Corps and Ord- 
nance to the third; Where a station commanger finds it 
necessary to assign any of these duties, in addition to 
those pertaining to his normal assignment, to a staff 
officer, that fact, together with reasons for his action, 
will be reported direct to the chiefs of the services con- 
cerned. 

(e) The necessary enlisted personnel for carrying out 
the duties of each department will be furnished by the 
department concerned. 

_ Utilities Section Created: 

The Secretary of War also directs that in each camp, 
cantonment, zone and interior storage depot, general 
hospital, fort, post and all other stations under jurisdic- 
tion of War Department the personnel records and equip- 
ment for operation and repair will be consolidated into 
one service. The consolidated personnel will be desig- 
nated the Utilities Section, Construction Division, War 
Department, and the officer in charge the Utilities Offi- 
cer.. The senior officer on duty with the Construction 
Division in connection with utilities work at any sta- 
tion shall be the Utilities Officer and shall be a staff 
officer of the station commander. In the event that no 
officer is available in the allotment of officers to the 
Construction Division for assignment to station as Utili- 
ties Officer, the station commander will assign a suita- 
bly qualified officer detailed, in addition to his other du- 
ties, by the station commander, to carry out the work 
incident to the operation of utilities. The name and 
rank of the officer so selected by the station commander 
will be reported to the Chief of Construction Division, 
War Department. 
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WORK OF VETERINARY CORPS. 


_ Over one billion pounds of meat and dairy products 
were inspected at purchasing points in this country dur- 
ing the war by the Veterinary Corps, Medical Depart- 
ment of the Army. Due to its professional qualifications 
in comparative pathology and knowledge of Army re- 
quirements, one of the chief functions of this corps is 
to provide adequate and comprehensive sanitary inspec- 
tion of all meats and dairy supplies procured for troops. 
This is necessary as a means of eliminating unsound, 
contaminated and decomposed meats or meat products, 
and those containing harmful parasites or disease pro- 
ducing or other undesirable bacteria, and to insure the 
proper preparation and sanitary handling of such foods. 
The Veterinary Corps conducts meat and dairy inspec- 
tion service in Europe, Siberia; China, the Philippines, 
Hawaii, the Canal Zone, Porto Rico and at the various 
camps and posts in the United States. Also sanitary 
inspection of all packing house products procured 
through the zone supply system. 

In addition to meat products purchased locally at 
camps and posts, the following products were inspected 
at purchasing points in this country from April 1, 1917, 
to March 31, 1919: 428,525,595 pounds of fresh frozen 
beef, 185,253,027 pounds of corned beef, 100,331,228 
pounds of corned beef hash, 214,700 pounds fresh mut- 
ton, 12,524,635 pounds fresh pork, 296,864,734 pounds 
bacon, 19,007,921 pounds ham, 26,412 pounds deviled 
ham, 4,000 pounds salt pork, 4,942,504 pounds pork sau- 
sage, 2,196,628 pounds lard, 45,000 pounds lard com- 
pound, 8,370,038 pounds lard substitute, 6,144,405 
pounds Vienna sausage, 15,382,303 pounds oleomargar- 
ine, 8,811,026 pounds cheese, 8,522,689 pounds butter, 
2,137,996 pounds frozen turkey. In addition the Vet- 
erinary Corps inspected 31,454, pounds of meats for 
the civilian relief work in Europe and 976,687 pounds 
of fresh frozen beef for the Italian government. 

The Surgeon General lately received letters from 
three of the leading meat packing companies stating 
that they are now employing discharged Army men who 
were trained in this work by the Veter’ Corps, and 
that in every case services are f to be very 
satisfactory. ‘Their salaries in one company a ‘ 
$35, weekly, while in the other two a salary of $40 
weekly is paid.

JOURNAL has noted the various charges and 
works of Colonel Livermore, which in general were the 
usual routine for officers of the Corps of Engineers, but, 
though he attended to all faithfully, his heart was espe- 
cially devoted to the military part, as may be judged by 
his writings which covered a wide range. It was for 
these qualities that he was chosen for special duty 
under the Chief of Engineers, May 10, 1917, enjoying 
to the full two years of active duty, a privilege which 
he shared with sixteen former officers of the Corps of 
Engineers, beginning with General Hains, class of 1861, 
all of whom served without regard to questions of rank 
and precedence. Colonel Livermore was thought to be 
a reserved and silent man, but with his intimates he 
was most genial and responsive.” 

Major C. J. Hinson, Q.M. Corps, died in France Sept. 
12, 1919, according to official advice from The Adjutant 
General of the Army. 

Capt. William Dawson Conrad, U.S§.A., retired, died 
at Brooklyn, N.Y., on Sept. 30, 1919, after a long ill- 
ness. He was the son of the late Major and Mrs. Casper 
H. Conrad, and brother of Mrs. V. Ellicott and Lieut. 
Col. Casper H. Conrad, jr., Cav., U.S.A. Captain Con- 
rad was born in New Mexico Jan. 6, 1874, and first en- 
tered the Regular Army as a private in the 5th Cavalry, 
in August, 1893. He received his first commission, that 
of second lieutenant of Infantry, in March, 1899. He 
was retired in June, 1902, for disability in the line of 
duty. 

G. H. G. Wing (j.g.), U.S.N.R.F., died at Bar 
Harbor, Me., Oct. 1, 1919. Lieutenant Wing had just 
returned to Bar Harbor for a few days with his fainily 
at their estate, “Wingcote,” and was taken ill with a 
serious throat trouble, which developed rapidly and 
which physicians and specialists were unable to cope 
with and to which he succumbed on Oct. 1, 1919. Lieu- 
tenant Wing is survived by his wife, Mrs. Laura Ken- 
nedy Wing; son, Reginald Kennedy Wing; mother, Mrs. 
Flora J. Wing, and brother, Mr. L. Burleigh Wing.

Hugh D. Wise, U.S. Inf., died at Watertown, N.Y., on 
Sept. 30, 1919, at the age of sixty-five years. 

Mrs. Jeannie Virginia Smith Ebstein, widow of Major

of her life in army camps with her husband.

Possessed of a bright 
and keen intellect and a loving heart, she endeared 
herself to those who enjoyed her, friendship, and gripped 
them to her heart with hoops of steel. Her father was 
long a prominent citizen of Cincinnati, and her mother 
was of the Guthrie family of Pittsburgh. Her brothers 
became more or less prominent, socially and politically, 
in the city of New York, one of them being James T.

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AIR SERVICE OFFICERS KILLED. 


Col. Townsend F. Dodd, Coast Art., U.S.A., detailed 
with the Air Service, and commander at Langley Field, 
Va., was killed at Bustleton Field, near Philadelphia, 
on Oct. 5, when the airplane he was piloting struck a 
tree in making a landing. Colonel Dodd, with Seregt. 
George E. Hess, left Langley Field in a DeH.4, bound 
for Mineola, Long Island, N.Y., from which point the 
cross-continent Army flight started on Oct. 8. In mak- 
ing a landing the machine came directly in line with a 
large tree, which Colonel Dodd tried to avoid, but was 
unsuccessful. The impact was so terrifice that the en- 
gine was driven forward, pinning the unfortunate offi- 
cer against the gasoline tank and strangling him to 
death. Sergeant Hess was thrown into the branches of 
the tree and escaped with only a few bruises. 

Colonel Dodd was born in Illinois on March 6, 1866, 
and entered the Regular Army as a second lieutenant, 
Coast Artillery Corps, Sept. 25, 1909, and subsequently 
rose to the rank of captain in the Regular Service and 
to colonel in the Air Servce, for the emergency. He or- 
ganized the aviation training school at Issoudon, and 
successfully conducted the negotiations for the first pur- 
chase of airplanes from allied governments for the use 
of the A.E.F., and for this service was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal. 

Fifteen minutes after Colonel Dodd met his death a 
huge Martin bombing machine was seen rapidly bearing 
down on the field. It contained* Major M. F. Davis, 
U.S.A., director of military aviation at Bolling Field: 
Capt. Howard T. Douglass, U.S.A., Lieut. Charles R. 
Colt, U.S.A., Sergt. Harry R. Kasag and a private, all 
on duty at Bolling Field. Lieutenant Colt, as pilot, 
overshot the field and alighted on rough ground. The 
inflated tires exploded with a loud report and the ma- 
chine fell over onto its nose, with splintered wings and 
crumpled fusilage. It was found that Major Davis had 
suffered a broken arm and a broken nose. Lieutenant 
Colt had a broken leg and received internal injuries, 
while the surgeons also thought he had inhaled gas re- 
leased by the accident. Both. he and Major Davis were 
taken to Frankford Hospital, where Lieutenant Colt re- 
mained unconscious for several hours. Major Davis and 
Lieutenant Colt were also to have started in the Army 
aerial contest which commenced on Oct. 8. 

Major Patrick Frissell, Signal Corps, U.S.A., was in- 
stantly killed and Lieut. Gerald E. Ballard, U.S.A., sus- 
tained a fractured rib and other injuries when a DeH-4 
airplane they were flying from Indianapolis to Mineola, 
N.Y., fell near Cuddebackville, N.Y., on QGct. 4, after 
having struck the top of a tree. Major Frissell was 
crushed between the motors and the gasoline tank. While 
flying above Cuddebackville the mist became so heavy 
that it was decided to descend in order to ascertain their 
whereabouts. In coming down the tree was struck before 
its presence was noted. The machine was wrecked. The 
two officers have been on duty at the Air Service repair 
shops at Indianapolis. Major Frissell, whose home was 
at San Diego, Calif., was born in Missouri. He was 
appointed to first lieutenant on July 1, 1916, obtained 
his captaincy on May 16, 1917, being assigned to the 
aviation section, Signal Corps, on June 27, 1917, and 
became a major of Infantry, N.A., on June 7, 1918. He 
was another entrant in the cross-continental Army air 
flight of Oct. 8. 

A correspondent, J. W. P., writing about the death of 
Major Patrick Frissell, U.S.A., says: “The untimely and 
unfortunate death of Major Frissell will bring keen re- 
gret to those of us who had the privilege of his genial 
and loyal friendship. The Service must record the loss 
of a splendid officer. and gentleman in every sense to 
which those terms are applicable.”

To Suppress EvEN Mitp Hazine at ANNAPOLIS. 

Two statements made by Midshipman Philip H. Selt- 
zer, of Lebanon, Pa., who made an attempt to end his 
life in his room at the U.S. Naval Academy on Oct. 4, 
brought to the attention of Rear Admiral Archibald H. 
Scales, U.S.N., Superintendent of the Naval Academy, 
and through him to the Secretary of the Navy, a charge 
that hazing exists among the upper classmen at the in- 
stitution. Although the young man admitted that the 
hazing he was subjected to was mild, he was greatly 
worried over his standing and feared dismissal. Ad- 
miral Scales in a letter to Secretary Daniels dated Oct. 
9, says: “I shall use my utmost endeavor to discover 
any hazing, no matter how mild, and if I do discover 
any, I shall ask you to visit the offender with the penalty 
of the law. I am opposed to hazing, no matter how mild, 
and I believe that my subordinates are in utmost accord 
with me in this matter.” Midshipman Seltzer declared 
that he did not like the Service, but that he got along 
all right in drills until the upper classmen returned to 
the academy, when he fell far behind, not being able to 
keep up with the work. He began brooding, he said, 
“and this led to discouragement and worry. I was hazed 
a little.’ He concluded his first statement by saying: 
“I did not have the courage to face my peeple back home 
if I were dismissed.” In his subsequent statement of 
Oct. 8 Midshipman Seltzer said: “In regard to the haz- 
ing, it added a little, but if it had not been for the worry 
about studies the little hazing I received would not have 
caused me to do it. This hazing was not real hazing, 
but just ‘running.’ Some upper classmen came into my 
room and made me stand at attention. I always did this 
before they made me. They asked me questions, such 
as, ‘Where are you from? ‘What is your name” ‘How 
old are you? etc., but none that I didn’t want to answer. 
It wasn’t really hazing. I don’t know the names of the 
upper classmen, but I might know some of them by 
sight.” In the case of Midshipman Henry C. Wether- 
stine, of Philadelphia, who is on sick list from acute 
poisoning from iodine, Admiral Scales said he would re- 
port as soon as the young man was able to make a state- 
ment. Secretary Daniels has ordered that full inquiry 
be made of the conditions attending on the two cases, 
and intimated that he would take severe measures to 
prevent or punish attempts at hazing at the Academy.

ForMeErR Cou. 8. T. ANSELL Issues STATEMENT. 

In a statement issued by him at Washington on Oct. 
6, former Lieut. Col. Samuel T. Ansell, acting judge ad- 
voeate general of the Army during the war, declared that 
the War Department was seeking to attack his military 
record in the controversy over the system of military 
justice. Mr. Ansell’s statement declared that “the War 
Department is at this time devoting a large number of 
officers and clerks to going over my twenty-odd year 
record in the Army for the purpose of preparing a state- 
ment which has no other object than to deceive the peo- 
ple and especially Congress, by making them believe that 
I haye not been honest in my convictions and honorable 
in my methods. “Having failed utterly to defend the in- 
defensible in the form of the existing court-martial sys- 
tem, they are now trying to distort and subordinate a 
high and vital principle in the low level of personal 
animosity. Such authorities, in making and publishing 
the statement they are now preparing, are but pursuing 
methods they have heretofore pursued in making other 
statements in defense of the system, wherein they have 
manipulated the records, misrepresented the facts, sup- 
pressed the truth and have then given publication to such 
statements in such a way and in such places as to pre- 
clude effective response,” At the War Department on

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War Risk INJuRY CERTIFICATE. 

The Bureau of War Risk Insurance wishes to empha- 
size the importance to Service men of one of the provi- 
sions of the War Risk Insurance Act upon the fulfill- 
ment of which may depend the validity of their~ claim 
to compensation under the act. The War Risk Insur- 
ance Act provides that “no compensation shall be pay- 
able for death or disability which does not occur prior 
to or within one year after discharge or resignation 
from the Service, except that where, after a medical ex- 
amination made porsuant to fegulations, at the time of 
discharge or -resignation from the Service, or within 
such reasonable time thereafter, not exceeding one year, 
as may be allowed by regulations, a certificate has been 
obtained from the director to the effect that the injured 
person at the time of his discharge or resignation was 
suffering from injury likely to result in death or dis- 
ability.” Many discharged men are not familiar with 
or are inclined to disregard this provison of law and 
are allowng their rights thereunder to lapse. Request 
for-the certificate mentioned above should be made to 
the Chief Medica] Advisor, Bureau of War Risk Insur- 
ance, Washington, D.C.

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ADJUTANT GENERAL’S OFFICE SHorT OF HELP. 

Major Gen. Peter C. Harris, The Adjutant General, 
is just now concerned over the problem of making the 
enormous quantity of work ahead of the office square 
with a decreasing personnel of clerks and an approach- 
ing deficiency of funds at the disposal of his office for 
clerk hire. Since the armistice the number of clerks 
has been reduced one-third, in the face of the great 
amount of work to be done in collating and filing the 
records of more than 4,000,000 men engaged in the war. 
The extent of the labor involved is apparent, for in each 
man’s case six separate records have to be congolidated 
into one jacket before filing. This work for the Civil 
War was not finished until thirty years after the close 
of hostilities. ‘The system adopted by General Harris, 
however, will have the filing of all records complete for 
the more than 4,000,000 men finished by the end of the 
fiscal year, provided the funds for clerk hire are forth- 
coming and the labor proceed without interruption.

The War Department has directed that each depart- 
ment, camp and post commander in the United States 


be informed that the seven affiliated welfare organiza- 
tions have been informed by the Secretary of War that 
the function of those organizations will be taken over 
by the War Department Oct. 31, 1919. Pending the 
ultimate withdrawal of these organizations, command- 
ing officers are directed to assume full responsibility for 
welfare work in the camps. Realizing that an exces- 
sive amount of free entertainment, gifts, etc., may have 
a demoralizing effect on the enlisted personnel, it is 
suggested that not more than one entertainment be al- 
lowed each week, and that care be exercised in author- 
izing the expenditure of large sums of money on_ the 
part of welfare organizations for this purpose. How- 
ever, the final decision on the number and kinds of wel- 
fare entertainment is left entirely to the discretion of 
camp, department and post commanders.

STaTeE Laws FoR SELECTIVE DRart. 

Officers of the Militia Bureau are very much pleased 
that several states have passed selective service laws 
for the maintenance of their National Guard quotas. 
Although the matter in no way~comes under the juris- 
diction of the Militia Bureau, copies of the laws have 
been sent in through courtesy. The states to pass such 
legislation up to date are New York, Connecticut, Ver- 
mont and Maine. In each ease the laws have been de- 
signed to take the young men in the community who 
are best able to give part of their time to the National 
Guard. In the opinion of officers of the Militia Bureau 
the fact that some states have taken this step on their 
own initiative goes to prove that the public is not 
averse to compulsory military training. *

Luminous Material for Night Firing. 


_ Frequent breaking of the small electric lamps used to 
illuminate crosswires and reading scales during artillery 
night fire has suggested the replacement of these lamps 
and their batteries by radio-active luminous materia}. 
The Ordnance Department has recently made experi- 
te along this line and has obtained satisfactory re- 
sults. f 


Experimental Airplane Flares. 


Three out of four airplane flares functioned satisfac- 
torily during recent tests at the Aberdeen Proying 
Ground. The intervals between the dropping of >the 
flares and the opening of the parachutes were seven, 
fifteen and twenty seconds, respectively. Successful 
operation of the flare after twenty seconds (which rep- 
resents a drop of about a mile) indicates that the cable 
and parachute are strong enough to withstand a fall of 
this distance. Further development of the airplane flare, 
through improved methods of loading the incendiary mix- 
ture, is contemplated. 


Report on Ordnance Contracts. 

_ Ordnance contracts involving $100,000 or more entered 
into between April 6, 1917, and June 1, 1919, number 
about 4,300 and have an aggregate value of approxi- 
mately $4,683,000,000. The Ordnance Department has 
prepared a report on the details of these contracts, 
which will appear in the proceedings of the Select Com- 
mittee on Expenditures in the War Department. 


Production of Artillery Ammunition Almost Completed. 

Of the three stages in the production of artillery am- 
munition (forging, machining and loading), the first’ had 
been completed by Aug. 28 on all orders placed since the 
beginning of hostilities. Work on the two latter pro- 
cesses, consisting of the machining of 5,186 shells and. the 
loading of 63,897 shells, is still continuing. 


General Hospital 3 to Close. 

General Hospital 8, at Colonia, N.J., in command of 
Col. Joseph H. Ford, Med. Corps, U.S.A., will close 
mext week after having been open since July 5, 1918. 
Many remarkable operations have ben performed at the 
hospital and work of some of the surgeons is reported 
to have set new standards in bone surgery. Many opera- 
tions were performed by Col. Frederick H. Albee, U.S.A. 
Among them were unusual cases of bone grafting, says 
the New York Sun; in one case a piece of new bone 
was grafted into the spinal column of a soldier whose 
neck had been broken, while in another the large joint of 
the phalanx finger of the right hand was replaced by a 
new joint. The man with the broken neck recovered 
and recently boxed. several rounds in a boxing contest, 
while the man who was given a new finger joint can 
now use the finger to write with. Colonel Ford said 
that the War Department has not yet determined what 
disposition shall be made of the hospital buildings, the 
cost of which, with their equipment, was about $3,- 

; It is said the Industrial Commission ef New 
Jersey may take over the institution. 


Army-American League Ball Game. 


The ball game in Washington, D.C., on Sept. 26 be- 
tween the Army team and. the Washington American 
League Club for the benefit of the Salvation Army drew 
out an enthusiastic crowd and netted a substantial sum, 
the Finance Service alone selling more than $500 worth 
of tickets. Welter Johnson pitched for the Nationals 
for three innings, and Nick Altroek umpired for the 
first seven innings and then retired to play first base for 
the Netionals. Other features of game were the 
pitching of Kelly, the fielding of Long and Frazier, and 
Blier’s batting, for the Army. The score was 4 to 2 in 
favor of the Washington Club. The Camp A. A. Hum- 
phreys band played, and prior to the game General 
Lord, Director of Finance, presented to Manager Grif- 
fith, on behalf of the Army team, a large basket of 
flowers for his courtesy in more than once permitting 
the use of the League grounds to the Army team for 
benevolent purposes. 


The Accelerator, Camp Normoyle.

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OPPOSITION TO WAR DEPARTMENT BILL. 

While Major Gen. William L. Sibert was giving his 
views of the War Department’s Army reorganization bill 
before the. House Committee on Military Affairs on Oct. 
7 Mr. McKenzie made this comment: There has been 
so much criticism of this bill that I for one have about 
come to the conclusion that it is the worst one that was 
ever prepared. I think we have been imposed on by 
some one in the War Department by being caused to 
consider this bill. They must have sent down this ex- 
travagant request with the hope that they might get 
more out of it than if they had sent us a reasonable 
bill. I am convinced that the day is not far dis- 
tant when we are going to hold funeral services over this 
bill.” 

Although this is only the expression of one member 
of the committee the speaker has much military opinion 
of the same strain to back him up. For it is a question 
if any Army reorganization bill ever before was so 
harshly criticised by so many general officers as this 
one on which hearings have now been held almost daily 
since Aug. 4. Offered by Secretary of War Baker as a 
tentative measure and one to bring out discussion, quali- 
fied by him as not expressing the complete military opin- 
ion of the Army since it contained no expression of the 
views of General Pershing and other officers who had 
served in France with him, there has always been a sense 
of incompleteness and lack of authority about the bill 
that has not been particularly heartening to those in 








and out of the Service who realize how strong is the 
need at the present time for a reorganization of the 
Army as the first step toward the adoption of that long 
desired thing, a sound military policy for the United 
States. The one feature of the bill that touches on this 
larger problem of a military policy, that of universal 
training as proposed, has been criticised almost unani- 
mously by .Army officers who have appeared before the 
committee for the reason that the time -specified for 
training is too short. It may be, however, that the 
General Staff, when it wrote this provision into the bill, 
was of the opinion that the people of the United States 
would not accept the idea of having the youths of the 
country undergoing military training for a period of 
from six months to a year, as proposed by the oppo- 
nents of the bill in its present form. The General Staff 
may have presented a plan that it was believed might 
meet with success, where a longer period of training 
might be opposed by public opinion in the second great- 
est non-military nation in the world. It is not a new or 
a happy place to ascribe to the United States, buf, un- 
fortunately, it is true. And the General Staff may 


realize this. 

At the outset of the hearings before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs on Aug. 7 General March 
spoke unreservedly in favor of the bill, stating that it 
crystallized the changes that had had taken place in 
the reorganization of the Army during the war. He ob- 
jected to a plan likely to be proposed, as he stated, to 
make the General Staff a permanent body, saying that 
the War Department was opposed to it and that he 
hoped Congress would not adopt it. He 
to the suggestions made as to increasing the 
sioned personnel of the Air Service and to maintaining 
the Chemical Warfare Service as a separate arm. When 


objected 
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Major Gen. Robert L. Bullard was before the commit- 
tee on Aug. 14 his opinions appeared to be in favor of 
the bill and he stated, in answer to a question as to 
whether a three months’ period of training was long 
enough: “I have tried it three times; we have gone in 
and haven’t been beaten. Training of that length is 
something to rely on, although it is not ideal.” He ad- 


vocated an Infantry organization similar to that of the 
Artillery and spoke of promotion by selection very highly, 
also approving the plan for the General Staff as pre- 
sented in the bill. When Secretary of War Baker was 


before the committee on Aug. 18 he expressed himself 
as wholly in favor of promotion by selection and said 
that the language of the section concerning the Medical 


Department (which does noc mention a Surgeon Gen- 
eral) was “very unfortunice phraseology.” And al- 
though he said that he had found the Inspector Gen- 
eral’s Department (which would be abolished by’ the 
bill) “‘very valuable,” he stated that he thought the sub- 
stitute plan proposed in this measure “would be satis- 
factory.” 

Major Gen. George W. Burr, Director of Purchase, 
Storage and Traffic, urged that that Jepartment be con- 
tinued since it had worked well during the war. He 
also favored having the Chief of Staff take rank and 
precedence over all other officers. Brig. Gen. Frank T. 
Hines, Director of the Transportation Service, defended 
the inclusion of the Transportation .Corps in the 
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branches’ of the new Army and spoke in favor. of in- 
cluding the Motor Transport Corps with the Transpor- 
tation Corps as one service. Major Gen. John L. Cham- 
berlain, Inspector General, argued for the retention of 
his department, pointing out that if similar work was 
done within the General Staff the inevitable result would 
be practically to create. another inspection department. 
Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, Director of Air Ser- 
vice, voiced an objection to making the. Air Service a 
detail brarch of the Army, stating that it should be a 
co-ordinated branch similar to the Cavalry and Artillery. 
He expressed doubts as to the working of the system of 
promotion by~ selection, although in favor “of very lim- 
ited promotion by selection.” Brig. Gen. William Mitch- 
ell, at the same session on Aug. 20, said he believed in 
promotion by selection within the Air Service, but for 
the Army at large he agreed with General Menoher’s 
views. On Aug. 25 General Sibert spoke in favor of re- 
taining the Chemical Warfare Service as a separate 
arm, and expressed his disapproval of the plan to give 
the General Staff authority over the various’ depart- 
ments. He was the first officer appearing before the 
ecmmittee to express the belief that the National Defense 
Act could be amended to suit the needs of the reorgan- 
ized Army. Major Gen. William,G. Haan was not in 
favor of the plan of making the General Staff permenent, 
but he said he did not think the General Staff would 
overtsep its authority in time of peace. Major Gen. 
Clarence C. Williams, Chief of Ordnance, sharply criti- 
cised the feature {n ‘the bill making the Ordnance De- 
partment a detail corps and declared that “in my opin- 
ion if the bill is enacted into law in its present form it 
will seriously impair the eflicency of the Army.” 

In so far as the bill was concerned with the Coast 
Artillery Corps, Major Gen. Frank W. Coe, Chief of 
Coast Artillery, found it entirely satisfactory. He also 
approved of promotion by selection,. although he de- 
elared that he did not believe sentiment in the Army 
favored the plan. He was of the opinion that the pub- 
lic needed to be educated in the matter of universal 
military training and that at this time any long period 
of training would give it “a black eye.” Major Gen. 
Edwin F. Glenn, on Sept. 4, expressed the opinion that 
the new bill should form the basis for the military pol- 
icy of the country, but later stated that it would be 
better to amend the National Defense Act,grather than 
adopt entirely new legislation. He advocated a universal 
training scheme, thought the General Staff should be a 
co-ordinating rather than an administrative body, and 
agreed with the idea that the Inspector Generdl’s De- 
partment should be abolished. He also suggested com- 
bining the Transportation and Motor Transport Corps. 
He favored a rigid elimination system of promotion, 
saying that ninety-nine out of every one hundred officers 
of the Army are opposed to promotion by selection. 
Major Gen. Merritte W. Ireland, Surgeon General of 
the Army, objected to the provisions of the bill as partic- 
ularly affecting the Medical Department, expressed the 
opinion that promotion by selection would be disastrous 
to the Army, and criticised adversely the plan of the 
General Staff continuing control of the purchasing func- 
tions. 

Major Gen. Harry L. Rogers, Quartermaster General, 
stated it was his opinion that the General Staff should 
be prohibited from doing administrative work, that there 
should be a limitation placed on its activities, and advo- 
cated the establishment of a supply corps. He did not 
think promotion by selection could be worked out satis- 
factorily and declared that the plan of having a separate 
finance division caused a division of authority which 
had the effect of tying the hands of the bureau chiefs. 
Major Gen. Leonard Wood expressed the opinion that 
six months was too short a period of training and advo- 
cated a year. He favored the idea of promotion by se- 
lection “to a limited extent.’’ He thought there should 
be a limitation placed on the administrative powers of 
the General Staff. He also thought the National De- 
fense Act could be amended to meet the situation. 
Major Gen. William M. Black, Chief of Engineers, criti- 
cised practically every important feature of the bill. 
He favored a strong General Staff, thought the National 
Defense Act could be amended to suit the Army’s needs, 
and said he thought the Chemical Warfare Service would 
be more effective as a separate corps. Major Gen. W. 
M. Wright approved the provisions of the bill in gen- 
eral and favored promotion by selection. 

Out of this confusion of counsel several distinct fea- 
tures appear. One is that the majority of Army officers 
are opposed to promotion by selection, those favoring it 
being chiefly’ officers who served in France and whose 
opinions are naturally influenced by seeing how selec- 
tion worked in time of battle. There is also a very dis- 
tinct opinion that an amendment of the excellent Na- 
tional Defense Act would serve both the country and the 
Army well. A difference of opinion as to where the line 
should be drawn between the co-ordinating and adminis- 
trative duties of the General Staff is also clearly appar- 
ent, with little light being thrown on the subject in the 
hearings. The creation of a finance department also 
appears to have raised many objections from the officers 
at the head of the staff corps. It would appear from a 
review of thé hearings as far as they have gone that 
Mr. McKenzie’s comments quoted above were of a sounder 
nature than such prophecies are generally. The fate 
of the bill may well be settled by the testimony of Gen. 
eral Pershing, and until"he appears before the commit- 
tee its fate must be in doubt. Unless he does some he- 
roic work in its favor it would appear that Mr. Dent’s 
bill to amend the National Defense Act will have to 


serve. for an Army reorganization bill for the present. 
We are certain there could be worse ones. 
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ARMY NOTES. 
Supply Service of Army Badly Crippled. 

The General Supplies Section of the Purchase and 
Sterage Division of the Army is especially crippled by 
the order for demobilization. As five-sixths of the pres- 
ent force must be discharged before Nov. 1, this means 
a reduction from 4,200 to 700. The supplies service is 
peculiarly handicapped in that the necessity for look- 
ing after the same amount of property continues after 
the personnel is reduced. At Camp Sherman, Ohio, for 
instance, a remount officer was the only man found 
available to look after seventy warehouses and prop 
erty which is valued at $40,000,000. At present all 
Coast Artillery supply officers have been taken away, 
as well as Aviation supply officers. If the bill for estab- 
lishing the grade of warrant officer is passed by Con- 
gress over two thousand “non-coms” who have seen long 
service in the old Quartermaster Corps will be avail- 
able to act as supply officers. It is predicted that these 
men will be much more efficient than many of the junior 
officers from other branches of the Service who have 
had no experience in handling supplies. 

Medical Department Expansion in War. 

A partial summary of the work of the Medical De- 
partment in the present war shows that at the begin- 
ning of the war there were 833 officers in the Medical! 
Corps, while the highest number during the war was 
30,591. In addition there were 4,620 officers in the 
Dental Corps as compared with a peace-time strength 
of 86; 2,002 officers in the Veterinary Corps as compared 
with 62 at the beginning of the war; 939 contract sur- 
geons as compared with 181. Two new corps were cfe- 
ated: the Sanitary Corps, which had 2,919 officers, and 
the Ambulance Service with 209 officers. At the be- 
ginning of the war there were 403 Regular and Reserve 
nurses in the Army, while the maximum strength was 
21,480. A total of 10,245 nurses saw service overseas. 
Three nurses were wounded in action and 266 died dur- 
ing the war, 102 overseas and 164 in the Unted States, 
most of the latter being victims of influenza. There 
was also a large increase in the enlisted strength of the 
Medical Corps: from 6,619 April 1, 1917, to 281,341 
Nov. 15, 1918. Three special schools were maintained 
at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga.; Fort Riley, Kas., and Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, Ind., for training physicians from 
civil life for the varied duties of the medico-military 
practitioner and administrator. Infectious diseases— 
measles, scarlet fever, pneumonia, epidemic meningitis— 
prevailed during 1918 in various cantonments and were 
handled with the minimum of mortality, considering the 
serious character of the disease and the necessary cir- 
cumstances of rapid mobilization. At the outbreak of 
the war Army Medical authorities realized that acute 
respiratory diseases would be the greatest factors in 
morbidity and mortality. The Surgeon General, to 
preserve the health of the Army, insisted that each sol- 
dier be allowed at least forty-five feet of floor space and 
500 cubic feet of air space in enlisted men’s living quar- 
ters. Measles was the most common of the diseases 
prevalent in the Army. In 1917 there were 48,889 
cases among our troops in America and Europe. Others 
were: Diseases of the tonsils, 44,669; bronchitis, 47,- 
160; influenza, 36,866; mumps, 25,472; intestinal dis- 
eases, 28,135. 

Limit of Officers in Germany. 

The commanding general; American Forces in Ger- 
many, has been informed that for the present the com- 
missioned personnel with the American Forces in Ger- 
many is limited to 400 officers. This is due to the criti- 
cal shortage of officers in the United States. Emer- 
gency officers now on duty with the American Forces in 
Germany, who are not selected as a part of this quota, 
will be at once discharged or returned to the United 
States for discharge. 

Service Chevron Time Ended. 

The Secretary of War Directs that service rendered 
in the Army after Oct. 4, 1919, will not be counted to- 
ward the acquirement of service chevrons, gold or sil- 
ver, except that rendered in the American Expeditionary 
Forces in Siberia and with the American troops in oc- 
cupation of hostile territories. 

When Reserve Corps Officers Wear the Uniform. 

The Secretary of War, in a memorandum of Oct. 8, 
directs that Reserve officers not on active duty may 
wear the uniform of their corps and rank on occasions 
of military ceremony, on public holidays such as Deco- 
ration Day, etc., and when engaged in the military in- 
struction of, “or when responsible for the military disci- 
pline of a cadet corps at an educational institution. 
The proper collar insignia “U.S.” with superimposed 
“R” in gilt must then be worn. The Act of Congress 
approved Feb. 28, 1919, provides that any person who 
served in the U.S. Army during the present war may 
wear the uniform after discharge, provided that it shall 
include some distinguishing mark to be prescribed by 
the Secretary of War. The red chevron has been so 
prescribed. Reserve officers wearing the uniform under 
this provision must wear the uniform of the corps, rank 
or grade, enlisted or commissioned, that they were au- 
thorized to wear at the date of their discharge. The 
prescribed red chevroh must then be worn and the col- 
lar insignia should not have the superimposed “R.” 
The Secretary of War directs that officers of the Avia- 





tion Section, Reserve Corps, shall wear the insignia of 
the Air Service and not that of the Signal Corps. 
Derogatory Letters and Officer. Classification. 

The Commissioned Personnel Branch of the General 
Staff. has been assigned a new study, according to in- 
formation gleaned. at the War Department. It is un- 
derstood that the Secretary of, War -has directed that 
hereafter all letters and communications concerning offi- 
cers which are derogatory or which in any way affect 
an officer professionally, morally or physically shall not 
be sent to the record files, but handed over to the Com- 
missioned Personnel Branch. There the letters and 
communications are to be studied with a view to their 
use in the classification of officers. It is not indicated 
that the branch will take any action toward verification 
of data contained in these letters, etc., whether it be 
commendatory or derogatory, though the action of the 
Secretary is regarded as indicating immediate action 
relative to officers whose conduct may be considered as 
unfitting them for service in the Army. 
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NOTES OF THE NAVY. 
Three Permanent Vice Admirals for Navy. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs finally ad- 
justed its differences on Oct. 7 and decided to report 
favorably the House bill, which as it passed the House 
would authorize appointment of two permanent admi- 
rals in the U.S. Navy. The Senate committee struck 
out all after the enacting clause, however, and inserted 
provision instead for the appointment of three vice ad- 
mirals. The amended measure does not name the offi- 
cers to be permanently appointed in the rank, but the 
language describes the officers so accurately as to pre- 
clude the possibility of the naming of any officers ex- 
cept Admiral William §S. Benson, Rear Admiral Wil- 
liam S. Sims and Rear Admiral Henry T. Mayo by the 
President when he sends the nominations to the Senate 
for confirmation. The Senate compromise resulted from 
the opposition of some Senators to giving permanent rank 
to Admiral Benson, former Chief of Naval Operations, 
and to a desire to recognize thé service of Admiral Mayo, 
who commanded the Atlantic Fleet during the war. The 
controversy is expected to be continued on the Senate 
floor. The proposal that equal rank be given the three 
officers was made by Senator Lodge (Mass.), and it was 
said that on the final vote Senator Swanson (Va.¥ was 
the only member to vote against the compromise. Chais- 
man Page, of the Senate committee, who is a warm 
friend of Admiral Mayo, and resides within a few miles of 
the latter’s home in Vermont, was especially urgent that 
Admiral Mayo’s promotion should be included... Navy 
Department officers were disappointed because the 
amend measure shuts out Admiral Gleaves and Admiral 
Wilson, whom they regard as being entitled by their 
distinguished war service to advancement to permanent 
vice admiral. " 

Navy to Release More Enlisted Men. 

While the total enlisted personnel in the U.S. Navy 
on Oct. 6 was only 124,037, a shortage of 54,031, two 
days later orders were issued to release many additional 
men in both the Regular Navy and the Reserve Force. 
The Bureau of Navigation in a circular issued on Oct. 8 
stated that the bureau would now consider requests for 
discharge of men enlisted for the first time between Aug. 
16, 1916, and Feb. 4, 1917. Article 3603, Navy Regu- 
lations, 1913, permits the discharge of such men dur- 
ing the months of June and December in time of peace. 
Due to the emergency honorable discharges under the 
provisions of Article 3603 cannot be granted, but the 
request of men’ for discharge by special order of the 
Secretary of the Navy will be considered. Members of 
the Hospital Corps who enlisted under the provision of 
the above article will not be discharged until such time 
as Hospital Corps men who enlisted for the period of the 
emergency have been released. In a dispatch to: all 
ships and stations Oct..8 the immediate discharge was 
ordered on their own written request of all men of the 
Naval Reserve Force, duration-of-war men and men who 
enlisted or re-enlisted for four years between Feb. 3, 
1917, and Noy. 11, 1918, and have changed their enlist- 
ment to duration of war and will neither take advantage 
of the benefits offered to men joining the Regular Estab- 
lishment, nor will volunteer to remain on duty in their 
present status with the understanding that they\will be 
released in the future at the earliest possible moment 
subsequent to their making application. This applies 
to all men now in the Service of any rating, including 
Hospital Corps mens No exceptions will be made except 
in the case of men operating under the commander of 
the U.S. Navy forces in European waters. 

Navy Recruiting Shows Falling Off. 

In face of the extreme necessity for enlistments for 
the Navy the recruiting stations throughout the country 
have yet failed to go far over the 2,000 mark for a sin- 


. gle week. In fact the week ended Oct. 4 showed. a fall- 


ing off of 164 in comparison with the previous week. 
The cheerful feature of the report is the advancing fig- 
ures for the Western division, due to the presence of 
the fleet in the Pacific. In this division ‘each city re- 
ports ten or more enlistments. In the total of 1,720 for 
the week of Oct. 4-the divisions reported the following: 
New England, 245; Central, 342; Eastern, 665; South- 
ern, 241; Western, 172. Atlantic Fleet enlistments, 
Sept. 10 to Oct. 3 numbered 50; Pacific Fleet accessions 
only five. Sixty-eight Reservists were transferred to 
the Regular Navy during the week. rey } .

work in the Army, but it would not be feasible to pub- 
oa the results of the experiments throughout the uni- 
.Wrsity and college staffs. 

Mr. McKenzie started a discussion as to the ethical 
problem involved in the use of gas as an offensive as 
well as defensive weapon. General Sibert said he favored 
its use unless the United States should agree not to use 
it. It was difficult to humanize killing and the use of 
gas was in reality the most humane method of effective 
warfare. The record of gas casualties that proved fatal 
showed a proportion of one and one-half per cent., while 
the percentage of casualties fatal from other causes was 
over twenty-eight per cent. He considered any method 
of warfare legal that would kill only soldiers. Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie remarked that he would not like to think that the 
United States planned te use gas in any future warfare 
and hoped that all nations might agree to abolish it. 
The General replied that he would not trust any natien’s 
pledge if the nation’s existence depended upon its break- 
ing the pledge. 

Mr. Dent asked whether this service had been allowed 
sufficient personnel for the current fiscal year. General! 
Sibert satd he had suflicient personnel under the provi- 
sions of the 18,000 officers’ bill. He had had no part in 
drawing up the proposed bill, he replied to a question. 
Speaking of the failure of the General Staff to include 
the Chemical Warfare Service as a separate part of the 
military organization, Mr. McKenzie said: “There has 
been so much criticism of this bill that I for one have 
about come to the conclusion that it is the worst one 
that was ever prepared. I think we have been imposed 
on by someone in the War Department by being caused 
to consider this bill. They must have sent down this 
extravagant request with the hope that they might get 
more out of it than if they had sent us a reasonable bill.” 





Opposes Promotion by Selection. 


General Sibert spoke against the adoption of the sys- 
tem of promotion by selection for peace times, saying he 
did not believe it could ever be applied in a manner that 
would preduce contentment in the Army. There should 
be some rigid means of getting rid of unfit officers, and 
that Congress adopt a plan embracing climination, 
coupled with graduated retirement. He was in favor of 
universal military training for a period of at least six 
months, or, if coupled with vocational training, for a 
period of one year. 

In the afternoon session, General Sibert spoke of Gen- 
eral Staff duties, and was strongly of the opinion they 
should be definitely fixed by law in order that the work 
of the bureaus might not be interfered with. He favored 
defining the duties of the various corps wherever they 
might be considered as constant, and said commissioned 
personnel in the technical branches of the Army should 
be removed from the detail system and be made perma- 
nent. He thought the provisions in the National Defense 
Act with regard to the General Staff were satisfactory, 
and added that there were many good features in that 
act. 
Mr. Dent, in commenting on the enlarged powers of 
the General Staff, spoke of the criticism to the effect 
that at the outbreak of the war the bureaus failed to 
function properly. In. reply, General Sibert asked 
whether such failure was confined solely to the bureaus. 
He said it was attributable largely to the fact that all 
officers in the staff corps wanted to get out and get back 
into the line. If the supply bureaus failed to function 
properly it was the fault of the General Staff for not 
having planned ahead for such a contingency. He add 
that the bureaus did finally rise out of their difficulties 
and function without any help from the General Staff. 
Mr. McKenzie asked what amendments should be made 
to the National Defense Act to make it workable. The 
Genera! said the amendments provided in the Dent bill 
for Army reorganization were of great value. The act 
should be amended by bringing up the strength of the 
Field Artillery, removing the staff corps personnel from 
the detail system by adding the new bureaus which de- 
veloped during the war and by fixing the size of the 
Army at approximately 250,000 officers and men. No 
matter what system was adopted it wou'd be necessary 
to provide a topheavy list of officers, but the proper 
move at the present time was to amend the existing law 
rather than enact an entirely new reorganization bill. 
Mr. McKenzie remarked: “I am convinced that the day 
is not far distant when we are going to hold funeral 
services over this bill.” 

A discussion followed as to the proper manner of in- 
ducting cmergency officers into the Regular Army. Mr. 
Kahn asked whether it would be a good policy to take 
them at their emergency rank. General Sibert said this 
would be manifestly unfair. The law could be written 
in such a manner as to properly take care of the situa- 
tion. He suggested that no officer be taken into the line 
of the Army at a higber rank than that of captain. In 
the staff corps men of especial technical ability might be 
taken in at higher grades. He would not advise adopt- 
ing the age limit of forty years in the case of former 
non-commissioned officers. Mr. Greene and Mr. Mce- 
Kenzie were of the opinion that it would cause dissatis- 
faction and would be unjust to officers who had been in 
the Army for a good many years to have temporary offi- 
cers appointed over their heads, regardless of the value 
of their service during the war. General Sibert said he 
was confident that some system could be arranged where- 
by the most valuable of these officers could be taken into 
the Regular Establishment without perpetuating any 
injustice. 

General Rogers Advocates Supply Corps. 


Major Gen. Harry L. Rogers, Quartermaster General 
of the Army, appeared before the House committee 
again on Oct. 8. - Referring to criticism leveled at the 
Quartermaster Corps by the Purchase, Storage and 
Traffic Division, General Staff, he said that the best 
answer he could make to statements indicating that the 
Quartermaster Corps had not functioned properly dur- 
ing the war was a letter from General Pershing to the 
Secretary of War in which the commander-in-chief of 
the A.E.F. said the Quartermaster Corps had had a 
difficult task, and that the corps had more than met all 
the demands upon it. He inserted into the record a 
letter written by General Pershing to Brig. Gen. John 
M. Carson, who succeeded General Rogers as acting 
Quartermaster General. This «lso commended the 
Quartermaster Corps for the exeellence of its work, 

The War Department bill proposed to continue the 
present supply system, he said,’ which was in reality a 
General Staff branch carrying on operating funetions 
in spite of ‘the fact that the director of the division in- 
sisted that the branch was not operating. The only 
way to get a satisfactory supply system was by form- 
ing a single centralized supply corps controlled by offi- 
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cers thorotighly familiar with supply work. This or- 
ganization should have in its hands the problem from 
the time materials are obtained until they are actually 
delivered to the troops. Under the present and pro- 
posed plan of divided control, he said, there were five 
branches operating where one should be built up. The 
divided control resulting made it impossible to fix re- 
sponsibility. General Goethals, when he was made act- 
ing Quartermaster General, had insisted_ that all trans- 
portation be put under his authority; this, General 
Rogers said, was where it properly belonged. Bighty- 
five per cent. of the Army transportation service per- 
tained to the Quartermaster Corps, ten per cent. to the 
movement of troops and five per cent. to the movement 
of supplies of other bureaus. The Army transportation 
system should be under control of the Quartermaster 
Corps. Considerable difficulty was encountered by zone 
supply officers owing to the faéet. that they could not 
have control over moter transportation between various 
storehouses within cities and rail transportation be- 
tween various cities. The zone supply officers had 
charge of the stores only. Similar difficulties arose 
from the maintenance of a separate Finance Division. 
Under the plan as now in effect, he declared, zone ofli- 
cers were not able to make contracts with the assurance 
that they could pay at any certain date, thus losing the 
advantage of cash discounts. Complications arose simi- 
larly with respect to the working of all five separate de- 
partments, namely, the Construction Corps, Motor 
Transport Corps, Transportation Service, Finance Divi- 
sion and Purchase and Storage Division. An enormous 
financial loss was-caused by the maintenance of the 
present supply system under the Purchase, Storage and 
Traffic Division,.he said. The expense in the salaries 
of personnel on one day, Aug. 1, 1919, was $10,567,- 
492.80. He estimated this cost would be $3,982,300 
under the old system, which he advocated. Similarly 
the cost of operation of the twelve large supply zones 
of the United States was $36,562,455.68 as against $27,- 
507,784 under the plan proposed by him. Speaking of 
the excess of overhead under the present plan, he cited 
Camp Travis, Texas, where there were 501 officers and 
3,492 men on Aug. 1, 1919, and the cost per capita for 
handling supplies alone was $26 per capita for the 
month. On Aug. 1, 1918, the population of the camp 
was 1,600 officers and 27,646 men. During that month 
the cost per capita for handling the supplies was $1.60. 
In addition to this, during the year additional motor 
transportation had been given Camp Travis so that 
with a personnel much smaller more trucks, touring cars 
and motorcycles were actually in use. General Rogers 
said that in certain phases of the General Staff control 
of the supply organization General Staff officers had 
— that the present system did not function prop- 
erly. 
QO.M.C. Buitt Up Service in France. 


Mr. Kahn referred to the statement of the Chief of 
Staff that the Quartermaster Corps had broken down 
early in the war. General’ Rogers replied that he was 
in France and could not answer as to the condition in 
the United States, but that in the A.E.F. the various 
departments that were built up were built up by the 
Quartermaster Corps itself. Order had come out of 
disorder entirely without General Staff aid. He added 
that ninety-five per cent. of the functions of the Pur- 
chase, Storage and Traffic Division were duplications of 
the proper duties of the Purchase and Storage Section. 
The Service of Supply in France, General Rogers said, 
was a co-ordinating agency and did not do operating 
work to the extent that the Purchase, Storage and 
Traffic Division did in this country. 

At the afternoon session the General changed his tes- 
timony by saying that the Service of Supply was an 
operating organization, but that it operated through its 
component parts. ‘ 

Mr. James asked whether’ he had been consulted on 
the preparation of the War Department bill. General 
Rogers replied that he had not. Mr. McKenzie said he 
wanted to be convinced that the present law was inade- 
quate before he would favor changing existing law; he 
was not convinced that the Quartermaster Corps had 
failed to perform its functions. General Rogers said 
the troops had had food and clothing and everything 
else they needed while in France. There was some 
shortage of motor transportation and of animals, but 
this shortage could not be laid against the Quarter- 
master Corps. Mr. McKenzie said if there was a short- 
age it was due to the lack of a policy regarding the 
proper strength of the Army, and was therefore the 
fault of the General Staff rather than the supply bu- 
reaus. Asked what amendments should be made to the 
National Defense Act te provide for an adequate sup- 
ply system, General Rogers said the procurement of all 
articles of common use throughout the Army should be 
consolidated in the supply department. He would ex- 
cept technical instruments and supplies. He favored 
giving supply officers power to handle their own financial 
affairs, such as paying contracts and also leaving all 
transportation and construction and maintenance of 
garrisons and posts under the supply corps. 

Why Officers Are Opposed to Selection. 

At the afternoon session General Rogers spoke first 
of the proposed promotion system. He said promotion 
by selection so far as theory went was a good thing and 
that a majority of the officers of the Army would favor 
it if they felt it could be carried out as it should be, 
but the way they think it_might be carried out caused 
ninety-five per cent. to oppose it. The present war had 
shown it was absolutely necessary to have permanent 
staff corps. If Congress should authorize the Quarter- 
master Corps to have a permanent commissioned per- 
sonnel he would like to retain experts in shoe manu- 
facture, leather manufactnre and the hardware trade. 
This would be impossible under the detail system. He 
was in favor of continuing the detail plan for officers 
of the grades of lieutenant and captain, making perma- 
nent officers of the grade of major and up. There 
would be no danger of the staff corps growing away 
from the line as they did before the trying out of the 
detail system. He said he took the attitude that the 
staff corps were the servants of the line. Asked as to 
taking temporary officers into the Regular Service, he 
replied that he wanted to take a number of them intu 
the Quartermaster Corps, especially men _ technically 
trained in various industries. He spoke particularly 
of the quartermaster sergeants aod former pay clerks 
who had done exceptionally fine work during the war. 
There should be a maximum age, but in certain cases 
the Secretary of War should have authority to waive 
the age limit. ‘The question of obtaining temporary offi- 
cers led up naturally to the question of retaining offi- 
cers in the Service; one of the biggest difficulties he 
had to face was the problem of retaining officers in the 
Army. ‘Three of the best officers in the Quartermaster 
Corps, he said, hud recently resigned, 

‘Mr. McKenzie asked whether he had been sent to 
France as soon as General Pershing ‘had asked for him. 
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He said an answer to that would involve a comment on 
the action of his superior officers, and that he did not 
like to answer. As to changes in the ration during the 
war he said he had recommended the inclusion of to- 
bacco and candy as a part of the regular ration. The 
eost of the ration had increased 158 per cent in the 
last eleven years. Supplies were beinz kept on hand 
for an Army of 500,000 men and a reserve for 1,000,000 
in addition. Mr. McKenzie, much impressed by the tes- 
timony given by General Rogers, then read into the 
record the order conferring on General Rogers the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal. 

Col. Charles P. Daly, who accompanied General Rog- 
ers, told of the organization of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral’s Department prior to. the war and the changes ef- 
fected under the General Staff administration. He said 
the reason there had been no surplus of uniforms and 
equipment on hand with which io clothe the men at 
the outbreak of the war was that ua!! the reserve had 
been used for equipping the National Guard troops in 
the Mexican border trouble. He stated there had been 
no satisfactory strength data given as to the number 
of troops to be raised until July 26, 1918. This made 
it almost impossible for the Quartermaster Corps to 
plan ahead and furnisk the proper amount of equip- 
ment, 

Criticism of P.S. and T. Organization. 

Col. W. S. Wood, Q.M. Corps, on Oct. 9 carried. on 
the Aestimony begun by General Rogers on the previous 
day before the House Committee, criticizing the present 
supply system of the Army on the grounds that it made 
for divided authority. He read a statement prepared by 
Major Gen. William A. Snow, Chief of Field Artillery. 
regarding the conditions at various large Army camps 
at the present time, which he said was concurred in by 
Lieut. Gen. Robert L.“Bullard and other general officers. 
It was to the effect that the condition at some of ‘thie 
larger camps was “appalling” winder the Purchase, Stor- 
age and Traflic organization, due, according to the re- 
port, to the fact that instead of the former plan whereby 
the camp quartermaster officer had charge of all matters 
of the supply of the camp there were now five officers in 
charge of the same functions. The statement said it was 
impossible to hold any one responsible. 

Major Joseph C. Byron, formerly an officer in the 
Army, and chief of hides and leather of the Quarter- 
master Corps during the war, urged upon the committee 
the necessity of having a commodity man in the War 
Department to give expert and technical advice to offi 
cers of the Quartermaster Corps on matters affecting 
various commodities, the purchase of which required 
special training. These civilians, he said, should be 
assistants to officers in charge of purchasing. He sug- 
gested that young officers be sent for periods of train- 
ing with the various trades and industries of the coun- 
try in order that they might be better versed in certain 
commodities. As an indication of the defects in the pres- 
ent and former systems, Major Byron stated that during 
his service in the Army he had been appointed to the 
Quartermaster Corps “because he had been wounded in 
Porto Rico and because he lived next door to a Senator.’ 
He had then been assigned to buy Army transports for 
the Government and to ship horses, matters of which he 
knew nothing. As another indication of the need: for 
commodity experts, he said that Army requisitions for 
shoe leather called for 14,000,000 hides when there were 
only 13,000,000 available in the entire country. He 
knew there could be no such demand-as three hides for 
each soldier and ‘ran his pen through the requisitions. 
As a result of similar action, he had been able to prevent 
the purchase of $120,000, worth of materials that 
were actually ordered to be bought. 

Major Byron was in favor of the creation of a new 
supply department which should purchase all materials 
used by more than one department of the Army. Pur- 
chasing should be safeguarded by placing an expert in 
each commodity in the purchasing department. Mr. 
Greene asked whether it might be feasible to establish 
a separate purchasing department as a civilian function 
of the War Department in order to relieve Army officers 
of the responsibility of carrying on business dealings, in 
time of war, when even a trained business man might 
have difficulty in maintaining his equilibrium. Major 
Byron replied that the Government could not afford to 
pay the suitable salary such duties would warrant. He 
would not consider the work he had been doing during 
the war worth any less than $100,000 a year under a 
private enterprise. 

Col. A. M. Davis, formerly Director of Storage, told 
the committee a system calling for separate organiza- 
tions for purchase and storage was wrong in that it pre- 
vented any officer from having continuous knowledge 
concerning the disposition and location of the goods pur- 
chased. He criticized the plan adopted during the war 
of having separate overseas and domestic distribution 
divisions. This grew up from the tendency to tear 
down a machine and rebuild it when it did not work. 
rather than attempting to find the weak points to remedy 
them. He also found fault with dividing responsibility 
and said the department chief should have complete au 
thority over his department, including the purchasing of 
technical and special'supplies and their storage. Speak 
ing from his observations as Director of Storage, Colo- 
nel Davis said he was opposed to the storing of specia! 
medical supplies and Signal Corps equipment in a gen- 
eral storage system under the charge of officers who had 
no intimate knowledge of the uses and purposes of tlic 
material stored. He agreed with the proposal to create 
a single agency to procure all supplies used in more than 
one department. The present system of finance, he said. 
made it impossible for zone supply officers to avail 
themselves of local conditions in letting contracts and 
receiving cash discounts. 


General Sharpe on “Breakdown” of O.M.C. 


Major Gen. Henry G. Sharpe, formerly Quartermaste: 
General of the Army, explained to the committee many 
things which were apparently unknown to the membe:s 
concerning the so-called breakdown in the Quartermas 
ter Corps early in the war. While not criticizing the 
General Staff of the early days of the war, General 
Sharpe indicated that he was of the opinion that mans 
errors in judgment had been made prior to the beginning 
of the year 1918. He spoke first of the mistake in : 
moving all quartermaster clerks who were given commis 
sions from the posts at which they were serving. This 
had seriously handicapped the department, particularly 
in view of the fact that so many officers then on detail 
to the Quartermaster Corps left upon the outbreak of 
hostilities. Before November, 1917, he requested au 
thority four or five times to increase the enlisted strength 
of the Quartermaster Department. Each of these recom 
mendations was refused, until, after Gen. Tasker H 
Bliss, then Chief of Staff, had gone to France, General 
Sharpe received a cable message which he considered 
as criticizing his policy in sending supply troops to the 
A.E.F. He felt it an injustice to charge a failure to 
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m ‘when the only thing larking to bring about success 
was the approval of the Chief of Staff; he bad refused 
\o sign a memorandum prepared in his office pointing 
out this fact to General Bliss, and had merely called 
attention to his repeated attempts to receive authority to 
expand his department. -Mr. McKenzie asked whether 
the same officer who turned down his recommendations 
liad Jater criticized him for failure. General Sharpe re- 
plied that he had. Mr. Kearns asked what reason Gen- 
eral Bliss had given for taking this attitude, General 
Sharpe said no reason had been given, and that he had 
not seen General Bliss since the affair had taken ~place. 





Mr. Kearns said: “It seems to me that there had been a 
mistake made and General Bliss knew there had to a 
a goat so, between himself and you, he preferred th 


you be the goat rather than he. 


More Recommendations Held Up. 


General Sharpe asked the committee to call Col. Ezra 
Davis, Col. F. W. Coleman and Major George Hahn to 
give the details of the facts outlined by him. He then 
spoke of a request he had made for the enlistment of 
48,000 motor repair troops, of whom only 3,600 had been 
allowed: He had been later asked why he had not fur- 
nished a larger number of motor repair troops. He also 
had the same difficulty in having the policy for the estab- 
lishment of a quartermaster officers’ training camp 
adopted. After a long delay in acting on the first_recom- 
mendation there had been another delay in awarding the 
contract. Instead of being able to furnish officers by 
Aug. 15, 1917, the school in Jacksonville, Fla., was not 
begun until September of that year. He had then recom- 
mended that certain civilian leather experts be commis- 
sioned in the Army for inspection purposes. This, he 
testified, had also been rejected. Mr. James said in his 
opinion if the Quartermaster Corps ceased to function it 
was because all the recommendations for the good of 
the Service made by the Quartermaster General had been 
turned down by the Chief of Staff. General Sharpe re- 
plied he thought that was true. He was not bringing 
in personal views, he ‘said, adding: “How it affects me 
dees not matter at all, but for the benefit of the com- 
n.ittee in preparing new legislation I think you should 
have the facts. It has been said that certain bureaus 
fell down. I think the committee should be able to judge 
for itself whether they did fall down.” He stated that 
the Secretary had later requested that leather experts 
be commissioned for the identical purpose for which he 
had suggested their appointment in the Army. As a 
comparison between the promptness of action on his 
recommendations and those of his successor, General 
Sharpe said that on Jan. 23, 1918, Major Gen. George 
W. Goethals, Acting Quartermaster General, had re- 
quested that wagon experts be commissioned for in- 
specting wagons and other rolling stock, and the recom- 
mendation was approved by the Acting Chief of Staff 
on Jan. 26. He had encountered considerable difficulty 
in having established sufficient remount depots because 
of a lack of policy, he said. 

There had been some criticism that there had been a 
shortage of motor transportation in France. He said 
this could not be blamed on the Quartermaster Corps, as 
there were always trucks on the docks ready to be 
shipped as long as the trucks were under the control 
of his department. Mr. Kahneasked about the War 
Couneil to which he was appointed when relieved as 
(uartermaster General. General Sharpe read the order 
which created the council ard told the committee it had 
performed many important duties during its existence 
of approximately half a year. Mr. McKenzie asked as 
to the establishment of a supply corps. General Sharpe 
replied that he was a thorough believer in such a plan. 
Asked again by Mr. McKenzie whether he believed the 
Quartermaster Corps had ever fallen down during the 
war, General Sharpe replied that he did not. He said 
his office had been informed that the first men drafted 
would drill in their civilian clothes, but that later the 
Provost Marshal General had issued orders forbidding 
the men from taking their clothes to camp, and it had 
been a difficult job for the Quartermaster Corps to fur- 
nish the necessary uniforms. “He stated that at various 
times he had gone so far as to anticipate action by 
Congress in contracting for clothing and materials in 
order that the supply system might be maintained 


properly. 
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SENATE HEARINGS. 


Major Gen. George O. Squier, Chief Signal Officer of 
the Army, accompanied by Col. Charles McK. Saltzman, 
executive officer, appeared before the Senate committee 
on Oct. 8. General Squier criticized the proposals af- 
fecting the Signal Corps as contained in the War De- 
partment bill along the lines he pursued before the 
House committee. Colonel Saltzman went into detail 
to show the manner in which the Signal Corps would 
be injured by the proposed plan for providing officers 
for the corps through the detail system and the plan 
for continuing the Purchase, Storage and Traffic Divi- 
sion. 

General Lord Ezplains Finance System. 


Brig. Gen. Herbert M. Lord, Director of Finance of 
the War Department, explained the present system of 
Army finance when he appeared before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs on Oct. 6. General Lord 
opened his statement by making it clear that he had no 
criticism to make of the department chiefs, many of 
whom have taken exception to the new system of Army 
finance. He said they did excellent work during the wat, 
despite their system, or lack of system, of keeping finan- 
cial accounts. Each department had complete control 
over the funds appropriated for its use both at the pres- 
ent and as proposed by the War Department bill. Delay 
in making-payments to troops in France, he said, was 
due to eauses entirely unavoidable in most instances, 
such as their being in action or in theaters of action. In 
other cases red tape had been cut and the men had been 
paid. The system of exchange caused scrious difficulties. 
The fluctuation in the rate of exchange of the frane 
made it necessary to obtain legislation authorizing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to set a monthly rate of ex- 
change at which French money should be purchased. 
Another problem that had to be solved by the Director 
of Finance arose from the fact that some sixty to eighty 
disbursing officers cabled each month for their funds. 

General Lord explained the proposed budget system, 
repeating his statement that each bureau would still 
have control over its own funds. He referred to the 
statement of Major Gen. Harry L. Rogers, Quarter- 
master General, in which the latter complained of in- 
terference in making purchases, by General Lord. The 
Director of Finance said he had merely advised General 
Rogers that there was a deficit and ‘advised against the 
purehase of leather goods. Whether or not the purchase 
was wise in other respects, it was an improper one in 
faee of the existence of a t. 


General Lord Continues Testimony. 

General Lord resumed his testimony before the Senate 
committee on Oct. 7. He continued a discussion of the 
problems that had been solved by the Department of 
Finance and which had led up-to the recommendation 
by the War Department that a separate department be 
created for managing the finances of the Army. There 
was a need for the Finance Division, he said, reg:rdless 
of whether Congress established a consolidated purchas- 
ing agency. If no consolidated progurement service was 
furnished there would be even a greater need for the 
consolidation of the financial accounts of the Army. 


Col. J. McA. Palmer Criticises Bill. 

Col. John McA. Palmer, Chief of the War Plans 
Branch of the War Plans Division, General Staff, sharply 
eriticized the administration bill at the hearing on Oct. 
9. Coldnel Palmer asserted there were two possible poli- 
cies to be folldwed in creating a peace-time Military 
Establishment. The first was absolute dependence on a 
professional army and the sécond was the utilization of 
a citizen force to the greatest possible extent. He 
the War Department bill was based on the first princi- 
ple, which he thought was fundamentally wrong. The 
War Plans Division, he said, had prepared a bill which 
coincided “to a large extent with that proposed by the 
General Staff of the A.E.F., and which was based on 
the citizen army policy. Asked by Senator Fletcher as 
to the size of the Regular Army proposed in the War 
Plans Division’s bill, he said the force called for, was 
approximately 280,000 men and, 21,000 officers. He 
added that this number should be materially reduced if 
it was determined that the system of universal military 
training worked out successfully. The War Plans Divi- 
sion had no part in framing the present bill other than 
supplying the details. The entire policy, he said, had 
been fixed by the General Staff before the measure was 
referred to his division. 

Colonel Ralmer said he had been on a committee which 
had studied the New bill for universal military training 
which was introduced at the last session of Congress and 
referred to the General Staff for a report. He said the 
committee had made a favorable report on the policy 
contained in the bill, but that the report had been with- 
held higher up. Senator New asked that the committee 
request the Secretary of War for the report. 

Colonel Palmer inclined to favor the principal features 
of the Kahn-Chamberlain bill, known as the National 
Service Act. He said the six months training period 
and the organized Reserve provided for under that meas- 
ure were preferable to the War Department plan. He 
was of the opinion’ that a military policy such as that 
outlined in the National Service Act could be operated 
at a cost of one-half that of the War Department bill. 
In addition to this, he said it would furnish twice as 
many men in the case of an emergency. Colonel Pal- 
mer favored the single list system for promotion, coupled 
with a rigid system of elimination. He declared a tem- 
porary Army of 280,000 men with 16,000 temporary offi- 
cers should be maintained until such a time that the 
regular peace-time policy might come into effect. Col- 
onel Palmer was asked by the committee to return the 
following day to complete his hearing. 
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NAVY PAY INCREASE HEARINGS. 


The sub-committee on personnel of the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, Representative Kelley chair- 
man, opened hearings on Oct. 8 on the proposal to in- 
crease the pay of Navy officers thirty per cent. and the 
enlisted men fifty per cent. This proposal was contained 
in the bill relative to reorganization of the Navy pre- 
pared in the Navy Department, which was submitted te 
the committee. The text of the bill is printed on page 
182. The hearings began with practically full member- 
ship of the committee present and with a large repre- 
sentation of Navy officers, headed by Admiral Henry B. 
Wilson, commander-in-chief of the Atlantic Fleet. Rep- 
resentative Stiness of Rhode Island, who has introduced 
a bill to raise the pay of officers of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps, addressed the committee on the situation 
necessitating advanced compensation. He entered a plea 
that an adeyuate rate be adopted, particularly that offi- 
cers on retirement be not impoverished in old age be- 





cause of the meagerness of retired pay. 


Rear Admiral Washington on Personnel. 

Rear Admiral Thomas Washington, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation, Navy Department, then opened the 
personnel side of the question, and submitted statistical 
details covering all grades in both commissioned and 
enlisted. personnel. One of his chief points was the 
comparison of pay in the Navy with that in the mer- 
chant service under the U.S. Shipping Board’s schedule. 
He stressed the fact that the latter rates are so much 
higher that it places the Navy at a disadvantage and 
made it extremely difficult to keep petty officers because 
of the attractive pay in the merchant service. He cov- 
ered the schedule in detail, proving by the figures that 
under the Shipping Board’s schedule men were getting 
practically two and one-half times the pay of men in 
the Navy. Following a colloquy on methods of keeping 
enlisted men in the Navy with the idea of making the 
Serve a career, Mr. Hicks of the committee brought 
or that the Navy is trying to keep 14,000 men in trade 
éhools. This is necessary to efficient service, said Ad- 
miral Washington, as well as an inducement to young 
men to gain trade schooling while earning wages. On 
the request of Mr. Butler, chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, that the schedule of pay of 
officers and enlisted men in the British navy be placed 
in the record, it developed that the British enlisted men 
are now receiving four times the pay they received be- 
fore the war. 

In response to Mr. Butler’s question, “Is the base 
pay of enlisted men to be increased fifty or seventy-five 
per cent?’ Admiral Washington replied: “The increase 
is fifty per cent. on the base pay, or approximately a 
flat rate of $50 a month.” He pointed out that under 
the Stiness bill three ratings would fall below their 
present pay. The hearing of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation was suspended to allow Admiral Wilson to 
be heard. 

Admiral Wilson Urges: Increase. 

Admiral Wilson stated that the matter of increasing 
pay goes with the fact that, as a dollar is worth fifty 
eents compared with what it was ten years ago, there 
can be no controversy over the necessity for increase. 
The Navy, he said, was not merely for the defense of 
the country, but it is a great industrial institution and 
as such compensates the country in a measure when 
men -who have served with the Navy return to civil life. 
It takes boys and makes men of them, better men be- 
cause of ——- training and education, and sends 
them back to conntry equipped for greater duties of 


citizenship. The Admiral stated that he would do all 
it was possible to do to keep those in the Navy con- 
tented, because “contented men deliver the goods all tha 
time,” adding: “I hope when a, bill fs passed the fifty 
per cent. increase is based on everything each man ge 

to-day and that the raise is not held down to base pon 
As for the officers, I am not speaking. for myself. I get 
$10,000 a year and I command the Atlantic Fleet; yet, 
compared with similar responsibility in the industrial 


. world, ‘that compensation is small, for I have no side 


lines or investments—I cannot haye them—and when I 
retire I go back to $6,000 a year. In all my time in the 
Service I have had no opportunity to invest money and 
to-day I cannot consider that I am lavishly reimbursed 
for my work. I feel that I have given back to the Gov- 
ernment many times the investment it has in me. I do 
not see why, when the men ask fifty per cent. and the 
officers thirty per cent. under existihg circumstances 
that there should be any question that the increases are 
fair and equitable. If Congress played the game 
rightly it would give an increase of one hundred per 
cent. in face of the fact that a dollar is worth now only 
fifty cents in purchasing power. In cutting off commuta- 
tion, about one-sixth of the officers’ pay is taken away.” 
Mr, Butler stated that he would introduce a concurrent - 
resolution restoring commutation to continue indefinitely. 

Touching on the resignations filed with the depart- 
ment, Admiral Wilson said that he attributed many to 
the impressions gained in the war by graduates from 
the U.S. Naval Academy thrown into contact with Re- 
serve officers, some of whom held important pasitions in 
civil life. The officer became restless for the big oppor- 
tunities related to them by the Reserve officers. ere 
are now on file the resignations tendered by seventy- 
eight line officers. The Admiral said he would accept 
all of them, that he was in favor of the return of 
trained men to civil life, who through the results of 
their training and discipline would justify the Navy to 
some of the people. As. to enlisted men, he would have 
them stay indefinitely, for the reason that trained men 
were necessary at all times and that the Navy could not 
operate with apprentices. 

Navy Short of Skilled Men. - 

Mr. Kelley asked if he would favor a proposal to in- 
crease the pay of enlisted men by a greater percentage 
on re-enlistment. Admiral Wilson said this would be a 
reversal of the proposition as to officers, where the steps 
of percentage decreased as the rank advanced. He did 
not think it necessary, providing the initial pay for en- 
listed men was adequate to the time. The Navy to-day 
bas barely enough skilled men to keep it anywhere near 
standard. He instanced the battleship North Dakota as 
an example because it is the “only s in the Atlantic 
Fleet able to move.” Capt. Thomas J. Senn interested 
himself in getting Regulars to fill the places of Resery- 
ists as they went out, with the result that his ‘ was 
carrying a most competent complement. Mr. Kelley 
asked: “If boys are willing to start at $32.60, is there 
any reason for increasing the rate 

Admiral Wilson replied: “If there is an increase of 
pay of all the skilled men in the Navy to what it should 
be Congress will have done very well. I feel that vent 
sters coming in now getting "82.60 and an outfit wi 
set up a disturbing element, for the increase to the next 
grade—seaman—would be so great a jump that it would 
cause dissatisfaction over the low rate on en ‘sd 

r. Oliver and the Admiral were in accord on the 
plan that the pay should be so arranged that there will 
be hope of advancement to higher, pay so as 
apprentices to apply themselves to special training. Mr. 
Oliver added that he believed the Government should 
not be bidding against itself for the services of men, 
that he would have the high pay barred from men enter- 
ing the merchant marine in their youth. Mr. Kraus 
asked if the Admiral would limit the in ay toa 
certain number of years. The latter replied that such 
a provision would not worry him at all, for he believed 
the rates of pay established would never be reduced. 


Rear Admiral Sims Giwes IUustrations. 

Rear Admiral William S. Sims, president of the Naval 
War College, was heard at the afternoon session. He 
stated that much as he and the officers of the Navy dis- 
liked going into the details of their personal life and 
household economics, it appea to be necessary in 
order to prove that no officer could live as the Govern, 
ment demanded that he live under the present pay and 
economic conditions. He entered into the record numer- 
ous detailed statements of expenses from various offi- 
cers stationed at Newport. Mr. Butler hinted that these 
officers might live on smaller amounts than enumerated, 
to which Admiral Sims replied: “You can get officers 
for the Navy at half their pay, but I would not want to 
fight in that kind of a navy.” In a colloquy on the cost 
to high ranking officers of entertainment, which the Ad- 
miral stated came out of their own pockets, considera- 
tion of the funds allowed for entertainment to officers 
of the British navy was given close attention. The fig- 
ures were supplied by Capt. Richard H. Leigh, assistant 
chief of the Bur@au of Navigation, as printed in the 
Army AND Navy Journal of Sept. 13, page 50. Ad- 
miral Sims said the British plan of giving officers only 
half pay when not employed was a wise provision, for 
through its operations t served to keep the personnel 
free from dead wood. i 

In submitting schedules of expenses of officers at 
Newport, Admiral Sims showed that a captain of 
twenty-nine years’ service had come out $53 ahead on a 
month, which must pay for clothing for himself, wife 
and boy. He read a long, detailed statement from Capt. 
Hutch I. Coneeof the Navy War College covering ex- 
penditures for September. The family of wife, son, 
daughter going to college, young daughter, and the ca 
tain himself, showed total expenses of for the 
month. Pay and allowances for the month were $512.11, 
making the deficit $76.24. It was explained that Mrs. 
Cone was compelled to do all the work of the house and 
that the furnishings were loaned the family without 
cost by a neighbor; that there were no entertainments, 
dinners, guests, theaters or other amusements included 
in the detailed list. The statement of another captain of 
twenty-nine years’ service showed income of $513 and 
expenditures of $492 for September. Another captain of 
thirty years’ service showed a deficit of $1.20 at the end 
of the month. His family of wife and-four children were 
boarding in a second-class place, in which they have 
three rooms, and one of the daughters was teaching 
school. ; 

Admiral Sims then introduced a statement by Capt. 
E. H. Campbell, commandant at the Newport - Train- 
ing Station, on the difficulty of getting recruits for 
the Navy as compared with the merchant service. It 
showed that the apprentices at the end of their three 
months of training were about $9 in debt, and Captain 
Campbell was of the opinion that this the effect of 
discouraging the boy friends of the apprentices from en- 
tering the Service on hearing their complaints of con- 
stant shortage of ready money. He stated that the older 
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enlisted men are now leaving the Navy instead of re- 

enlisting because they cannot get enough money to sup- 
rt themselves and their wiyes and dependents. Admiral 

Bims added: “If we are going to keep up the s 

of the Navy as in the war we must have the right kind 

of men to preserve the respect the Navy won in the 


war.” 
Entertainment Fund Needed for Officers. 

To a question by Mr. Kelley Admiral Sims an- 
swered that it was wholly plausible to adopt certain 
lines of increases. He continued: “I will say that in the 
position I occupy as head of the War College I cannot 
live on my pay on a plane that preserves my self-respect. 
The officers in command of ships are even worse off. 
because they are compelled to return courtesies extended 
to them in the ports at which they call, social duties 
which must be paid for out of their own pockets. Such 
an officer is invited as the representative of the United 
States Government and must return the courtesies ex- 
tended to him. That is why I would impress it upon the 
committee that some allowances should be granted for 
these official functions. The conditions surrounding offi- 
cers of our ships make it necessary that all contribute to 
return of entertainment.” He pointed out that such al- 
lowances could not be fixed and suggested certain funds, 
according to the size of ship and rank of the commander, 
for entertainment purposes. Any fund, he said, would 
be fully ®accounted for and would show either balance or 
deficit according to the size of the ship and the impor- 
tance of the ports visited. He would make allowances 
from the rank of lieutenant up, because lieutenants are 
now commanding small vessels, and however small the 
town touched at. courtesies are extended and must be 
returned. He would follow the British system and have 
funds in charge of the paymaster, who issues the sums 
necessary and keeps account of expenditures. 

Mr. Butler said he agreed that all expenses for 
strictly official courtesies should be paid by the Govern- 
ment. Admiral Sims’s rejoinder, which caused a gen- 
eral laugh, was: “You always do agree, but the thing is 
the funds are never granted by Congress.”” Mr. Oliver 
suggested a lump sum, to be apportioned by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy in his discretion to pay for official 
functions in which Navy officers were involved. Admiral] 
Sims did not think this practicable except on occasions 
of large celebrations, instancing the Hudson-Fylton cele- 
bration, when the Navy expended $150,000. Many offi- 
cial expenditures, he said, were in small sums for minor 
affairs. To render official accounting for the Secretary’s 
scrutiny would embarrass an officer. Such matter could 
be better handled on each ship through the paymaster. 
He favored a system which would limit such funds to the 
importance and size of each ship. He was agreeable, he 
said in answer to a question by Mr. Venable, to grant- 
ing the Secretary power to disallow expenditures if, in 
his opinion, such were unwarranted. He stated that the 
importance of entertaining was very great and that it 
was important that ships of the U.S. Navy make the 
very best impression at foreign ports. Asked by Mr. 
Venable 1: Congress adopted the increase in pay would it 
relieve officers of some of their courtesy embarrassment. 
Admiral Sims said it would help considerably in that 
the officer would be better able to stand his contribution 
for entertaining. No officer now could escape contrib- 
uting a‘ proportionate share of the cost of returning a 
courtesy, he added. 

Petty Officers’ Pay Discussed. 

Rear Admiral Thomas Washington resumed his tes- 
timony before the House committee on Oct. 9 and con- 
tinued the details of pay and organization which were 
begun the previous day. He stated that with an enlisted 
strength of 137,000 men there would be in the neighbor- 
hood of 24,000 men in Class 3, under training, with the 
pay of $32.60 per month; that there would be approxi- 
mately 43,000 men in Classes 2 and 1, with pay ranging 
from $35.90 to $38.40. While during the war many 
men passed through the three grades and reached that 
of petty officer-in a short period of time, yet in peace 
times the average length of service before becoming a 
petty officer would be about three years and four months, 
he said, so that a young man who started in at nineteen 
years of age would be ready for the rating of petty offi- 
cer between the ages of twenty-two and twenty-three. 

On being asked by Mr. Kelley if he thought it advis- 
able to raise the pay of this class, Admiral Washington 
said: “Decidedly.” When a man reached the point 
where he was eligible for the grade of petty officer the 
Shipping Board and the Transport Service would pay 
for the same grade of service from $105 to $120 per 
month, with an allowance for quarters while on travel. 
He called attention to the fact that about eighty-five per 
cent. of the enlistments were for two years only; the 
Navy took men and trained them, and then they went 
to the Shipping Board or the Transport Service, and the 
Navy was back where it started, with new men to train. 
“While there is no effort on the part of the other ser- 
vices to take the Navy men,” he said, “yet it is to the 
advantage of the men to leave pay o@ $38.40 in order to 
get $120. As against the pay for men in the second class 
of $32.60, the Army Transport Service pays $105. We 
are not getting anything like the same class of men now 
that we did before the war.” 

Mr. Kelley asked how an increase of fifty per cent. in 
the pay would take care of the great difference. To this 
the Admiral replied that he believed a general inclina- 
tion on the part of the men to stick to the Navy would 
hold a great many; also that general conditions were 
better in the Navy, and that for a long period of service 
the opportunities were better. In tha three clasess of 
petty officers the present pay ranged from a minimum 
of $41 in Class 3 to $77.50 for Class 1, except for the 
grade of special mechanic, who receives $94 per month, 
and who is the highest paid enlisted man in the Navy. 
He said the new rate recommended, per month, 
would reduce the pay in one or two instances, but that 
he believed a flat rate for all men in Class 1 would be 
desirable, and that it would lead to greater contentment 
among the various classes. At the same time he stated 
that there was a serious shortage in the engineering 
class, from the grade of machinist’s mate down. Re- 
ferring to chief pe officers, it was stated that their 
pay ranged from to a maximum (for chief special 
mechanic) of $145.70. The loss of men, was the 
most serious, was the loss at the the men of ability 
and of high grade who were equipped for specialized 
work in the industries, he said. In reply to a question 
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who would leave $10 to $12 a day outside and come into 
the Navy at $2.50 or $3. He said it would tend to hold 
the men now in the Service, and allow the grades to be 
filled from below, but would hardly attract the qualified 
men from the outside. Asked what kind of work these 
chief petty officers could do with the Shipping Board—~ 
whether they could run a ship—he said that some of 
them could; there were many of them well ae in 
navigation and probably fully competent to e com- 
mand of a ship. Admiral Washington said he believed 
the fifty per cent. increase in pay was not excessive, 
and would enable the Navy to hold a great many of the 
men, would gain a much better class of enlistments than 
at present, and at the same time fill up the Service to 
the proper strength more rapidly. 

‘Mr. Hicks offered a suggestion made by Mr. I. N.. 
Hibbard, of the Shipping Board, to the effect that boys 
be taken into the Navy for a year and-trained, the plan 
being, in general, to givé them a year’s training and 
then place them in the Reserve, where they would be 
available for the Army Transport Service or the Ship- 
ping Board. They would have the advantage of the dis- 
cipline, the instruction as to cleanliness and personal be- 
havior, and would afford a large, well trained Naval 
Reserve. It would solve probably half the difficulties 
now encountered in getting men for the Transport Ser- 
vice and Shipping Board. 


Testimony of Chief Ycoman. 


Robert W. White, chief yeoman, in the Fleet Naval 
Reserve, on inactive status, presented a brief dealing 
with the difficulty now experienced by the enlisted _per- 
sonnel, with especial reference to the chief petty officer, 
in supporting themselves and their families. He touched 
upon the skill required from the petty officers in the 
Navy as Compared with similar occupations in the in- 
dustrial world and spoke also of the handicap suffered 
where a wife must work to help support the family, the 
loss of morale to the husband and the resulting loss of 
efficiency to the Navy. The chief petty officers now are 
ymost of them mature men, he said, who have been in the 
work for years, and who under normal conditions would 
stay for the rest of their lives. But that many, even 
after ten or eleven years’ service and within four or 4ve 
years of possible retirement, are being forced to resign 
because their families cannot live on their government 
pay. While there would doubtless always be sufficient 
men to fill the grades; yet the quality would be steadily 
deteriorating and the Service would suffer, because the 
only men available would be those who could not do 
better outside. 

Mr. Kelley inquired if he thought that with the in- 
crease from $99 to $126 the trouble would be over, as 
to the good men leaving. When Mr. White replied in 
the affirmative, Mr. Kelley asked what there was in the 
Service to make up for the difference between that fig- 
ure and the inducements offered on the outside, by the 
private corporations and the Shipping Boarid. Mr. 
White replied: “Retirement pay and the better condi- 
tions in the Navy. That used to hold them, but it won't 
at the present rate any longer.”

ESTABLISHMENT OF PACIFIC FLEET. 

Criticism of the establishment of the United Stairs 

Pacific Fleet appears in an editorial in the October 
issue of The World's Work, under the heading, ‘The 
Navy. Repudiates Admiral Mahan.” A Navy officer in 
a position to know uitimately the reasons which led up 
to the organization of the Pacific Fleet commented on 
this in an interview with a representative of/the ArMy 
AND NAVY JOURNAL this week, defending the Navy De- 
partment’s action in the matter. The World’s Work 
holds that “Mr. Daniels has done precisely the thing 
against which Admiral Mahan warned ten years ago,” 
and has departed from the principle of concentration 
which Admiral Mahan contended was the basis of naval! 
strategy. An opposing view to this criticism was dis- 
cussed in an editorial on “Mexico and the Fleet” in our 
issue of Aug. 23, page 1757. The Navy officer we quote 
said: 
“The decision to organize the Atlantic and Pacific 
Fleets of equal strength is based on strategical and ad- 
ministrative reasons that are absolutely sound. The 
result of organizing two powerful fleets, one in the At- 
lantic and one on the Paeific, will undoubtedly greatly 
improve the efficiency of the Navy as a whole.” This, 
as Secretary Daniels stated at the time of the fleet re- 
organization, is expected to result from greater oppor- 
tunities for carrying on war-problem exercises on a large 
scale from the spirit of competition in target practice, 
enginecring records and other various forms of fleet 
exercises and training. He continued: 

“It is a.mistake to regard the Navy as being ‘divided’ 
in the sense that the two fleets are widely separated and, 
therefore, do not support each other. The fleets are not 
widely separated for we now have the Panama Canal, 
which~ permits the two fleets, at all times, to be in close 
touch with cach other. Either fleet could be sent from 
the main strategical positions on one coast to those posi- 
tions on the other coast within a period of seven days; 
a period less than that required fcr an enemy of any 
important strength to attack either of our secacoasts, In 
fact this plan greatly increases the protection of each 
coast and therefore insures the greater protection of the 
nation as a whole. Protection of either of our long 
coast lines net only depends upon the ships themselves, 
but very materially upon the establishment, size and 
location of naval bases and navy yards. Such bases will 
only be properly developed when they are used by a 
large force of ships during peace times. 

“The general principle enunciated by Admiral Mahan 
that the division of a naval force necessarily weakens 
the strength of the entire force as it enables the enemy 
to attack one part of the divided force, is true. The re- 
sult of the division of the British navy in the Revolu- 
tionary War and the Russian navy in the Russo-Japa- 
illustrate this principle. Whether or not the 
organization of two fleets in the American Navy violates 
this principle is a question. In my opinion it is only 
violated when a force is so divided Bm pms wi 
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admirals commanding the different units of each fleet 
know exactly what the position of their divisions of 
ships would be in in the battle formation of the come 
bined fleet. recently was it possible to organiza 
the two fleets, because two essentials were necessary, 
one the Panama Canal, the other a sufficient number 9 
various types of ships in the Navy to enable us to of 
ganize two fleets consisting of all the essential types o 
vessels to make each fleet a properly balanced fighting 
force. In my opinion there is no sound argument which 
can be advanced against the new organization of our 
sea power, while there are very many reasons which

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 
Resignations of Navy Officers. 

In addition to the 130 resignations accepted from of- 
ficers of the Medical Corps of the Navy, which we noted 
in our issue of last week, Secretary Daniels has also 
accepted the resignations of sixty-six officers of the 
Supply Corps, and about thirteen members of the Chap- 
lains’ Corps. Nearly all the officers resigning are those 
who entered the Navy from civil life. Secretary Daniels 
stated that no action will be taken on any of the resig- 
nations filed by line officers who were graduated from 
Annapolis. 





Navy Uniforms in Washington 

From and after Oct. 6, and until further orders, the 
Navy Department has directed that the uniform for all 
officers on duty in the District of Columbia shall be 
service dress (with blue cap), and for enlisted men, 
blue dress. 


U.S. Mines in North Sea Removed. 


Rear Admiral Joseph Strauss, U.S.N., commander of 
the Mine Force of the Atlantic Fleet, who has been in 
charge of removing the mine fields planted by the U.S. 
Navy in the North Sea, reported to the Navy Depart- 
ment on Oct. 2 that he had completed the work of re- 
moving the mines. Secretary Daniels in a cable com- 
mending the force under Admiral Strauss for their 
splendid work, said: “It is with the greatest of pleasure 
that the Secretary of the Navy congratulates the off- 
cers and men of the North Sea Mine Detachment on 
having so creditably completed the stupendous task of 
clearing the North Sea of the mines planted by our 
Navy during the war. This most arduous and dangerous 
work, one of the greatest and most hazardous tasks 
undertaken by the Navy and which has been carried on 
with cheerfulnss and integrity, will go down in the 
annals of naval history as one of the Navy’s greatest 
achievements.”

KENTUCKY eer a: 
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THE SIXTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 
FIRST (EXTRAORDINARY) SESSION. 

The Senate on Sept. 27 passed S. 2923, to provide 
$200,000 for the care and maintenance of the graves on 
foreign soil of members of the military forces of the 
United States. 


As amended and reported to the Senate on Oct. 1, 
S. 2207 provides that civilian employees of the U.S. Gov- 
ernment stricken with tuberculosis while in the employ- 
ment of the Government shall be admitted, so far as 
capacity may allow, to hospitals already established for 
the Army and Navy or for the Public Health Service on 
the same terms accorded those already entitled to ad- 
mission. 

S. 3126, authorizing the detail of commissioned officers 
of the Army to take courses of instruction within two 
years from date of commission, was reported in the Sen- 
ate without amendment, on Oct. 3. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs, to whom 
was referred the bill (S. 3125) authorizing the Secre- 
tary of War to transfer certain surplus machine tools 
and other equipment to the Federal Board for Vocational 
Education, report favorably thereon with an amendment. 
This bill is to transfer the title in the property which 
the War Department has already loaned to the Federal 
Board for Vocational Education and which is being used 
by that board. The committee has’ suggested an amend- 
ment, which requires an itemized receipt for the prop- 
erty transferred to be filed in the War Department, and 
that hereafter the Federal Board shall report annually 
to Congress with respect to the disposition and use of 
the property. 

With minor amendments H.R. 8032 was favorably re- 
ported in the House Oct. 1. It provides for the erec- 
tion of memorials and the entombment of bodies in the 
Arlington Memorial Amphitheater, in Arlington National 
Cemetery, Va., and creates a commission to recommend 
regulations. 

Lieutenant Generaley for General Crowder. 


The Senate on Oct. 7 passed the Knox bill to promote 
Major Gen. Enoch H. Crowder, J.A.G., to the rank of 
lieutenant general, in recognition of his eminent ser- 
vices in the creation and administration of the Selec- 
tive Service Act. 

The bill, S. 2807, as passed euthorizes the President 
when General Crowder retires to place him on the re- 
tired list of the Army as a lieutenant general. Senator 
Chamberlain had offered an amendment on Oct. 6 under 
which it was— 

Provided, That these officers of the Army who now hold, or 
previously during the recent war held, the rank herein set 
before their respective names, to wit, Lieut. Gens. Hunter 
Liggett and Robert L. Bullard, and Major Gens. James W. 
McAndrew, James G. Harbord, Ernest Hinds, Merritte W. 
Ireland, Harry L. Rogers, William C. Langfitt, William L. 
Kenly, Henry P. McCain, Charles P. Summerall and Leonard 
Wood shall, when retired from active service, have the rank 
of lieutenant general and the pay hereinbefore provided for 
an officer retired with said rank. 

The Senate declined to accept this amendment, and 
the bill as it now goes to the House would confer the 
rank of lieutenant general upon but one officer, Major 
General Crowder, whose eminent services in connection 
with the creation and administration of the Selective 
Service Act are thus recognized. 

Commutation of Quarters, etc., Nary. 

The House on Oct. 6 passed H.J. Res. 215, continuing 
temporarily the allowance of commutation for quarters, 
heat and light to Navy officers, by repealing a para- 
graph of the Naval Appropriation Act of July 11, 1919, 
which had limited the payment of such allowances to 
Oct. 1, 1919. 

Holding that such legislation might have a bad effect 
on the morale of the Army in future emergencies, Secre- 
tary Baker on Oct. 7 asked the Senate Military Com- 
mittee to report unfavorably the bill by Senator Cham- 
berlain (Dem., Ore.) proposing that all sentences im- 
posed on soldiers during the war be remitted. Cases 
where the offenses committed would be punishable under 
Federal statutes are excepted in the Senator's bill. 

For a National Budget. 

A special House committee on the budget bas agreed 
to report a bill for a national budget system that is de- 
signed to make sweeping changes and result in many 
economies in the administration of the finances of the 
country. The bill fixed the salaries of the Director of 
the Budget and the Comptroller General at $10,000 an- 
nually, with one assistant each at $7,500. The budget 
is to be submitted on the first day of each regular ses- 
sion after Dec. 31, 1919. The bill outlines the work of 
the budget committee as follows: 

“The bureau shall also make a careful investigation 
of all provisions of law dealing: in any way with the 
preparation and transmission to Congress of financial 
data of any character in order to determine what changes 
should be made in such provisions of law, to the end 
that all requirements in respect to the reporting to Con- 
gress of financial data and estimates shall be brought to- 
gether in one place, co-ordinated, revised and brought 
into harmony with the alternative budget which the 
President is by Section 6 required to submit to Congress. 
The results of such investigation shall be embodied in a 
report or reports to the President, who may transmit to 
Congress such report or reports or any part thereof with 
such recommendations regarding the action which in his 
opinion should be taken upon the matters covered by 
such reports.” 

The bill creates an independent establishment known 
as the accounting department, to which is transferred all 
the powers and duties now imposed by law upon the 
Comptfoller of the Treasury and the six auditors. Under 
the present plan Congress has no power or control over 
appropriations after they have once been made. The 
only way by which Congress can hold a check on ex- 
penditures is to continue a control and audit the ac- 
counts by an independent establishment, declares Mr. 
Good, of the committee. é 

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

SJ. Res. 111, Mr. Sherman.—Outlining the attitude to be 
maintained by the Government of the United States and her 
naval and military forces in dealing with conditions upon the 
Dalmatian coast; disapproving interference by the Government 
of the United States in controversies concerning Italian 
boundaries, territory, or questions relating to the Adriatie 
provinces and the action of the United States naval forces 
under orders of Supreme Council. 


S. 3181, Mr. Lodge.——To reimburse the governors of states 
and territories for expenses incurred by them in aiding the 
United States to raise, organize and supply and equip armed 
forces of the United States in the existing war with Germany 
and its allies and to protect citizens of the United States is 
Mexico and on the Mexican border. 


8S. 3139, Mr. Sheppard.—For purchase of land adjoining 
Fort Bliss, Texas, appropriating $356,700. 

8S. 3140, Mr. Sheppard.—That Section 300 of the War Risk 
Insurance Act approved Oct. 6, 1917, be amended by adding 
thereto the following: ‘‘Provided further, That this act shall 
apply to all persons who were members of the Military or 
Naval Establishments of the United States on and after April 
6, 1917, and who may have died or become disabled and 
discharged on or prior to Oct. 6, 1917, and any benefits or 
compensation which they or their heirs would have been 
entitled to, had this provision been in effect on April 6, 1917, 
and thereafter, shall now be given and made to them and 
their heirs.’’ 

8. 3142, Mr. Wadsworth.—Authorizing sale, exchange, lease 
and bailment of war supplies and other Government property. 
Lease for a period not exceeding twenty-five years to any 
domestic or foreign person, partner, association, corporation, 
state, territory, subdivision thereof or to transfer of war sup- 
plies; also such lands, buildings, plants, factories, port Army 
supply bases and port terminals and port terminal facilities, 
or any part thereof or interest therein acquired or built by 
the United States since April 6, 1917, for purposes incident 
to or connected with the war, except flying fields and camps 
and cantonments: Provided; That sales, leases or exchanges 
of small arms and light and heavy artillery and equipment 
shall be limited to states, territories, municipalities, foreign 
states and governments and subdivisions thereof; and to 
officers and enlisted men of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps, now in the Service or heretofore or hereafter dis- 
charged- under honorable conditions, and to members of the 
National Rifle Association or to other recognized associations 
or educational institutions within the United States for en- 
couragement of military drill or small arms practice, and to 
American manufacturers and inventors for experimental pur- 
poses. Bailments without compensation to the United States 
of articles which have no recognized commercial use may be 
made to American manufacturers and inventors for experi- 
mental or engineering purposes. Steamships in the U.S. Army 
Transport Service and other vessels in possession of the War 
Department found unsuitable for further service and no longer 
required by such department, may be sold and disposed of as 
provided herein, without regard to date of acquisition of such 
steamship or vessel. . 

S. 3151, Mr. Chamberlain.—To authorize the Secretary of 
War to grant the use of land and camp equipment to the U.S. 
Training Corps for Women, and to detail Army officers for 
service at recreational camps. 


H. Res. 318, Mr. Tinkham.—That the use of armed forces 
of the United States in Europe and Asia against any peoples 
with which the United States is at peace, without express 
authorization of Congress, or the use of such troops for the 
supervision of plebiscites, the delimitation of frontiers, the 
determination of racial rights and other tasks to which they 
are known to have been assigned, is incompatible with the 
traditions and policies of this country. 


H.J. Res. 220, Mr. Overstreet.—Providing for the free use 
of surplus motor trucks, motor-propelled vehicles, rollers and 
other surplus equipment of the War Department by the sev- 
eral states of the Union for permanent road building. 

H.J. Res. 221, Mr. Browne.—Providing for transfer to the 
Secretary of Agriculture all motor trucks, war material, equip- 
ment and supplies not needed for the purpose of the War 
Department but suitable for use in the improvement of high- 
ways, and that the same be distributed among the highway 
departments of the several states to be used on roads con- 
structed in whole or in part by Federal aid, such distribution 
to be made upon a value basis of distributi the same as 
provided by the Federal Aid Road Act approved July 11, 
1916: Provided, That the Secretary of Agriculture at his 
discretion may reserve from such distribution not to exceed 
ten per centum of said trucks, material, equipment and sup- 
plies for use in the construction of national forest roads or 
other roads constructed under his direct supervision. 

H.J. Res. 222, Mr. Layton.—Directing the Secretary of 
War to dispose of surplus dental outfits not in use and not 
immediately needed by the Government: Provided, That they 
shall be sold preferentially to an honorably discharged dental 
officer, and at a price not to exceed twenty-five per centum 
of the first cost to the Government: Provided further, That 
after the period of six months after this act goes into effect, 
these dental outfits may be disposed of to the general trade: 
And provided further, That all dental outfits or parts thereof 
so purchased shall be invoiced, packed and delivered to any 
railroad station within the United States designated by the 
purchaser without additional cost for packing and shipping. 


H.R. 9593, Mr. McCulloch.—To amend and modify Article 
IV. of the War Risk Insurance Act, so that the term in- 
surance in force on the life of every commissioned officer, 
enlisted man and member of the Army or Navy Nurse Corps 
(female) on the date he leaves the active military or naval 
service, for reasons not precluding the continuation of in- 
surance after Oct. 6, 1917, shall be continued in force for 
two years after the end of the calendar month in which he is 
separated from the active service without the payment of 
premiums by the insured. 

H.R. 9594, Mr. Hicks.—Prohibiting the issuance of papers 
of declaration of intention to become citizens or final papers 
of citizenship to certain aliens who claimed exemption from 
military service in the present war, and providing for the 
deportation of certain aliens who surrendered their first pa- 
pers of citizenship in order to escape military service. 

H.R. 9647, Mr. Fuller, of Massachusetts.—To authorize the 
appointment of Rafael A. Segarra a captain of Infantry or 
Quartermaster Corps in the United States Army. 

H.R. 9671, Mr. Kraus.—That Sec. 1441 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States is hereby amended to read: 
**See. 1441. No officer of the Navy or Marine Corps who has 
been dismissed by the sentence of a court-martial, or suffered 
to resign in order to escape such dismissal, shall ever again 
become an officer o thef Navy: Provided, That, whenever in 
the opinion of the Secretary of the Navy any officer of the 
Navy or Marine Corps who may have been dismissed,'or who 
shall have resigned as hereinbefore stated, shall have con‘ 
ducted himself during the period of his dismissal or resigna- 
tion in a manner to cause the Secretary to believe that the 
cause for such dismissal or resignation has ceased to exist, 
and shall, after such dismissal or resignation, have served 
with credit not less than one year in the Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps during the war with Germany, then the Secre- 
tary of the Navy may cause such officer to be reinstated in 
the branch or the Service from which he resigned or was 
dismissed with the rank or grade that such officer had at the 
time of his resignation or dismissal. Such reinstatement shall 
be provisional for a period of one year, at the close of which 
period such appointment shall be made permanent if the ap- 
pointee shall have demonstrated, under such regulations as 
the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe, his suitability and 
moral, professional and physical fitness for such permanent 
appointment; but should any appointee fail so to demonstrate 
his suitability and fitness, his appointment shall terminate: 
Provided further, That such appointee shall be carried as an 
extra number in the rank to which he may be appointed or 
thereafter promoted. 

H.R. 9722, Mr. Miller.—For the relief of ‘contractors and 
subcontractors for docks, tanks, buildings and work under

AIRPLANE Fires THREE MILES Per MINUTE. 

Sabie Lacointe, who was the official tester of French 
army airplanes during the war, is reported in a press 
dispatch from Paris to have attained a speed of three 
miles in one minute in a new type Monocoque machine 
while at an altitude of 2,000 feet on Oet. 3. Lacoipte 
is to pilot the largest airplane in the world upén its 
trial trip, which is to take place near Paris soon. The 
machine has a wing spread of i175 feet and a length of 
sixty feet. The tail, to which the rudder is attached, 
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has a cupola where machine guns can be placed. The 
giant machine has a cruising radius of 500 miles and a 
usual speed of 120° miles. 
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PERSONNEL, NAVY AND MARINE CORPS. 


The bill, prepared by the Navy Department and now 
before a sub-committee of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs undergoing discussion in hearings, as noted 
on page 179, “to increase the efficiency of the Navy 
and Marine Corps,” provides, among other things, for 
new methods of transfer and appointment; selective pro- 
motion ; special credit for war service in retirement from 
the Navy and Marine Corps; employment of members of 
the Naval Reserve Force, Naval Reserve Flying Corps, 
in time of peace; fixes the permanent strength of the 
Marine Corps, rearranges its personnel, and makes the 
enlistment term the same as for the Navy. The base pay 
of Navy and Marine Corps is increased thirty per cent, 
for officers and fifty per cent. for enlisted men, and ex- 
isting limits regarding the forty per cent. longevity pay 
of officers is repealed. The substance of the proposed 
bill follows: 

H.R. To increase the efficiency of the Navy and Ma 
rine Corps, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted, etc., that officers comprising the temporary 
commissioned and warrant personnel of the Navy, and mem- 
bers of the Naval Reserve Force of commissioned and warrant 
ranks, shall be eligible for transfer to and appointment in the 
permanent Navy in grades or ranks for which found qualified 
not above that held by them on date of transfer, but not to 
exceed a total of 1,200 commissioned officers in the line, in- 
cluding 500 appointed from the Naval Reserve Flying Corps, 
with proportionate. number in all staff corps, as now authorized 
by law: Provided, That temporary officers so transferred to 
permanent Navy and members of Naval Reserve Force of com- 
missioned and warrant ranks so appointed in permanent Navy 
shall take such precedence therein as Secretary of Navy may 
determine. 

Sec. 2. In addition to number of transfers and appointments 
hereinbefore allowed, commissioned warrant officers of more 
than 15 years’ service since date of warrant, who have cred 
itably served in the war with the German Government in tem- 
porary commissioned ranks or grades in Regular Navy, may be 
appointed to permanent rank or grade for which qualified not 
above temporary rank or grade held by them at time of trans- 
fer, and shall take rank therein in accordance with their pre- 
cedence while in temporary Navy: Provided, That no transfers 
or appointments made in accordance with any provision of this 
act shall be to a higher grade or rank than lieutenant in Navy. 

Sec. 3. Officers appointed under any of foregoing provisions 
shall be not more than 35 years of age when so appointed to 
line of Navy, Construction Corps, Civil’ Engineering Corps, 
Chaplain Corps. or Supply Corps, and not more than 40 years 
of age when so appointed to Medical or Dental Corps: Pro- 
vided, That said age limits shall be increased in cases of offi- 
cers who have rendered prior service as warrant and commis- 
sioned officers in naval service to extent of such prior service: 
Provided further, That officers of line of Navy who were ap- 
pointed thereto from sources other than Naval Academy shall 
not be ineligible for promotion by reason of age as prescribed 
by Act of Aug. 29, 1916, until they have rendered 10 years’ 
service in grade of lieutenant commander, six years’ service in 
grade of commander, or 8 in grade of captain, respectively, 
upon completion of which service such officers, if then ineligible 
for promotion by reason of age, shall be retired in accordance 
with said act: And provided further, That until June 30, 1923, 
promotions to lieutenant (j.g.) and lieutenant may be made 
without regard to length of service, and officers of permanent 
Navy who have served satisfactorily during the war with Ger- 
man Government in a temporary grade or rank shall be eligible 
under provisions of existing law for selection for promotion or 
for promotion to same permanent grade or rank without regard 
to statutory requirements other than professional and _ physical 
examinations: And provided further, That temporary officers 
eligible hereunder for transfer to permanent Navy may be re- 
tained for such time as may be necessary to effect such trans- 
fer, but shall not be retained if in excess of total authorized 
number of officers later than June 30, 1921. 

Sec. 4. Hereafter in time of peace the Secretary of Navy 
may employ on active duty with their own consent members of 
Naval Reserve Force of commissioned and warrant ranks and 
midshipmen, number so employed at any one time mot to ex 
ceed 400 midshipmen and 667 of commissioned and warrant 
ranks, exclusive of those under training: Provided, That in 
addition thereto, for a period not exceeding three years, Secre 
tary of Navy is authorized to employ on active duty with their 
own consent not more than 500 members of Naval Reserve 
Flying Corps of commissioned ranks, with such number of 
members of warrant ranks and commissioned warrant ranks as 
he shall deem proper: Provided further, That officers other 
than naval aviators and student naval aviators who are de- 
tailed to duty involving actual flying in aircraft, including 
dirigibles and kite balloons, shall, when holding such details, 
receive same increase in pay as allowed student naval aviators: 
And provided further, That hereafter actual and necessary ex- 
penses shall be allowed persons in Navy and Marine Corps 
traveling by air under orders not to exceed $8 per day to offi- 
cers and $5 per day to enlisted men so traveling 








Proposed Marine Corps Personnel Legislation. 

Sec. 5. The permanent authorized enlisted strength of Ma- 
rine Corps is hereby increased to 27,467, including Marine 
band, distribution in various grades to be made in same pro- 
portion as is now authorized by law, except that authorized 
number of gunnery sergeants, sergeants, corporals and privates 
(first class) will include 108 aero sergeants, 114 aero me- 
chanics (first class), 150 aero mechanics (second class), and 
186 aero mechanics (third class), respectively, which grades 
are hereby authorized and established. Aero sergeants shall 
rank with gunnery sergeants and be paid a base pay of $80 
per month. Aero mechanics (first class) shall rank with ser- 
geants and shall be paid a base pay of $70 per month. Aero 
mechanics (second class) shall rank with corporals and shall 
be paid a base pay of $60 per month. Aero mechanics (third 
class) shall rank with privates (first class) and shall be paid a 
base pay of $50 per month. Enlisted men in these grades shall 
be allowed additional pay at rate of $5 per month for each re- 
enlistment in Marine Corps within three months, and shall be 
allowed same bonus on first re-enlistment as is now allowed by 
law. 

Sec. 6. All officers serving témporarily in grades of captain 
and below, upon date of passage of this act, shall be eligible to 
fill existing vacancies, and those hereby created in said grades, 
by transfer to, or reappointment in, permanent Marine Corps 
in grades held by them on date of transfer. Transfers so made 
shall be without regard to age, and if found not qualified in 
said grade, to lower grades after qualification: Provided, That 
no transfer shall be made to a higher grade than captain, and 
all officers so transferred shall establish to satisfaction of Secre- 
tary of Navy, under such rules as he may prescribe, their men- 
tal, moral, professional and physical qualifications to perform 
duties of grades to which transferred. 

Sec. 7. In addition to number of commissioned officers al- 
lowed in various grades, in accordance with Act of Aug. 29, 
1916, 60 additional officers are hereby authorized, 10 in grade 
of captain, 20 of first lieutenant, and 30 of second lieutenant. 

Sec. 8. Any temporary officer appointed to permanent com 
mission in Marine Corps, under this act, may, in discretion of 
Secretary of Navy, be discharged from service for inefficiency 
or misconduct at any time during one year from date of his 
permanent commission. 

Sec. 9. The appointment of 25 additional marine gunners 
and 25 additional quartermaster clerks. in Marine Corps is 
authorized. Warrant officers hereafter appointed to these grades, 
and pay clerks, shall, after six years from date of warrant or 
appointment, be commissioned chief marine gunners, chief quar 
termaster clerks or chief pay clerks, after passing satisfactorily 
such examination as Secretary of Navy may prescribe, and 
shall, when so commissioned, have same rank, pay, allowances 
and other benefits as now or hereafter prescribed by law.for 
commissioned warrant officers of Navy: Provided, That perma- 
ment marine gunners, quartermaster clerks, and pay clerks, at

Sec. 13. Hereafter permanent ns : 
sioned grades and ranks ot line and staff of Marine Corps 
above that of captain, except major general, and including 


promotion of officers carried as additional numbers in grade, 
shall be by selection only from next lower respective grade, 
upon recommendation of a board of marine officers as herein 
prescrided. Promotion to grades of captain and first lieutenant 
shall be by seniority in next lower grade. Boards for selection 
for promotion of officers to grades of lieutenant colonel, colonel 
and brigadier general shall be composed of five officers, con- 
sisting of major general commandant, three line officers not 
below permanent rank of brigadier general, and head of one 
of staff departments. Boards for selection for promotion of 
officers to major shall be composed of seven officers not below 
permanent rank of. lieutenant colonel. The boards shall be 
convened at least once a year, and at such times as Secretary 
of Navy may direct. Each member of board shall swear or 
affirm that he will, without prejudice or partiality, and having 
in view solely the special fitness Of officers and efficiency of 
Marine Corps, perform duties imposed upon him as herein 
provided. Boards shall be furnished by major general com- 
mandant with number of vacancies existing in various grades 
at time of convening of boards and those which will occur by 
operation of law during ensuing six months, together with 
records of each officer eligible for selection for promotion: 
Provided, That any officer eligible for consideration for selection 
as herein authorized shall have right to forward, through 
official channels, to board, at any time not later than ten days 
after convening of board, a written or telegraphic communica- 
tion inviting attention to any matter of record in files of 
department or Marine Corps headquarters concerning himself 
which he deems important in consideration of his case: Pro- 
vided further, That such communication shall not contain any 
reflection upon character, conduct or motives of or criticism 
of any officer: And provided further, That after July 1, 1921, 
no colonel, lieutenant colonel or major shali be eligible for 
consideration by the board unless he has had not less than 3 
years’ temporary or permanent service in same or higher grade 
in which he is serving on date of convening of board; and 
no captain shall be eligible for consideration by the board 
unless he has had not less than 4 years’ temporary or perma- 
nent service in same or higher grade in which he is serving 
on date of convening of board: And provided further, That 
recommendation of board in case of officers holding permanent 
commissions in lower grade of any staff department shall be 
based upon their comparative fitness for duties prescribed by 
law in their respective departments.

Sec. 14. The boards shall recommend for promotion a num- 
ber of officers in each grade equal to number of vacancies to 
be filled in next higher grade during following six months. 
The report of boards shall be in writing, signed by all mem- 
bers, and shall certify that board has carefully considered the 
case of every officer eligible for consideration under this law, 
and that officers therein recommended are best fitted, in opinion 
of majority of board, of all those under consideration, to assume 
duties of next higher grade. 

Sec. 15. The report of board shall be submitted to the 
President for approval or disapproval. In case any officer 
or officers recommended by board are not acceptable to Presi- 
dent, board shall be informed of name of such and shall recom- 
mend a number of officers equal to number found not accept- 
able. When report of board shall have been approved by 
President officers recommended therein shall be deemed eligible 
for selection, and if promoted shall take rank with one another 
in accordance with order in which recommended by board: 
Provided, That officers selected for promotion shall, before being 
promoted, be required to pass examination prescribed by law: 
Provided further, That any officer who would, by seniority, 
in accordance with law, prior to passage of this act, have 
become entitled to promotion to grade of colonel, lieutenant

Voluntary Enlistments in the U.S. Marine Corps. 


Sec. 16. The provisions of Naval Appropriation Act ap- 
proved July 11, 1919, in so far as they pertain to pay, allow- 
ances and gratuities in case of enrolled members of reserve 
force who transfer to regular Marine Corps to serve out un- 
expired portion of their terms of enrolment, and like provisions 
of that act relative to enlisted men who enlisted for period 
of the war, and those who have their status changed to that 
of men who enlisted for period of the war, as therein provided, 
shall be construed as applying to all such reservists and period 
of war men as have since Nov. 11, 1918, been honorably dis- 
charged from Marine Corps or from Marine Corps Reserve 
and have since enlisted or re-enlisted in regular Marine Corps 
within three months from date of such discharge, as well as to 
those period of war men who have since Nov. 11, 1918, ex- 
tended their enlistments in Marine Corps in accordance with 
Marine Corps orders. 

Pay of Navy and Marine Corps. 

Sec. 17. The base pay of all officers, active and retired, of 
Navy and Marine Corps is increased 30 per centum per annum, 
and pay of all enlisted men, active and retired, is increased 
50 per centum per annum, these increases to be effective from 
date of approval of this act; and retainer pay of members of 
Naval Reserve Force and Marine Corps Reserve shall be com- 
puted on pay as increased herein: Provided, That so much 
of Acts of May 11, 1908, May 13, 1908, April 12, 1902, and 
Aug. 14, 1912, as, respectively, specifically limits to $5,000, 
$4,500 and $4,000, respectively, the increase of 40 per centum 
of annual pay for length of service of captain, commander and 
lieutenant commander in Navy, and of colonel, lieutenant col- 
onel and major in Marine Corps, is hereby repealed: Provided 
further,. That the base pay of all chief petty officers while 
holding acting appointment shall be $99 per month and those 
holding permanent appointment shall be $126 per month. 

Sec. 18. There is hereby appropriated such sums as may 
be necessary to carry out the provisions of this act during 
current fiscal year under several appropriations, respectively, 
chargeable. 

“Victory Medal’ and “Victory Button.” 

Sec. 19. The Secretary of Navy is authorized to expend, out 
of appropriation “Pay of Navy,’ not exceeding $600,000, for 
manufacture and distribution of ‘Victory medal” and ‘Victory 
button” for naval service of United States. 

Land for Naval Aviation, 

See. 20. The unexpended balance of appropriation ‘“Avia- 
tion,” contained in Naval Appropriation Act approved July 1, 
1918, is continued and made available for acquisition, in man- 
ner provided in said act, of lands for which negotiations have 

entered into but not yet consummated, 


Collision Claims. 


Sec. 21. The Secretary of Navy is authorized to determine 
amounts due on all claims for damages, where amount of claim 
does not exceed $5,000, occasioned since April 6, 1917, and 


hereafter, by collisions or other accidents, for which vessels of 
Navy or vessels in naval service shall be found responsible, and 
report amounts due ceimants to Congress through the Treasury 
for payment.

It is proposed to celiect 
the experiences of officers of the Guard and secure their inclu 
sion in the records of Congress. The assertion was repeatedly 
made that an Army clique was trying to destroy the Guard 

Col. Willis E. Stover, according to the Boston Transcript 
said that, while he was not personally affected by the attitude 
of the Regular Army officers, he Nad received evidence that the 
resentment against the alleged discrimination was widespread 
Col. Edward L. Logan declared that the morale section of the 
General Staff was engaged in an effort to destroy the National 
Guard, and that the funds of the Government were being used 
in this campaign. Gen. Charles H. Cole said that efforts to 
counteract the projects of the Regular Army clique constituted 
a patriotic duty. He said that the military policy of the nation 
should be dictated by the people and not by officers of the Reg 
ular Army 

Gen. John H. Sherburne outlined the terms of a bill which is 
to be laid before Congress for the purpose of rehabilitating the 

Guard. He urged that the national association be given support 
in its efforts in behalf of this measure.

SUBSCRIBER.—It is not possible for this department to 
determine the degree of disability of amyone. Each case in 
the Service must be passed upon by the War Risk Insurance 
Bureau and compensation is paid in secordance. An en- 
listed man who was commissioned and contracted tuberculosis 
would not be re-enlisted for service with troops. He is a 
subject for rehabilitation or compensation on the disability list. 

W. ¥. d. W. asks: Enlisted March 2, 1916, in the Regular 
Army. (1) Will I be able to obtain my discharge for purpose 
of re-enlisting! (2) If so, will I receive travel pay and 
bonus? Answer: (1) March 1, 1920. (2) Yes.

If I re-enlist within three months 
for three years, will I be in the sixth period, for purpose of pay 
during entire enlistment, or will my pay status change April 
15, 1920? If I re-enlist for one year, when does my pay 
status change? Answer: Pay status changes three years after 
your re-enlistment of April 15, 1917, when you enter the sixth 
period, if you have re-enlisted within three months of discharge 
from commission. 

W. K. R. asks: I re-enlisted Oct. 15; 1914 (then in my fifth 
period); was discharged June 21, 1916, to accept commission 
in National Guard, then in Federal Service; mustered out of 
Federal Service March 15, 19}7; re-enlisted March 26, 1917;

my commission. If discharged, upon re-enlistment what period 
will I be in? Answer: That of March 26, 1917, until March 
25, 1920,

the complements of the men-of-war here, now so reduced that 
it would be impossible for them to make a cruise. The ves- 
sels were sent here to discharge their duration-of-the-war men, 
and this has seriously crippled their crews. 

Work is to be started here within the next month on an 
additional radio station to cost approximately $150,000. Some 
time ago the plant in south San Francisco was destroyed by 
fire, and inability to acquire the additiomal ground needed 
for the larger one now planned determined the Navy Depart- 
ment to build it here instead. The collier Glacier left last 
week for San Diego, carrying down stores to the Pacific Fleet, 
which is now assembling there as fast as the completion of 
repairs to ships permits. The Glacier will return here about 
the end of the week for an overhauling. 

The trial trip of the Kennison has been postponed until 
Oct. 10 and that of the Claxton until the 13th. Plans are 
under way to launch the battleship California about the middle 
of November, the exact date not yet having been decided upon. 
Governor William D. Stephens will name the sponsor for the 
ship, and it is thought that he will designate his daughter, 
Mrs. Randolph Zane, widow of Colonel Zane, U.S.M.C., who 
lost his life in France. ‘The destroyer Crane has arrived at 
the yard. She left here during the Liberty Loan drive and 
acted as Liberty Loan ship from San Diego te the East coast. 
She edmes now for repairs. The destroyers Philipps and 
O’Bannon have left for San Francisco. They are among the 
vessels being sent here semi-monthly for repairs. Orders call 
for six destroyers to come every week until all have been 
repaired. 

The cruiser Chicago, which came up to the yard Monday 
for repairs, is one of the oldest vessels now serving with the 
Pacific Fleet, and it is believed that she may be taken off 
the active list at an early date. 

Authority has been received to proceed with the $101,000 
worth of work in the hull division on the Georgia and the 
$64,000 jobs which will be necessary in the machinery division, 
and these are to be started at once. On the Rhode Island the 
estimates call for $300,000 in thé machinery division alone, with 
a large amount to be done by the hull employees. Work on 
these two will be given precedence over that on the Vermont 
and Nebraska. Work has been started in the overhauling 
of the Jason. 

Notice was received from Washington yesterday that there 
would be no wage board at Mare Island this winter. The scale 
fixed in November, 1918, which calls for $6.40 as the basic 
wage in many of the trades, is to continue in force, notwith- 
standing the fact that eight cents more per hour has been 
demanded in private plants and has led to a strike of shipyard 
workers o@ this coast.

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TRAVEL PAY AND BONUS ON DISCHARGE. 

The War Department on Oct. 4 issued the following 
statement relative to travel pay and the payment of the 
$60 bonus on discharge, in advance of a circular to be 
published : 

In connection. with Circulars 201, 391 and 404, War D., 
1919, the following act is published to the Army for the 
information and guidance of all concerned: 

‘*To provide for thé payment of travel pay upon discharge 
to men of the Regular Army enlisted prior to April 2, 1917. 
Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That those 
enlisted men of the Army who enlisted in the Regular Army 
prior to April 2, 1917, and who have accepted or may accept 
their discharge from such~ enlistment in order to re-enlist 
under the terms of the act entitled ‘An Act to authorize the 
resumption of voluntary enlistment in the Regular Army, and 
for other purposes,’ approved Feb. 28, 1919 shall upon such 
discharge receive travel pay at the rate provided in the act 
entitled ‘An Act permitting any person who has served in the 
United States Army, Navy or Marine Corps in the present 
war to retain his uniform and personal equipment, and to 
wear the same under certain conditions,’ approved Feb. 28, 
1919, from the place of such discharge to thei actual bona 
fide home or residence or original muster into the Service as 
they may elect. The Secretary of War is authorized to dis- 
charge any or all of these men enlisted prior to April 2, 
1917, who desire discharge from their old enlistment for the 
purpose of so re-enlisting, regardless of whether or not the 
period of their original contract or enlistment has been com- 
pleted: Provided, That in case any enlisted man has been or 
hereafter shall be discharged for the purpose of re-enlisting 
in the Regular Army, he shall be entitled to the payment of 
$60 as provided in Section 1406 of the act entitled ‘An Act 
to provide revenue, and for other purposes,’ approved Feb. 
24, 1919. 4 

“Approved Sept. 29, 1919.” 

In carrying out the provisions of the above act the fellow- 
ing instructions will be observed: 

1. Enlisted men hereafter honorably discharged for the pur- 
pose of re-enlisting, under authority of Circular 201, War D., 
1919, as amended, will be paid the $60 bonus and travel 
allowance at five cents per mile from place of discharge to 
actual bona fide home or residence, or original muster into 
the Service, at soldier's option. These amounts will be in- 
cluded in final payment to soldier at date of discharge. 

2. In all cases enlisted men will exercise the option with 
respect to travel pay authorized by the above quoted act by 
executing the affidavit prescribed in Par. 4, Circular 252, War 
D., 1919, the references Section 3, Act of Feb. 28, 1919 
(Public 300, 65th Congress),’’ to be changed to read ‘‘Act 
approved Sept. 29, 1919.’’ 

3. If the soldier elects to receive travel pay to his bona 
fide home or residence, and such bona fide home or residence 
ean be verified by his Service record, payment will be made 
accordingly. If place designated as bona fide home or regi- 
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dence cannot be verified the method outlined in Par. 6, Cir- 
cular 252, will be observed. 

4. The Zone Finance Officer, Lemon Building, Washington, 
D.C., will settle claims of enlisted men discharged an* re- 
enlisted under authority of Circular 201, War D., 1919, wlio 
have not been paid travel pay or bonus. Instructions con- 
tained in Par. 7, Circular 252, War D., 1919, will obtain with 
respect to travci pay, present affidavit claim blank (DS-ODF- 
2847)*to be used, substituting ‘‘Act Sept. 29, 1919,’’ for 
‘‘Section 3, Act approved Feb. 28, 1019,’’ whenever vc- 
curring. 

5. A true copy of soldier’s discharge certificate will be 
accepted in lieu of original when certified as such by a re 
cruiting officer. A true copy will be executed as prescribed 
in Par. 7, Circular 252, War D., 1919, and will contain the 
following certificate: ‘‘I eertify that the foregoing is an exact, 
true and literal copy of the discharge certificate of ......... 
and that I have written in imk, or stamped with indelible ink, 
and signed, og the original from which this copy was made, 
the following certificate: ‘A true copy of this discharge cer- 
tifieate has been made and attested to by me to enable the 
soldier to obtain travel pay and (or) bonus, under the Act of 
Sept. 29, 1919.’’’ The original discharge certificate will be 
endorsed by the recruiting officer as follows: ‘‘A true copy 
of this discharge certificate has been made and attested to by 
me to enable the soldier to obtain travel pay and (or) bonus 
under the Act of Sept. 29, 1919.’’ p 

6. In making claim for the $60 bonus the following form 
will be used: ‘‘I hereby make claim for $60 bonus authorized 
by the Act approved Sept. 29, 1919. I enlisted (date and 
organization) Honorably discharged to re- 
enlist (date and organization) ........+++.. under authority 
Circular 201, War D., 1919. I have not received the $60 
bonus nor have I previously made a claim for same. (Signa-

Three months’ extra pay under the Act of 
Congress approved May 11, 1908, is not payablé upon re- 
enlistment.’’

I.—Control of activities at Camp Alfred Vail, N.J.—The 
Signal Corps School, Camp Alfred Vail, NJ., is exempt from 
the coftrol of the department commander in all that pertains to 
its courses of instruction or separate organization and adminis- 
tration as a signal school, 

I.—Officers’ qualification card.—Paragraphs 3 and. 4, section 
V, G.O. No. 46, W.D., 1918, as amended by section I, G.O. 
No. 87, W.D., 1918, and G.O. No. 85, W.D., 1918, relating to 
ratings and qualification cards for officers, are rescinded. 

III.—Disposition of historical reeords of troop units.—When 
records of troop units are turned in at any port, camp, or 
other station under the provisions of existing orders and regula- 
tions, the records of general historical interest and not admin- 
istrative in nature will be sent to the Historical Branch, War 
Plans Divisien, General Staff, Washington Barracks, D.C.

In connection with Circular 434, War DBept., 1919, where 
application for converted insurance is made without prior appli- 
cation for term insurance, date of enlistment must be entered 
on form in order that Bureau of War Risk Insurance may be 
informed as to whether or not application was executed within 
120 days after enlistment. 


INSPECTION OF SHOES. 
Cir. 438, War Dept., Sept. 24, 1919. 

There are being turned in at posts, camps and stations many 
shoes of enlisted men with soles entirely worn through. Atten- 
tion is directed to Pars. 19 to 21, inclusive, S.R. No. 77, War 
Dept., 1918, under provisions of which each company, battery, 
troop or detachment commander will be held responsible for 
careful inspection weekly of all shoes issued to the men in his 
unit. Commanding officers will require organization command- 
ers to observe and comply strictly with regulations in this 
respect.

DESIGNS FOR COLORS AND STANDARDS. 
Cir. 444, Sept. 29, 1919, War Department. 

1. The attention of all conéerned is directed to the changes in 
specifications for colors and standards, published in Changes 
No. 92, Army Regulations, War Dept., Aug. 18, 1919. 

2. The colors and standards now in the possession of organ- 
“izations will be continued in use until no longer serviceable. 

3. Commanding officers of organizations for which colors or 
standards are authorized will submit to The Adjutant General of 
the Army recommendations for the design of the distinctive 
organization device to be placed above the coat of arms on the 
organization color or standard, and devices for the foir corners 
if such are considered desirable. These devices are intended to 
commemorate the services and historical deeds of the orgau- 
ization. 

The device above the coat of arms should preferably represent 
some particular event of historical significance or some partic- 
wlar feat of arms performed by the organization. A motto of 
the organization may be made a part of the device. The devices 
in the corners can be used to show the wars in which the 
organization has participated or any other feature connected 
with the history of the organization which it may be desired to 
perpetuate. In order to co-ordinate and adopt for the Army the 
most suitable devices symbolizing the wars in which organiza- 
tions have participated, suggestions for such devices should be 
forwarded to The Adjutant General of the Army for considera- 
tion. 

The following suggestions to designate wars have been made, 
but they should not be considered as binding: 

Mexican War—the cactus. 

Philippine Insurrection—the palm tree. 

Spanish War—a conventional castle. 

War with Germany—a laurel wreath.

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NAVY GUN CAR ON EXHIBITION. 

The Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Department, has 
placed on exhibition at the Washington Navy Yard one 
of the original 14-inch naval railway mounts which was 
used by Admiral Plunkett with the U.S. naval railway 
batteries in their operation on the Western Front against 
the German army. This gun and mount, complete, has 
been installed at the corner of New Jersey avenue and 
M street, S.E., and can be completely inspected without 
entering the navy yard. General facts in regard to its 
history are as follows: 

Navy gun car mounting 14-inch 50-caliber naval gun; 
one of the U.S. naval railway batteries which were de- 
signed, constructed, shipped abroad, and placed in oper- 
ation by the Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Dept., Rear Ad- 
miral Ralph Earle, U.S.N., Chief of Bureau, manned en- 
tirely by naval personnel under the command of Rear 
Admiral C. P. Plunkett, U.S.N. Designs for this car 
were started Dec. 26, 1917; finished Jan. 25, 1918; con- 
struction commenced Feb. 13, 1918; completed April 26, 
1918; tested at proving ground April 30, 1918; shipped 
abroad June, 1918; re-erected in France July-August, 
1918; started for the battle front from St. Nazaire, 
France, on Aug. 17, 1918, 234 days from the date of first 
designs. This was the first piece of American made and 
manned artillery to fire upon the German army. This 
gun fired a total of 236 1400-pound Navy shells against 
the Germans. The U.S. naval railway batteries trav- 
eled the length of France, firing as follows: From posi- 
tions at Soissons upon Laon; from Rethondes upon 
Tergnier; from Fontenoy-Ambleny upon Besny-Loisy; 
from Flavy-le-Martel upon Mortiers; from Charny and 
Thierville (near Verdun) upon Montmedy, Longuyon, 
Conflans and Mangiennes; all in France. Maximum 
range used, 42,500 yards (24.2 miles).

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Report OF GETTYSBURG PARK COMMISSION. 

The annual report of the Gettysburg National Mili- 
tary Park Commission for 1919, to the Secretary of War, 
has been issued. The commission, of which Col. John 
P. Nicholson is chairman, reports that the statues 
erected by the state of Pennsylvania to Generals Hays, 
Geary and Humphreys in 1915 and transferred to the 
United States, have not yet been dedicated although the 
dedication ceremonies have been postponed three times, 
the last because of the death of Gen. H. S. Huidekoper, 
U.S.A., retired, on Nov. 9, 1918. The surface of a large 
boulder on the summit of Little Round Top Mountain 
has been selected as the site on which to mount a 
memorial tablet to the U.S, Signal Corps, which took 
such an important part in the battle of Gettysburg. 
Bronze statues of Generals Howard and Chamberlain, 
which were to be erected by the state of Maine, have 
not been received. Camp Colt, which was established in 
the spring of 1918 for the reception and training of 
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troops to be used in the World War, has been disman- 
tled. Much petty pilfering from guns marking positions 
of batteries, granite markers and monuments is reported. 
Vandals watch their opportunities either at night or 
when the guards are not in sight and remove small parts 
from gun carriages or chip granite markers and monu- 
ments. The commission has had relief maps made of the 
battlefield of Gettysburg proper and of the Cavalry bat- 
tlefield. They are both based on original topographical] 
maps authorized by the Secretary of War. They are 
constructed entirely of wood. The first is nine feet 
three inches in width and twelve feet eight inches in 
length, composed of successive layers of white pine wood 
one-sixth of an inch thick glued and pegged ‘together. 
Kach layer represents a vertical height of twelve feet. 
After the entire surface of the battlefield was built, up 
and shown in successive terraces of wood the surface 
was shaved down from contour line to contour line, giv- 
ing the proper presentation of the slope of the ground, 
The Cavalry battlefield map was made in the same way 
and is eight by ten feet in size, representing 7,000 acres. 
Both maps were prepared and constructed by Lieut. Col. 
kK. B. Cope, engineer of the commission.

MusIc FOR THE AMERICAN SOLDIER. 

Francis F. Brundage, assistant director of the Camp 
Music Division of the War Department, which is in 
charge of the Commission on Training Camp Activities, 
has written a history of the work of the division from 
the time when the idea of organized singing in the tratn- 
ing of an army was considered something unusual to 
June 30, 1919, to which date the report is completed. 
At its first meeting on April 26, 1917, the Commission 
on Training Camp Activities announced singing as one 
of its proposed features. Tolerated at first, Mr. Brun- 
dage explains that it soon came to be recognized as an 
integral part of the training of an army itself, and took 
its place with target practice, bayonet instruction and 
other essentials of war-making. Success with the men 
and the unanimous approval of commanding officers were 
won largely by the initiative and perseverance of song 
leaders in the camps. In camps, on trains, ships and 
while on the march singing among the soldiers of the 
A.E.F. and those who did not get overseas proved to be 
most popular. The writer observes that “one type of 
patriot was doomed to disappointment, however—the 
writers of heroic and patriotic songs. The soldier would 
have none of them. The singing of his patriotism 
stopped with the ceremonial use of the national anthem, 
‘America,’ the ‘Battle Hymn of the Republic’ and ‘La 
Marseillaise.’ It will probably never be quite clear why 
the doughboy took certain songs to his heart and 
‘packed them up in his old kitbag,’ along with other 
essentials, for travel overseas, but the secret is probably 
to be found in the fact that they either ‘clicked’ exactly 
with some phase of military routine or helped him 
through the maze of emotional experiences ‘which swept 
over him so overwhelmingly, and many times left him 
dazed and groping.” The report contains several photo- 





graphs, one of them of 40,000 soldiers at Camp Grant, 
Ill, on July 14, 1918, standing at salute and singing 
“The Star Spangled Banner.” 
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REUNION DINNER, 9TH INFANTRY. 

A few of the officers who served overseas with the 9th 
U.S. Infantry had a reunion dinner at the Army and 
Nayy Club in Washington on Oct. 2, and refought their 
old battles. Those present were Brig. Gen. La Roy S. 
Upton, who was in command of the regiment in the 
operations in the Chateau-Thierry district and south of 
Soissons; Col. Evan E. Lewis, Inf.; Lieut. Col. F. L. 
Whitley, Inf.; Major Isaac Gill, Tank Corps; Major 
Alvin Colburn, Capt. C. C. Burgess and Lieut. Ralph 
Chapman, Inf. The 9th was the first Infantry organ- 
ization of the A.E.F. on the line in the Chateau-Thierry 
district, being in position at noon on June 1, 1918, on a 
line extending from Le Tholet, on the Paris-Metz road, 
to Bonnel. During its operations in this sector, cover- 
ing the period from May 31 to July 10, 1918, the 9th 
not only did its part to stop the enemy rush on Paris, 
but, together with the 23d Infantry, captured the town 
of Vaux and the Bois de LaRoche, the woods to the 

west of the town. The regiment is entitled to a silver 
band on the pike of its colors for each of the following 
battle engagements in France during the World War: 
Toulon-Troyon sectors, Aisne defensive, Chateau- Thierry 
sector, Aisne-Marne offensive, Marbache sector, St. 
Mihiel offensive, Meuse-Argonne offensive (Champagne) 
Oct. 1-10, 1918, and Meuse-Argonne offensive Nov. 1-11, 
1918. The grand total of battle casualties of the 9th 
Infantry from its entry into the line on March 18, 19158, 
to Noy. 11, 1918, was 4,571, of whom forty-two officers 
and 542 men were killed; ninety-eight officers and 3,698 
men were wounded, and four officers and 187 men were 
classed among the missing. The approximate number of 
prisoners captured by this regiment was 4,764. The 
Mth is one of the twelve U.S. Army organizations to 
have been twice cited by the French.

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PRESENTATION OF STATUE AT WEST POINT. 

The Societé des Amis de l’Ecole Polytechnique will 
present to the U.S. Military Academy at West Point a 
memorial of the Franco-Americ2n co-operation in the 
World War, on or about Oct. 20. This memorial is a 
bronze reproduction of the statue of the ‘“Polytech- 
nicien de 1814,” which stands in the court of honor of 
the French school and was dedicated by the Minister of 
War at the centennial celebration of the defense of 
Paris. This bronze statue will be placed on a marble 
pedestal, bearing a medallion depicting the two mar- 
shals of France, Joffre and Foch, who were both stu- 
dents at the French school. When Secretary Baker was 
in France he accepted the gift in the name of the Ameri- 
can Government and the placing of the statue and its 
dedication now only remain. The mission which will be 
present at the ceremonies at West Point will probably 
compromise three general officers of the French army, a 
colonel of engineers and other notables, together with 
eight cadets of the Ecole de Polytechnique. The cadets 
will be under the command of Colonel Thevenin, assis- 
tant chief of the school. Two of the French officers 
known to be en route on board the Rochambeau. which 
it was expected would arrive in New York about Oct. 10, 
are General Herr and General Cornille, and probably 
also General Filloneau. The civilian members of the 
mission include Mr. Roume, honorary Governor Gen- 
eral of the French colonies, and Mr. Brisac, a French 
engineer. A member of the French Academy of Sciences 
is also expected. A delegation of U.S. Army officers will 
7 present at the ceremonies at West Point. Lieut. Col. 

. KE. T. Lull, Gen. Staff, has been designated to accom- 
shed the French mission on a brief trip, now being ar- 
ranged, so that they may visit certain points of scien- 
tifie interest prior to their arrival at West Point.

TRAINING OF NEW York Scuoor Boys. 

Under the direction of Brig. Gen. William H. Chapin, 
of the old N.G.N.Y., an officer well known for his capa- 
bilities, the, military training for school boys of New 
York between the ages of sixteen and nineteen years 
began on Oct. 6 in various armories. The boys are to 
receive instruction for an hour and a half every week 
under instructors of the New York State Military Train- 
ing Commission, Nearly 200,000 boys are on the lists 
of the commission in all the six zones into which the 
state has been divided. Of these 61,360 are in the zone 
which includes New York city and extends as far north 
as Peekskill. The Long Island zone, ineluding Brooklyn, 
has 50.574 cligible boys. Major J. Wesley Lyons is the 
supervising officer of the New York zone, and Major E. 
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W. Dayton of Long Island. General Chapin is chicf 
supervising officer in the entire state. This mobiliza- 
tion of the school boys is the first step in the attempt 
this year to carry out the provisions of the Slater Jaw 
for compulsory training for all boys within the age 
limits. Later the boys who have left school for business 
also will be mobilized. In explaining the new training 
law General Chapin said it was not for war, but to 
make better citizens. “I don’t think that soldier mak- 
ing counts for muc ‘h when you are dealing with boys of 
sixteen,” he said. ‘We want to instill a spirit of dis- 
cipline, respect for law and obedience and to give the 
boys an outlook that considers the future.”
